to Paris, and his immethodical falling upon Philofb* 
phkal. Divine, and Moral Contemplations, and.eveii; 
to ancient, obfolete Hidories, ivhich fome think al- 
together Foreign to his Bufine^. 

Thar the Ingenuous Reader therefore may not hence- 
forward be left in the Dark,' as to any thing exhi- 
bited in the whole Series of thefe Letters ; it will not 
be amifs to begin regularly at the Firft Volume^ and 
fay fomething of the Wars in which our Sfj fbnnd 
feveral Nations of Europe engag'd, at his firft com- 
ing to Farii ; efpecially Trance^ Spain^ and the Em- 
fir£. 

After the barbarous Regicide of Henry the Great, 
the Name and Malfte of what they call the Holy 
League, feem'd to be quite extinguifhM ; as if that de- 
plorable Tragedy had fully fatisfied the cruel and bitter 
Zeal of the Faftious Githolicks. France ieem'd to en- 
joy a ferene Quiet, and Halcyon-Days, from the Year 
1610, to 1614 j Fortune finiling on the Greener 
Years of Lett's XI II. as )oth tadillurb and rufiie the 
tender Faflions of the Royal ChiU with the harih Sound 
of War, fbrefceing that he would cwckly have enough 
of that, even in hb early Ycufh, before he cou'd 
wtiic Man, unlefs he had been a King. 

Dunng this Minoticy of his, the Guard ianfhip of 
him, and the Regency ofihe Kingdom, were com- 
m t^ to the ^een-M^f/^er, Maty de Media's, Daugh- 
ter to the Great Jhtke of Tufcany, This Princefs^ 
bad brought intii Frame a Favourite of hers, a Flo- 
revtir.e by Dirth and Extraction, whom fhe exalted 
afterwards to great Dignities, procuring him to be 
fv Biade a Marjhai of the Kingdom, and to be inveHed 
^with fo exorbitant a Power at the Court, that the 
princes of the BM^ with the other Grandees of 
France^ "began to look with an ill Eye on him, being 
quite difguiled at the too protentous Authority of a 
Stranger, 

Therefore m the Year 1614, they openly (hew'it 
fibelr DUcoDttuit hy[ t2Lkxn%^ up Aims, rai£n^ ^td\UQ>aa. 
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Tamolts and Infurredtions, which laded till the Year 
1616, at which Time the King was married to ^//:, 
the I>aughtcr cf Philip III. King of Spain, whillt an 
interchangeable Match was made between the young 
Prince oi Spain^ Son to the faid Pkil'ip^ and E/izuln/h, 
Sifter to Liwis XIII. Thus thefe two potent Afb- 
narcbs bound themfelves to each other, as the World 
judged iti drifter Obligations of Peace and Friend - 
ihip, by the Sacred Bonds of Matrimony, and a reci- 
procal Union of their Blood. Which was alfo accom- 
panied wih the BIcffing of an Univerfal Domefiivk 
Tranquility, and CefTation from Civil Broils in Fmncr ; 
Henry de Eourben, Prince of Conde^ and the reft oi' the 
Confederate Princes , being rcconcil'd, in all outwari 
Appearance, to the King iheir Sovereign, But, on a 
fudden, new Jealoufies arifing, about the Beginnir;* 
of September i6i6, the Prince of Conde was feJz'd and 
clapp'd up, and Declarations of War publiib*d againll 
the Princesy his Confederates. Yet this wa^ all huihM 
up agaiq, and a Peace made the following Year^ upt^n 
the Death of the Marjhnl </* Ancres, the forc-mentionM 
Florentine^ and' Favourite of the ^een, who was kill'J 
In the Louvre, by the King^s own Commar.d ; in that 
when they were going to arred him, he ofler*d to 
draviii his Sword in his Defence. 

The Fall of this ItaUaH feem'd now to pacify all 
Malecontents. But the ^ueen taking it to Heart, re- 
tired from the Court. Which^gave Occafion to the 
Kang to aifume the Publick Adminidration of the Go» 
vemment into his own Hands. And a while after, he 
released the Prinie of Conde from his Confinement. 

Much about th^fame Time, there brokeforih Civil 
Wars among the Grtfonsy upon the Account of Rill^i* 
wr. For, the Cathoiicks and Proteflants continually vex- 
ed one another with mutual Injuries ; ani engnged the 
Kings of France and Spain in their Quarrel : So tl ?it 
the Arms of thefe two Kingdoms weit tw>)i^\o^^^ 
zpLVufi each other on a Foreign Ac;CQUTit) ^c^^ tsv^'«^ 
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In the meui while, the Duke of Luines fucceedrng 
llie Marfifal d* Ancres in the Prime Miniilry of France^ 
the Princes and Nobles conceived as great a Diflike ancT 
Hatred of* his Power at the Court, as they had before 
done of the others. So that, in fhort, they took up 
Arms alio, and gave the King no fmall Trouble, who 
was at the fame Time molefted by the Fadious At* 
tempts of the ^een-Motber\ Party. But by the Aflift- 
ance and Ceun&l of the Prince of Condey who now 
prov*d faithful and ferviceable to him, he fuppre(s*d all 
his Domedick Enemies, and reftor'd Qaietnefs inFfancei. 
the ^een-Mother alfo and her Party being reconcird 
to himv 

Things remained in this Poflure, till the DuJteof 

jRhoan, and his Brother Monfieur Souhize, rais'd new 

. Commotions in the Kingdom. The Rochellers, at the 

fame Time, took up Arms In Defence of their Rett- 

gimtf and call'd ia the Engli/h to their AiTiflance ; who 

ient ^ Navy of ati hundred and twenty Ships, uiv- 

der the; Command of the Duke of Buckingham ; but 

.. all to no EfFed. For, though the Engli/h landed in 

the Ifle of Khee, after many fliarp ConIi6ls, yet they 

. were foon expelPd again, and a long Siege laid to Ro* 

dbeii under the Conduct of Cardinal Richlieu, and the 

Mar/hal de Sckomberg, who reduc*d that City to the 

King's Obedience, ra;5*d the Walls, and left it as open 

as a Village, that it might be a Terror and Example 

to others $ teaching them rather to confide in the Cle* 

mcncy and Faith of their Sovereign, than to try the 

Force of his Arms. This was done in the Year 1 628« 

From which Time the JRebels, as it were by Strife, 

ieturn*d to their Duty, feekiog who fhould bemofl 

forward in. tedifying their Obedience to the King, and 

their Repentance for what was pad. Thus was Peace 

once more reilorM to France at Home i that the King . 

might have the more Leifure toprofecute the War in 

Italy : Whither he led his Vi£torioii8 Army, taking 

jnsay TewBs in his Wav to Cazaly which he haflen'd 

toneUevcg it bang at thi$ Tim^be&eg&d V>y Siintla^ 
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the ^fantfh General. In a Word, he came within S 
of the very Walls, and Co near to the Sfaniards^ 
l)oth Annies were ready to engage when MazA 
(afterwards made Cardinal^ ran between^ and iod 
them to Terms of Peace. 

A while after this, a Peace was concluded bet\' 
the Ejjiperar and the Duh of Alantua ; the latter 
ving the P<^Geflion of Mantua, Mofitfirraf, and c 
Places, confirm*d to him by an Imperial Decree. 
as if Fate had ordainM, that the Arms of France ih 
not rud, or be long idle, but that they fhould be 
fbmtly kept in £xe rcife, by equal Viciflitudes of 
reign and Domeflick Wars ; no iboner was this 1 
Concluded, which gave fome Refpite to the Frenc^ 
broad, when new Stirs aro(e at Home ; occafioned 
through ibme Mifunderftandings between the ^ 
Mother and CarMnal Rkhlieu, which after^'ard^ ' 
improvM into open Hatred and Enmity ; the ^ 
Mother having drawn into her Party iktDuhoi 
leans. Brother to the Xii^ ; a Man who had con 
ed an irreconcilable- Averiion for that Potent I 
Ber, Till at length Things coming to an inevii 
Rupture at the Court, the !^een- Mother iied priv 
imo Flofidtrsi and the Duke oF Orleans into Lott 
from whence he afterwards followed her into Fla 
alfo. 

The ' next Year he ru(h*d into Danphine with a 
fiifed Army* and • the Duke of Mmtmorency came 
to his Side. Who being Governor of that Frox 
broQj^ht great Forces with him, and gave new 
rage to the Invaders. Infomuch as they entcr'd 
tcl with the Marjhal de Sihomherg, General of the j 
Army. The Fight was fhort and bloody, wherei 
Rebels were routed, having loft many of their p 
pal Leaders on the Spot ; whilft the Duke of Mo 
rency was taken Prifoner,- and afterwards beht; 
fey Sentence of the Parlinmert. Tb\s coxvcVvi^f 
Year i6j2. But the Duke of Orlearu d\d r.ox. x^

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Kingdom of France wis Hill by various Tums kept kr 
aSive Pofture, either of Defence or Offence ; partly 
by Domeftick Fadtions, and partly by Foreign Engage- 
ments of Allies or Enemies, even to the Time of the 
^tnrhjh Sfy^B Arrival at Paris, which was in the Year 
1637. 

I pafs over tnefe three laft Years, before his coming 
to Paris, with the more Brevity, that there may be 
£ocm to (ay fomerhing of the other Wars in which 
Europe had all along been equally engaged, from the 
Murther of Henry IV. or thereabouts, to the iameYear 
K637 ; and this fhall be done as concifely as may be» 
That fo the Reader may have the clearer Idea and 
Underilanding of what our Spy entertains him with, in 
rfic Courfe of his Firfi Letters, to the Year 1643, when 
Le^is XIV. the prefent King of France, began his 
Reign. Whole Life and Adlions gave an immediate 
Turn to all Aflairs, both in his own Dominions and 
the other Nations of Europe, 

Inthe Year 1610, the Town of G«//Vi, in the Ne- 
therlands, was furrendred to Prince Maurice of Najfau, 
after many Princes had claimed it. upon the Death cf 
Duke John JVilliam, who left no Heirs of his Body. 
And Prince Maurice himfelf was oblig'd to the French 
fcr their Aid in obtaining it. About the fame Time,, 
the Moors were cxpell'd out of Spain, to the Number 
of nine hundred Thoufand. Of which owx _Spy takes 
Notice in fome of his Letters. 

Inthe Year 161 1, Sigifmund, King of Poland, took 
Smolensko, a very ftrong Town of the Mufcovites, SiLtx 
t^^'0 Years Siege. Whofc Son Vtadljlaus, the Mufco* 
•vi/wchofe for their Duke or Czar, of which repenting 
in a little Time, there broke fortii a bloody War in 
thofe Parts. 

The fame Year died Charges, the King of Stvedeland^ 
bcirg fucceeded by his Son Gufia'vus ; though ;.fome en- 
dtavoui'J to transfer the Cro^vatQ Sigifmund^ King of 
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fn the Year 161 a died Rodolpb^ Emperor of G#r- 
martyy who was fucceeded by Matthias hu Brother- 
A while after this the Venetians made War upon Fer^ 
dinand, Arch-Doke of Aujiria^ Son of the Arch- Duke 
Charles^ who was Brother to the Emperor Maximi- 
lian 11. This War laded to the Year 1618, at which 
time it was finiihM. 

In the mean while the War between the Dukes of 
Mantua and Savoy broke forth about the Principality 
of Mmtferrat. It was occaiion*d by the Death of 
Francis Duke of Mantua^ who leaving no Male liToe 
behind him, Cardinal Ferdinand^ his Brother, under 
the Prote6tidn of the King of Sfain^ took PofTeilion 
of that Principality, which he defended by Arms 
againft Charles Phiiibert Duke of Sa<voy. This War 
alfo kfled to the Year 1618, at which time it was 
ended by the powerful Intervention of the French 
King. 

About this time there broke out a mod cruel Weir 

in Germany J on this Occafion. Ferdinand, Arch-Duke 

of jiuftria, and' King of Bohemia^ received alfo from 

the Emperor Matthias the Kingdom of Hungary on 

certain Cbnditions Which Conditions feeming dif*> 

advantagebus to the Ptateftants, they n^ade an infur^ 

redion^ firft at Firague in Bohemia, where they kiird 

thrMagiftrateSy. and then they were foon follow*d by 

all Bohemia, and the adjoining Provinces, who took 

up Arms againd the King under the Conduct of Er^ 

neft Mansfeltt and othtfr Grandees . 

- In the Year 1 619 A/o/Z/^oftheEiiipeiordied^ whom 

Ferdinand, the aforefatd King- of Bohemia and Hungary 

iiicceeding, profecuted the War very vigoroudy againd 

the Rebeb. In the mean while they, chofe for King oi 

Bohemia, Frederick, Eledpr Palatine of the Rhine, whc 

kad married the Lady Elizabeth^ Daughter to James I 

King of England, He with his pew Queen were th< 

*, . hxtit Year folenmly crown'd at Piiignt\ AtvSlAV^ ^^^ 

fcXiofwjog their Forces being routed by tVic "Exw^t 

i/^ej; thcm&bfcswcre iorced to-flcc into IHlandt > vft 
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they led a private Life ever afterwards. In the mean 
while Bohemia, with the other revolting Provinces, re- 
turn*d to their Obedience. And and this was thought to 
be a leading Card to the religious War, which about 
the fame time was raifed among the Grifom ; of which 
mention it made above. Nay» and the fame is fuppo- 
ied to have had Influence on the Commotions raifed 
by the Hugonots inhabiting the Foot of the Pyrenees^ 
againft whom Le^is XlT. made a fuccefsful Expedi- 
tion in the Year 1620. reducing the'greateft Part of 
that Province to their Duty and Allegiance ; tho' the 
following Year gave him iomc frefh 1 'rouble, and the 
Lofs of many great Nobles, among whom were the 
Duke of Maynty Governour of Guiana % and the Duke 
of tuintii flrft'Minifter of State. 

About the iame time died Pope Paul V. being fuc-- 
ceeded by Gregory XV. who fate in the Chair but two< 
Years and a few Months, when dying he left it to 
Urban III. 

In the Year 1^24 Breda was be£eg*d by Spinola, the 
SpaniJ^ General, and furrender'd in 1625. In the meai* 
while Count Mansfelt infefled Germany with frequent 
Execuriions, being got at the Head of a bold Army of 
freeUoten \ but at length he was defeated by 7/7^, a 
lAiive and expert Genci *\ on the Imperial Side, llien 
be was forced to Hee for Sandluary into 7ranfihania ;. 
4uid frem thence going to FenUey he died in the 
Year 1626. 

All thefe Things our Spy glances at in his Letters, 
but -with foose Abruptneisaad Obfcurity ;^ which ren- 
ders him I'carcely intelligible in thofe Places, to fuch a» 
J^uow nottl^e HiAory. *1 is for this Keafbn we are'' at 
the Pains of giving a compendious View of the Wars 
1^ J "i'raoWtions in iurope before his coming to Paris. 

Therefore to proceed ; Gufia^us yl^ixi^ of Siuedeland; 

came out of his Territories in ilie Year 1630, and ea- 

le: d Fomerania with a mighty Army. From ^\ hence; 

ji/i) /rom si^iS the adjacent P:ovinces, he drove the Jm^* 

^MnU/is, Jutbf.Yt&T 1631 he enjierei^.the vnove \v 
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ferior Forts of the Empire^ taking inmamerable Towns, 
and ftlling all Places with Terror. And this he did na- 
der Pretext of vindicating the Evangelickfc or Prote- 
ilants. In vain did Ttlfy^ the General of the Catbo* 
licksy oppoie him. All that he could do, was to burn 
Magdelwrgb to Aflies. 

After which the Proteilant Princes held a Djet or 
AfTembtyat Z.^]}^!, where they enter *d into a Con* 
federacy againft the Emperor^ joining their Forces with 
thofe of GufiavMs, Again^ thefe Til/y marched with 
General Papenheim^ and laid dofe Siege to Liiffickf 
which riiey were forc*d to furrender upon Gmditions 

After this the King of S^wedeland', the Duke oiSaxo^ 
ny^ with the other Confederate Princes, took to the 
Field ; and there was a terrible Fight between them 
and the Imperialiils at Leiffick^ whofe Confequence 
proved fatal to the latter : For ?//$r having lolt Ten 
Thouiand of his Men^ was forced te flee himielf ; 
whilft Leiffick fell into the Hands of the Duke of 
Saxony. This Vidory opened a clear Way for the 
King of Sivedeland to over- run all Germany, So that 
having taken WirtzUrg^ he ibon reduced all Franco* 
nia or Frankenlandi alter that Mentx^ with Other Pm- 
vinces, fpreading like a Fire, or a Deluge of Water. 
In the mean while the Duke of Saxony invaded BoJbi^ 
ma, and took Prague, the capital City of that King- 
dom. In a Word, fo general was the Conilernation 
thoughou^ the Empire,, that fome Princes, to divert 
the Storm which they (aw hanging over their Heads, 
had recourfe to the Protedlion of the King of France, 
who accordingly by his Mediation skreen'd them from 
Violence, ei'pecially the Archbifliop of Ijiers, or 
Treves 

In the Year 163^ the King of ^rjoedeland purfued 
the Courfe of his Viftories, ravaging without Stop or 
Oppofition through Alfatia, Bavaria, and other Parts ^ 
lUll taking 1 owns and flrong Holds, WVm^ 2l\\ ^W^:^ 
alfo with Hujn and Defolation, At leiig^tVv ^aS\T\% x)w 
/4w^i^ J2e rauted Tiilj once more wiOx. aW \vi^ ^ 
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my, who died foon after of a Wound he receiv'd m 
the Battel. 

Wallejitin was ftreight fubftituted in his Place, who 
rccover'd Prague in Bohemia from the Saxons Then 
after many Conflifls and Skirmifhes he encountered the 
King of S*iveJe/anJ at Lutzett, a Town not far from 
Lei^ck, This Battel prov'd fatal to Guftavus^ for in 
it he loft his Life, and not long after him. General 
Fapenheim on the German Side. 

Tnc fame Year Sigiffhondy King of Poland, dying, 
Ws Son Uiadijlaus fucceeded in the Throne. The 
Sijuedes ^^cre not the kail difcouraged from profe- 
cuting the War by the Death of their King ; but 
whereas before they fought for Conqueft and Li- 
berty, now they feemed to fight for Revenge. Chrr- 
Jlina, the Daughter of Gufta'vus Jdolphus, was foon 
fct upon the Throne of Siueden. After this there was 
a Dyet held at Frankfort ^ confifting of Siveda and Sax» 
ons. Then there was another aflcmbled at Hailbrun. 
And the Year \ti\y the States of Saxony met at 
Helberftadt^ to conlult about their own Safety. Much 
about the fame Time happenned the Sieges of RatiJ- 
bonne and Norlingen. This Year was noted with tra- 
gical Chara6lers, on the Account of the great Defola- 
tion made in the Provinces lying on the Rhine, by 
War, Pellilence, and Famine : Where People- were 
reduc'd to thofe Streights, as to feed on human Flefh, 
and to do other Things, which will fcarce now feem 
credible. 

The next Year 1655, feem'd to give- a new Turn to 
the AfKiirs in Germany^ For the Dukg of Saxony, Bran- 
dinburgh, and Luxemburgh, Jiaving had a IVeaty at 
Prague in Bohemia, came over to the Emperor's Parry . 
Yet the S-ixjedes Hill purfu'd the War; 

The two following Years were remarkable for 

the Eledlion o[ FerdhandllL who was chofen King 

of the Romems 1656, and fucceecded his Father ia 

rAe S/vfi/r^ i6^y ; as aJfo for the Irruption made by 

CPa/^^7 Gcncrsil oF the German Forces VivVo Frame x 
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Which was attended with various Events on both 
Sides ; *ciU at length, toward the End of 1637, G«* 
laJJUo retarn*d with his Army into the Empire again. 
I'be fame Year before there was a notable Sea-Fight 
between the SfMniards and Hollanders, Prince MamUe 
overcame the Portuguefe in Brafit and took from them 
immenfe Riches. The Prince of Orange befieged Bre- 
da^ and took it. The fame Year died Bolijlaus^ the 
laft Duke of Pomerania, Much about the fame Time, 
the Pope earneftly exhorted the Princes of Europe to 
eilablilh a General Peace. 

Snch was the Face of Things in CJbriJIendom, wheA 
this Turk came firfi to Paris : And it is evident that 
the Scenes were often chang'd in the Courle of thofe 
former Years which I have here recounted. And fo 
they have been ever fince : Which was the true Rea* 
ion of that Variety of Subjeds, with which cur Aor 
thor abounds : in fomc Letters giving an Account of 
Battles, Sieges, and other Events of Campaigns ; glof- 
fing alfo and defcanting on the good Conduct or Qver« 
fights of great Generab ; on the Valour of famous 
Captains ; and, in general, on the Fortut^e of War. 
In others he treats of Court-Intriguer, yun/o*s of Por 
liticians, andfubtle Propoials of Statefmen. 

Again, when he writes to his intimate Friends, he 
either entertains them with melancholy Complaints 
of his long Abfence from Confiantinople and his na- 
tive Country ; wic^ the. Inconvenieneies,. Miferies, 
liazards, and HardA^ips that attend it ; or clfe di- 
verts them with (biBe trifiing Di(cour(e, comical 
Story, or fomething very unufual^ furprizing, and 
drange. 

In the Time of War he feems to be a. curious En> 
grofTer jof the earlieft and choiceft News. In I'ioie 
of Peace he watches the Motions of Cardinal Ricb- 
lieu. Mazarine, Olivarez, and other great Miniftcrft 
of Srte. For this End he had his A^em% 9\tf;^\xv vn. 
every CcriKr of the Court of £r««c«,. bttdcb \i\^ A^ 
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•telligencers of Viema, Venice ^ or feme other City of 
Europem 

But give him Leave finnetimes to lay afide the 
Cares and bufy Toils 'of Life. • And wonder not if 
he feem in fome of his Letters very melancholy, in 
others of a contrary H«tttour, chearful and frolick- 
fome : For thcfc UnevenneiTes of Temper happen t6 
every Man. 

You (hall hear him fcmetimes wifhing himfelf 
in the Pyramids of Egyft^ confin'd and enclos'd 
within thpfe antique Piles, a Companion of Ghcfls 
and Devils, rather than lead the Life he did in 
Paris. When, at another Seafon, you Ihall find 
him all over Content and Refignation itfelf in the Ab- 
ftraa. 

Befides, the Difference of his Years ought to be 
tonfider'd : which, at the CHmaSierical Periods, aris 
obferv'd to alter Mens Spirits, as well as their Bodies. 
So that 'tis no Wonder, if in the Courfe of five and 
forty Years, which he pa£*d away at Parisy both his 
Genius and Converfation may feem to vary at fome 
critical Sealbns, through the natural Force of Time, 
aad the Change of the Elements, of which his Body 
was compounded ; as he himfelf in his Letters niake&. 
the fame Apology. 

Add to all this, his daily Improvements by Obfer- 
vation. Experience, Reading, Meditating Oonverfe, 
and habitual Engagements in the World. For which 
Reafon alone, it \v'ouid be uhequal to expedl the 
fame Method of Writing from him, cither as to 
Senfe or Styls, Matter or Form, when he was but 
Thirty or Forty Years old, as when he was Three- 
fcore or Fhreefcore and Ten. Mo ft of the f««mous 
Writ^r.^ in the World have not only chang'd the 
Opinions which they harbour'd in their greener Ycur: ;. 
but before they c?rae to the Age of ocr Spy^ fome 
of them have publickly recanted them, botli v/ich 
/4<s/> ToDgue and Pea. Neither vs it a' Shame to 
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any Man, it^ long as the old Axiom is true .- Humanum 
efterrarei at Errons fi&ciier retra&are^ veri /)/«uf- 

Neither toukl oar %, coniidering his Educati* 
on in the Makomitan Religion, take a properer Me- 
thod in my Opinion> to dilengage himrelt from th« 
Legends of the Nurfery^ and the FaUes of the Schools^ 
(^% a great Man calls our Infant Ideas of Things) 
than to follow the Coimiel of his gloved des Car* 
teSf the French Philofopher, whoai he fo much 
admired ; and who adviles eve:y one that would 
perfedl his Reafbn, and arrive at the Knowledge of 
undifguifed Truth, to (hake off the PrepoiTeilions 
and Prejudices of his Infancy and Youth ; to \^ipe» 
bruih, or fwtep his Soul clean of the very Duft 
jind Relicks left behind on our Faculties, by thofe 
firll Foreign Invasions and Encroachments on our 
Minds. Having thus cleanfed and poliihed the Soul, 
it becomes a pure Tahuia Rafa^ fit (be the beft or 
worJl Impreifions. And here's the firft Surt of the 
Jrte Willi For, before this, a Man is a perfeft 
Slave, driven up and down by every Spirit that blows 
firongeft on him. Wr.erea8, n^w lie begins to fell 
fi>aie Strength and Coajliftence in himielf; being 
able to (ay with interior and folid Reafon^ C«^>9 
€rg9 film. Fixing therefore on this Foundation, b^ 
builds a Fortrefs, or ilroag Hokl ; frosi whence 
he defies all the Attempt of open Enemies, or fly 
fecret Interlopers ; neither permitting himfalf to be 
debauched by the Prophancnefs of Libertines and i^ 
theiflSf nor by the ridiculous Entbuftafms of Fana- 
ticks and Zealots, This is the Courie whi<;h our 
l^urk ieems to have taken with himfelf, when be 
once arrived at tbofe Years wherein Men ufually 
begin to examine the Grounds of Religimiy and bring 
the Documents and Iraditions of their Fathers to the 
Teft ©f Scnfe and Reafon. *Tis no V^Qtvto ^t^- 
fbre, if in £omc Lcucrs (o his fasuii^x ;sjui\iavnc^x^ 
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Friends, he difcourfes of fuch Matters with more 
Freedom, than when he writes to the Mafti, the 
Mufit*s . Ficar, the Treacher of the Seragho, or any 
of the Grandees. Yet even to thefe he makes bold 
ibmetimes to propofe Queries, and ftart Scruples ; 
which plainly dilcover that he was not fully iatif- 
fied in many Principles and Pradices of the Mabo- 
metans, 

^ On the othcf Hand, when he writes to the Jenv^ 
his Correfpondent at Vienna, he endeavours to rew 
claim him from a too fond and implicit Confidence 
in the Hebrew RabhPs^ whom he calls Relighw Tri- 
fi^rs^ ridiculing their Fables, and 'vain Infiituttcniy and 
perfuading his Friend not to be over- pious, but la 
attend the AfFairs of his Err ploy ment with AJacri« 
ty, and to be zealous in the Grand Signior's Ser- 
vice. He likewifc frequently explodes the Vanity 
and Supcrftirion of fome fcrt of Chrifiiansy uijh 
fome Tartnefs indeed, but free from all Ill-Nature 
and Bittcrnefs, every where fpcaking honourably of 
Chrift J ejus Our Blejfed Sa'viour ; only condemning 
the Vices and Errors of his Followers. Whi ch laft is 
no more than what would become a Cbrifiian Di^ 
vine ; whofe Duty it is to reprove and corrett whatfo- 
ever he fees amifs in thofe that profefs the Cbriftian 
Fmitk 

In general* he appears a Man void of Superfti- 
tion and Bigotry. And if he feems partial or by- 
ais'd any ways, it is in the Point of Abfiinence from 
Fleih, and the Doftrine of ^ran/migration. Where • 
by we may conclude he was a Pythagorean , which is 
no new or unccnimon Thing among the 7urksy there 
l}eing a particular Se^ of Mahometans wholly devoted 
to the Pvules of that Philolbpher ; and 'tis well known 
that Pytbagori/m is in great Reputation all over the 
Eaft. 

Hence we need not wonder that he appears fo 
^ucA cjjomoar'd with the Indian Genti/es, who are 
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ibe fln£left Obfervers of Abftinence» and of the whole 
Pythagortan Difcipline, of any People in the World, 
as all our modern Travellers can teftify. 

Though he Ginnot be called an Antiquary, yet 
he appears a great Lover of Andquicies, and no 
lefs an Admirer of neW Difcoveries, provided they 
be both of them Matters of Importance, and worth 
a wife Man*s Regard. For it decs not belong to 
either of thefe Characlers. that a Man is a curi* 
ous Colkftor of Medals, Images, Pidlores, and a 
Thouiand other infigni£cant I'rifles, which can nei* 
ther ierve to iiluflrate Hiftory^ regulate Chronology^ 
nor adjufl any momentous Difiiculty in the Records 
of Time ; but are .only reverenced for their Ruil'mefs, 
illegible; Charafiers, and exocick Figure : Nor that 
he is fond of every little Improvement in Arts or. 
Sciencis, which perhaps has no other Tendency than 
the Advantage of feme particular Trade or Profef' 
fim among Men, and ferves only to divert the Mind, 
from more folid Obje^s. Whereas our Arabian a- 
fpires at higher I'hiugs : He loves Antiquitie$y but 
\is only iucli as draw the Ve^ from off the hfanqy 
of Time^ and uncover the Cradk of the World. This 
makes him infiH with fo much Zeal and Paflion, on 
the Records of the Chiuefe and Indians. He ad* 
mires New Difcoveriesy but only fuch a.s fhall either 
conduct us to the yet unknown Parts of the Earth, or 
prefent us with a truer and more perfc£^ Schento 
of the Hea*venst than what was before extant; as 
may be ieen by his Letters to Ofman Adrooneib^ 
Afirologer to the Sultan, Vol. VIIL Book IV. Page 
268. and to Ahdelmclec Muli Omer, Prejident of 
the CoUegt of Sciences nxFex. Vol. VIII. Eook IV. 
Page 3-6. 

He often praifes and recommends the Reading of 
Hiflory to his Friends : And throughout the Courfe 
of thcfe Letters, gives fufficient ProoVs ih?X Vt \& tv'Ci 
Stranger to ic. Which yet need not bt \aiA \o. ^v 
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Charge, as if he affeftcd to be thought a knowing 
Man ; or that he fpcnt his Time in Studies foreign to 
his Employment. Fw he began to read Hiftories, as 
lie himfelf dcclia>res, long before he came to Paris, as 
ibon as he was relcafed trom his Captivity in Fakrwoy 
in^iV;^, and had Acxxfs to the Academies, Which 
makes it no Wonder, that he ihould employ his vacant 
Hours in the Libraries of ?arii^ after he came thither; 
being a very inquilitivc Man, and greedy of Knowledge. 
Befid^, he was commanded by his Superiours thus to 
improtre himfclf, and to tranfmitthc Abjiraas of what 
he read, to Conftantinopk : Which is a fufiicient Excui'e 
lor all. 

It only remains now, that we touch upon ibme Tranf- 
adlions of the Eaftf as we have already done upon thofe 
in the IVtft : That fo the Reader, who perhaps ha» 
pot the liifure to perufc the ^uriijh Hifiery, may 
(he better underhand fome Paiiages iatheie Letters xe« 
Jbting thereto. 

Our Sp was born in the Reign of Su/tan Achmit \. 
during whofe Life, he being but a Youth, it will be to 
no Purpofe to reoonnt what happened in thofe Parts^ or 
between i^^xManarth and the Chriflians. 

Achmet dying, was iucceeded by Mufiapha^ his Bro- 
ther ; Of whom our Author makes ibme Mention, 
«s of his throwing Gold to the Fifhes of the Sea ; 
and of the Cruelty af Sultan Amwratb IV. in caufing 
him to be llrangled. Indeed, he was a Prince, who 
nad&fb fmall ai^ contemptible a Figure in the World, 
that few Hfjhrums take any other Notice of him, 
than as a Man more fit for a Convent, than for a Royal 
Palaci. 

Therefore he being depcs*J, and remanded to h's 
former Prifbn, where he had fpeiit his Youth, O/fn^n* 
the Son of Achmet, was placed in the Jlntme of his 
Fathers, He renewed the ancient Leagues, which had 
been made between his Ancefiors and feveral Chriftian 
/^^JK-r/f wiOuLitteri to yarns I. King of JS«gAi«/.and 
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Lenvis XIII. King of France ; aided the Emperor of 
Germany againit the Hungarians, Bohemianff and other 
Rtbels. But at length ending into a War with Poianel, 
his Army was beaten, from which Time his Alfairs 
began to decline. And next Year giving out that he 
would make a Pilgrimage to Mecha^ he was flrangled 
by the Janixaries^ v/ho fufpedled that he defigned to 
abo!i(h their Order, and alter the Conftitution of the 

Then Muftapba was taken oat of his Prifon 8gain,and 
tfce (econd Tirre placed on the Throne. Who foon af- 
ter expeiienced the Mutability of Fortune, in that he 
was again laid afide ; and Amurmihy the Brother tHOJ- 
man, eftablifhed in his Stead 

This Amuratb was a vary Warlike Princty and 
citeemed the llouteft Man of his Age. He had not 
long fway*d the Ottoman Sc€pter, when the Perjians 
came and beficged Bagdat, or Babylon, which thej^ 
took from the Tnrks. Then the CoJ/acks, with the 
Inhabitants of the Uirain. gave him fome Diverii- 
on, making violent IncarTions into the Turkijh Ter- 
ritories, and laytrg all waile where- ever they came. 
However, the i»//«/^ regarded the Perjian \\ ar with 
moft Concern. He fent an Army toward Babylon, 
in the Year 16^6, who were defeated by the Per- 
Jtans ; twenty thoufard Turh being killed on the 
Spot. I'his was revenged afterwards by the Slaugh- 
ter of thirty thoufand rerfians. Then followed the 
Siege, or lather Blockade ef Babylon by the Turks. 
A while after this, happened that dreadfiil Fire at 
Confiantinople, which confumed fi third Part of the 
City. Of which our Spy makes mention in feme 
of his letters ; efpecially to his Friend Dgnet Og' 
hu, who had fuffered great Lo^fes in the Confla- 
gration. 

Not long after this, there was a /?f^^///W rais'd m 
the Holy Land hy Facardtne^ the brave and fanvo\^^ Emir 
of Sidan i with whom joined fome oiVv^t dikot^xsrvv.^^ 

• BaJDfo 
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Baffa\ and Beys of Egypt. But /^/y;?/r/7/i& fending pow- 
erful Forces againfl them, reduced chern to their Duty. 
Afcei wards enticing FaaircUne to ConfiantinofJey the old 
Emir went accordingly with forty thoufand Men at his 
Heels: Who encamped at a Diilance from the City ; 
But at length truiUng too much to Sultan Amurath\ 
Allurement:) and fair Fromifes, he ventured lb far into 
the Grand Signior^ Clutches, that he was ilrangled. 
This our Spy defcai.ts upon in feveral Letters. 

Next followed the TsLking of Ravan by the Perjians-, 
which was accompanied by the. Rebellion of the Beg- 
lerheg of Greece^ At which Time there raged a de- 
itru^dflre Plague at Conftantimple. In this Year our Spy 
came to Paris. 'Much about the fame Time, the Per^ 
Jians routed the ^urks before Babylon^ and forced them 
CO raife the Siege. 

Amurath was enraged with thefe reiterated ill Suc- 
cei&s, that collecting together a mighty Army, he 
led them in Perfon to the Walls of Babylon, and laid 
dofe Siege to th^ic City, refolving never to return to 
Conftantimple^ till he had won that important Place : 
Which he accordingly did with an in^nite Slaughter 
of the Perjians. Our Spy Ipeaks much of this Siege, 
fometimes extolling the Bravery of Schach Abbas, King 
of the Perjians i at other Times magnifying the Valour 
of Amurath. 

The Grand Signior returning from this fuccelsful 
Campaign, enter'd ConOafttinople in Triumph ; and bje- 
. ing puffed up with his Vidlories, ^ave the Reins to his 
Pafiion, committing a thoufand Exorbitances and Cru- 
elties. At Wngth hcdied of a Fe^^er, which he got by 
cxceflive drinking of IVine and Spirits, to which he had 
much addided himlelf. 

Ibrahim^ Brother to Amurath, fueceedcd in the 

^rone ; a Prince wholly given over tu the Anicurg 

of Women. Yet he commenced that long and tcdiou^ 

War with the Venetians^ which coil fo mucii Morit^y 

j ard. 
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vmL Slood «on both Sides^ which laded above twcncy 
Years, and which was not ended till the Surrender ot* 
CanMa^ the chief City of the Ifland bearing that 
Name, which confammated tlie Conquejl of the wJiole 
I/Je. 

. The O'.cafion of this War is related varioufly. Our 
HiJiQries affirm. That it was begun on the Account of 
Sultan litniLi/ns Son being taken Captive by the Knigbts 
m5' Malta i who wab. afterwards educa^d in that 
.1-1 and ^ became a Monk, and for Diltindtion iakc, in 
regard of his fuppofed Extraction, was called Pad*e 
. Ottomanno, or Father Ottoman. Our Spy contradids 
, all d'lis, and fays, he was only the Son of a Ftmale 
- Slave, btlonging to the Sitaill, there beirg r.o Ac- 
count to be ha!d c f I is Father. 

IbrMm being tranfported with an extravagant Lull 
after Women ; and liaving debauched tht Mifti^ Daugh- 
ter; the Mufti, with the Grand Vizir, and feme 
other Bajfa\ confpircd againU kim, di awing his own 
Mother into the Plot. At length he was ieized, de- 
pob'd, and after ibnie Days Coofinement, growing mad, 
he was flrangled in his Prifon, and his Son MaJ?omet 
IV. afcendcd the ^hrofie i a Prince add idled mere to 
Hunting, and the Pleafures of a Country-Liie, than 
to War, or Love of Women. Whence it was. That 
he ff cnt moft of his Summets in fome delightful Solitude, 
where the agreeable Shades of Trees, the purling 
Streams, and Harmony of Birds, invited him, as to an 
earthly Paradije. Yet this hinder'd not the Grand Fi- 
xir fcom prolecuting the IFars in Hungary, Dalmatia^ 
Candia, and elfe where, as theie was Occalion. Of all 
which Thinp, our % gives Hints in his Letters, ac- 
cording to their proper Seafons. 

To draw towards a Conciufion, the Reader of tht fie 
Letters may obferve, that cur Spy, in forr.c of them, 
makes mention -of icveral Papers and Journals which 
came to his Hands ; and of one which he wrote hvtv\« 
inM in the Academies, wherein is ccniained \\j^ hijior;^ 
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of his Youths with. the moft memorable Adventures 
which befcl him in that Part of his Li/e. 

But among Foreign Journals ^ he Teems to put the 
greateft Value on thole of Carcoa, Vefteli Halt his Bro- 
ther, and Ifouf YiVi Coufin. The firft of thefe wasa 
private Agent for the Grand Signior at Vienna^ who 
lived fome Years there after our Spy came to Paris^ 
and held a ltri£t Correfpondence with him by Order 
of the ^urkifo Divan, as appears by feveral Letters 
in the Firft and Second Volumes, But at length dy- 
ing, his Jwimal and other Pafers weie fsr.t by his 
Suceeffor to our Sfy, with a Ring, which Carcoa had 
bequeathed him as a Legacy, and Token of his invro* 
jable Friendfhip, even to Death. 

This Journal, as we may gather from fome of our 
^j^*s Letters, contains Copies of all the Dijfatches 
which Carcoa fent to the Minivers of the Port^ daring 
his Refidence at Vienna ; with fome of their Letters to 
him. In thefe, as we may farther collect, is couched 
a Hijlory of all the moil remarkable Tran factions ia 
Europe, with parallel Occurrences ^d Events in th« 
Eaft, from the Year i6co, or thereabouts, to the Year 
1652, at which Time Carcoa died. Our Spy, beiides 
other Commendations which he gives this ytf«r«/i/ of 
Carcoa, particularly celebrates it in one of hit lafl Let* 
ters to Nathan Ben Saddi^ a yenv at Vienna. At the 
iirft Receipt of that Journal^ he fent an Anfwer to Na" 
than, which begins thus : ^thy Letter, <with CarcoaV 
JoumaV w ^v^' fifi *o my Hands, and the Ring 'whid^' 
hi hefifiathed nu, &c.l And alittle after he fays, [H/r 
Memoirs ^wiU h^ of great Serince to me \ containing a 
pare accurate Hiftory of the German Court, from tht 
Year 1600, to the ^ime of his Death, than Ihan>eyet 
feen extant, I am not acquainted wth Relations of thii 
Aind, &c ] Vol, IL Book I. Letter XXX. Pag. 107. But 
in the very hft Letter he wrote to that Je^f he gives 
this Journal yet far hffiher Encomiums, praifing the 
BJegoDce and Sucdndtneu of the Style^ the Solidity of '

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llie Matter, and the great Uiefulnefs as wt:]] as De- 
lightflilnels of both ; as may be ieen more at large in 
W. VIII. So9kiV. Utter XVL ^Fag ^^o. 

The fecond Jpumal is that of PeJIeti 2Ja/i, Brother to 
ear Spy^ and a great Traveller in Jfim, At his Return 
to ConfiantinopU, he was made Mafttr of the Cmftoms, 
and Superintaidita of the Arfinal there. His Journal 
contains an accurate Account of hb Travels througk 
gritty jirabia^ Perfsa, IiuHa^ CbiMa, Tartofy^ Geofpa, 
CircaJJia^ MingreUoj te. with choice Remarks and 
Obiervations on the divers Religions^ La^vs, Cufioms^ 
and Forms of Government^ which he found among fo 
■many People of different Nations : As alio feveral ftningo 
and pleaiant A^entures that happened to him on the 
Roadh and in Cities ; the Eicapes he nude from Rob- 
bers,, and his Intrigues with the Ferfian ^atd Mian 
Ladies. All which our Spy profefles ht took great 
Delight to read In a Word, a«:cording to the Cha- 
ra£ler Vvhich he gives of this Journal^ we may be- 
lieve, tlfbt it contains many uleful and pleaGint Me- 
moirs, in iii/torj, FhiUfiphy, Morality^ and the Foil- 
iiiks. 

At for the Jonmal-^l IJwfy his Confin, we may 
conclude fiom ieveral Letters in oar ^^ diat it de- 
icrves mnfek the fame Charader .- Only with this k^» 
vanuge. That befides his fran^ls through all, or 
jnoft of dre forementioned Countries tn the Eajt^ he 
.adds an Account of his Journeys through the Zwth^ 
having vjfited the chiefeit Regions of Afridt. And 
Mahmut appears particularly pleas'd with this laft 
Part of his Jonmal, as oont^ining Narratives of Couu' 
tries J to which he wu wholly t&n a Stranger. In a 
word, npon the Reading ot this Jourmu^ he con- 
ceived fo great an Affedion for his Couiin IJouf^ the 
Author of it, that he recommends him to his Bro- 
ther FefteU Hali^ and to«ne of the Bajffa\ as a Man 
deierving the Sultanas VzyouTf andibme PrefeiTCVt.tv\\ 
to his AbiUties. Which may be ^ W^cXcivx. 
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Gnund for us to believe. That this Journal was not 
Quflixl with vain Rmumilui Fablci, and rmpCy TiiBes i 
but that it bad Ibmethiog in it Exitaoi dinar}' and IN

The carious Italian was in no finall Impatience to 
know how and where the(e Memtrials had been writ, 
and by what Adventure th^y came to lie fo negle&d 
in a Comer of his Chamber. But, before he farther 
informed kimfclf, he thought ii expedi^t to tranfport- 
theie Manufcripts into another Houfe, as a Place of 
^eatftr Security. 

He afterwards qurflioned in his Landlord, with great 
Precalktiony concerning the Papers ; and he informed 
him even to the leafl Circumftances. 

He told him. That a Stranger, who faid he was a 
Native of M9Ua*vi a ^ hnbitedlike an Ecclejmfiick^ gi^eat- 
]y ftudious, of a fmall Stature, of a very coarfe Counte* 
nance, bat of furpiizjng Goodneis of Life, had Jived 
long at his Hoofe. 1 hat he came to lodge there inr 
the Year 1664, and had ilaid. eighteen Years with him ; 
that being gone abroad one Day, he returned no more^ 
and thry had no certain Ne\xs of him fince. He was a« 
bout Seventy Years old, had left feme Manufcnpts, that 
no Body undeiiiood, and fome Monies, which was an 
Argument, that his Departure was not premediated. 

He added, I'hat he had always a Lamp, Day and 
OSight, burning in his Chamber ;^ had but few Move- 
ah:ef , only fome Books, a imall Tome of St. Auftln^ 
TtKitus^ and the Alcoran, with the Pifture of Mafanieihi 
whpm he praifed vtiy much, calling him the Mofes of 
Napiei, Hefaidfarther» That this Stranger's greatefl 
Ftittidy and whom he faw often, was a Man which moll 
People took for a Saint, fome for a Jew^ and others 
fiifpcdcd tobea furk. According to the Landlord's^ 
Report,, he came to Paris in the Year 1 637, being then ' 
but 2% Years Qf Age. At firft, he had lodg'd with a 
Fiipimingi he went oft to Court ; Rlcnies never failed 
him 5 he had Friends, and pafTed for very learned. As 
for his End, this Man thinks he died miferably : It be- 
ing fufpedled that he had been thrown into the River.

of thofe 1 imes ; and to fucceed the better, fcarch'd 
the moil approved Memorials^ having hnd Accefs into 
the Cabinets of Princes a.nd their MiniHers 

I'heie Letters conuin the moft confiderable Tntriguea 
of the Cburt of France^ and the moft Remarkable Tranf- 
anions of tbrijiendom^ which have been fent to fev^ral 
Ofiiccrs of the Ottoman Coort. 

By thele may be known the Perfpicacity of this A- 
gent of the 7urks ; and by him the Prudence of thofc 
that command in that Nation, who chofe (the better 
to penetrate into the Affiurs of Chriftiam) a Man who 
could not be fufpe^led by his £xterior i who was de- 
form*d, but prudent and advifed ; and, for the better 
. concealiiTg him, deAined his ordinary Abode in one of 
the grcateit and moll peopled Cities of Europe. 

During his being at Parii^ which was Forty five 
Years^ he has been Eye witneis of many great Changes .*.* 
has (een the Deat^ of two great Miners of State i 
has ieen that Kingdom involved in War, wkhout and 
witiiio. He was icarce iettled in Pans^ but he was 
Withefs to the Birth of a King, who furpafled tbofe 
that preceeded him ; in a Time, when the Qaeen*s Bar*-- 
xenneis caufed the King, her Husband, to deipair of 
over having a. Son that mould fucceed him. 

During the Courfe of fo many Years, he hath Ieen « 
Cities revolt, and return again to the ()bedience of 
their Sovereign v Princes of the Blood make War againft . 
their King.;^nd Queen Mary de Medidsy Wife, Mother, 
and Mother-in- Law to iome of the greateil Kings in> 
Europe^ die in Exile in CbAtgw.. 

He fpeaks frankly ^ the Princes of Chriflendom, and 
explains his Sentiments with Libeny. He faith,. The ' 
Emferor commands Brinces, the King of S^in^e^v 
and the King, of FrojK^ /eesiVIen, and ewtali^ifv^^^^'l; 
hJj Orders, He adds, that the Fir& comiUKW^ ^

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prays, the Second fees oft times more efftf^ed'tHan^ 
ht commanded, and chat the Third commands many 
brave Soldiers, and is well nigh obeyed by cTownM 
Heads. There appears no Heat or AnimofiCy in.him« 
HI what he writes againil the P<^. In difcourfingdC 
the Emperor zndi King of Sfain, he fays. That both of 
them having Provinces of fuch vafi Extent, they afe 
Hot much concerned at the LoiTes they faliain. 

He believed that En^and was more powerftd than, 
die Empire and ^pain ajt Sea. He apprehended more the 
CounfeTs of the RepMci of ITenice than their Arms. 
•Hie magnifies what palTed in. the Wars of Cofufy, which, 
the Fenetians fupported with (b much Bravery ag^inft 
the Forces of the Ottoman Empire. The Gfnotfes with, 
him arje perfect Cbymifts He fpeaks of the laft Plague., 
and lafl War that this ComTmnivecfith had been aifiidted 
>vith ;. he touches ibmethinfg of the late Confpiracy. 
agalnft thc'State by Itaggl and Tome ; and to (hew that 
he underileod th^r Hiftory, he fays £)mewhat of 
Vachero and BaM. 
Thou, wilt fee, Reader^, by the Progrefs of theWork^. 
'. wha( tl^s fecret Envoy of the Ottornan Port^ thought 
.of the o^er Princes of Itafy^ and thofe of the North, 
'And I hav^e drawn his Pidlure, becaufe thou mayli 
'qnderftand better what I give thee of him. 

This Arabian (for be declares himfelf in his Wri- 
* tings, to have been of that Nacion) having been taken 
and made a Stave by xh^ Cbrifiiansf wa.s brought hi to* 
^icily, where he applied himfelf to Learning. He. 
iliidied L^ick in his Captivity, and applied himfelf 
^much to Hiftory ;. he overcame them by fuiFerin^ 
with Patience the Blows of his Matter, who ofteh. 
beat him for endeavouring to acquire thofe Light!,, 
tvhich this Brute had not. And finally,, after much, 
Labour, great Afiiduity, and long Watchings, he cam^, 
as he whites himfelf, to underitand Greek and Letin- 
Authors ; he bad Commerce afttrwards with the bt'ft 
Maiters ; and during his {bjourning in the French 
Court, he joined Experience to the Knowledge he had 
\cguJivd, 
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JIc explains himfelf neatly, and fpcaks of Things 
with great Franknefs. His Style (hews a great Liberty 
of Spirit, and not Pafllon ; and if it appear that l:e ac- 
commodates himfelf to the Falhion of the Ce^Trt, cnc 
laav fee that it is not of Dcfign to pleaie, but that he 
wifely conforms himfelf fomeiiii^cs to the G:ni:4s*s of 
Nations. 

Thou wilt find in his Letters J^^tt and Learning, If 
Sometimes he appears lart, *iis to fhew his \ ivacity, 
not to difoblige ; and he appears all over fully inlUuftcd 
in Antknt and Modern ilillory. He is very refei-ve.! 
when he blarney, and feems perfuaded wlien he praifes. 
When he fpcaks to the great Men of this Fort^ hi» Style 
is very grave ; and he change*, when he writes to 
meaner Perlbns He never telL News that he is rot 
aflfured of, nor thinks of divining Things that feeai 
obfcure to him. 

He gives rare Leffbns when he writes of the Revo- 
•lutions cf C«/^ri5wKtf, the Kingdoms of Nafks, Portuoc^ 
and £«^//j«i/,whiJh happened in our Days; with ilr«iigCc 
Circumltances, terrible Murthers, and the Death of a 
Potent King, martyr*d ^by his own Subjedts upon a 
Scaffold before his own Door. 

He weighs much the Duke of Guifi^ hardy Refb- 
lution of going to Naples^ to fuccour the Revolted tliere ; 
and he reafbns not as a Barbarian^ but lifgs an ab!e 
Statefman and wife Philofopher, on the Rife and Ruin 
o£ States^ He always difcourfes with Libetty, and' 
what he fays^ is filled withfolid and agreeableThoughts. 
Hefpeaks fometimes of the Cruelty and Tyranny of- 
■ the Turks yoi the Violences of the Minillers of the Pori^ , 
afidupon the precipitated Death w4iich many of the 
Saltans t BaJfeCs and T^istrj. are forced to fuller . But . 
thisLanguage is only to his FrLends and Confidents, 

However, . though thefc Letters be neicher Grsek ' 
nor Latin^ nor written. by .a C/tri/J/a/iy, they contain • 
nothiog of Barbarous; .;ind thougk.the. Ig^orati\.\^ \w 
great Numbers amongll iYiitTwks^ thereaie '^^i^. "^V^-vx 
of grent Under&nnding that wiite the AnncXi oi iXv 
£k/a4ua^ Empire, though they are uut catty cofti^ V>^ 
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for the BooIb not beliig printed, they icaree. ever reacht 
us We may notwithftandiDg believe. That amonglt 
this NatioD, that we term bar^rous, there are great aiul 
wife Captains, good Meo, and learned Authors ; as we 
have amongft us Generals without Condud» hypocriti* 
caj VdtarUsf, and ignorant Eellows that pretend to be 
ll^fters. 

To juiiify what! afirn^of the Turks ^ let us but con- 
MtT their Victories, which have gained them (b naay 
Kingdoms, their Power at Sea, their £xa£tneis to pp' 
xufh Crimes, and to reward Merit; As for printing, they 
would, never eadnre it amongft them. A Grand Vivdr^s 
Judgnkentof it was remarkwle, which fhews rather 
their Pxudence, than any Ef&A of their Ignoiance. A 
famous Printer of Holland; by Religion a Jjpw^ came 
to ConfioMtiftofle^ b^g'^S. Pre^cs with him, with Cha- 
ra6)ers of all Sorts of Idiemsi particularly Jrahick^ Tjkt* 
kiJbfireek^SiA FtrJtan.ljtXVtny ^ with Defign to introduce 
(he ufe of Printing into that great City. As ibon as the 
0zir was informed of it, he caused {tmjiw to he 
hanged, and broke all his £ngines,and Millions of Cha- 
raficrs which he had brought : declarirg, it would beca 
great Cruelty, that one Man (houJd, to enrich him felf, 
take th& Bread out of the Mouths of eleven theuiand^ 
Series, who gained their Livings at Coftjum/iftople, by 
their Pens. 

Perufe, Gentle Reader, what I ofir, without Fear 
of tiring thy felf, or being deceived. As Cbrijlian Au- 
thors think of nothing orduiarily, hut of. writing Pa* 
negyricksb hopes of Reward, we have reaibn.to believe 
not to find all the Truth in their Works. Intereft and 
PafHon do often make good Princes f^fs for Tyrants, 
and unjuft and cruel Princes are ibmetimes transferred 
to Poftcrity for Models of Juftice and Clemency. This 
occafions Hijlpries which iiTue from fo corrupt a Source, 
to ferve like a pitched Field for modern. Writers, where 
the one and the^ other combat for the Dedrudliou of 
Truth ; the one falfly. reporting what they have heard ; 
Jind the other, by as bdly reprefenting the Things 
tAe/^ fccm re iv/tneA,. Moii PxmcesYiift. Wn^ v.l«it 
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Altars, ^ then 'tis no Wonder, if there are PHefts 
ibond CO &:rifice to Falihood, and Idolaters to deface 
die Statue of Truth. 

There is no Gemral thatiwill not always feem Con- 
flfueror, and Pjinoes never oooleis their Lolfes ; whiah 
eccafions a Confufion, and the Anions of Men do 
hereby become doubt Ail. 

How many Times have we feen both the Vidtors 
and Vanquiihed make Bonefires kit their Succefies ? 
And, in our Days,, we have known the fnncb rejokr, 
and the Spamards and Gtrmmu iing their Tf Deum,. for 
the iame Thing. ^ 

As we are, perhaps^ now left juft than in Ages pafl^, 
it is difficuk to write Things as they are, particularly 
during the Lives of Princes, whofe Hiftory cannot be 
writ without Fear, nor the Truth faid without Danger. 
Eor theie Reafonr^ we ought not to qneiUon the Credit 
. of our JrMnn^ who reports with {liberty, what came 
to hb Knowledge : Beiides,. he being an univerfal Ene- 
my to CMfiiaaityj and a concealed one, neither, dif- 
obliged or gained by any, and religicufly true to his 
Prince, whom' he adores as a Divinity^ it cannot be 
imagined that he (ays any Thing for Feasor Favour. 

As thefe Relations have been read with Attention 
and diligently examined, we may be afTurcd. of an 
exa& Hiftory, abounding in confiderabie Events ; and 
this Hiftory being fcparated into Letters, as tht Au- 
tiior writ them, . the Reader may read them without 
repining^' If be wilLnot acknowUdgo the Tr^njla* 
t9r\ Pains, let him at leaft receive the Labours of a 
dead Man*with Civility, one that never* dreamed his 
A/fsMr/W^ wonldber Printed, and that, ferved his Mailer 
faithfully.

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Being of low Stature, of an ilLfavour'd Countenance, 
ill-dup'd, and by Nature not given to Talkativenefs, I 
(hall the better conceal my felf. Inttead of my Name. 
Mahmui the Arabian, I have taken on me that of Titus 
the Moravian ; and with a little Ckflbck of black Serge» 
which is the Habit I have chofen, I make two Figures, 
being in Heart what I ought- to be, but outwardly, and 
in appearance* what I never intend. 

Carcoa at Vienna furnUlies me-with Bre^ and Water, 
fupplying me with juft enough to live, and I defire no 
more. The Eggs here are dearer than Pullets with 
you. It is to him that I will addrefs my Letters. 

Eliachim the y^w came to fee me, who fecms to be 
fufficiently inform 'd of what pdTes in the World, and 
will be a ufeful Man to me : Yet I will never truft him 
iDore than I need. Althu' I have.ji Qifpenfation from 
the Mufti Hot Lying and falfe 0»l»iS, which I fhafl be 
obliged to make ; yet . I have dill feme Qualms on my 
Mind.

Politician, a Man of Wic and A6Uon, and every way 
£tted for the Place he holds. 

All the People make Vows to Heaven, that their 
King may become a Father ; for the Queen has been 
barren thefe many Years. 

I go into the Churches as a Chrijlian ; and when I 
feem attentive to their Myfleries, I hold our Sacred Ah 
C9ran in my Hands, addrefling my Prayers to our holy 
Prcfhet : and thus behaving my felf, I give no O.Tence.

Hymn composed by two of their Saints, to wit Jm- 
bro/e^nd Auftin. When the Trench beat the Spemiewds^ 
tliey fing the Te Deum ; and when thefe vanquiih their 
Enemies, they do the fame. Thefe tv/o m^lUota ^c^ 
the Duty of the Mufuimen^ in deftroyin^ oiu& %xa- 
.^Jkgrti sad when this is done, they g^vc GoiTVox^ 
jMttieEnlthey have committed. Whtucc we tn?

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judge of the Wifdom and Piety of the Mahometans, 
amongft whom there's feldom feen an open War ; and 
if it ihoi'd happen, 'tis generally condemned. 

The Rejoicing of the French proceeds hence : The 
Spaniards had befieg'd Lucate, a fmall Peninfula in Lan^ 
guedoc^ which is but four Leagues round, with two 
Ports, where a few Gallies and four fmall Veffels may 
anchor in Safety. The Place was attack'd by the Spa- 
wards with much Heat, but was afterwards given over 
with as great Lofs ; the Afiailants being obliged to make 
a Retreat, not unlike a fhameful Flight ; quitted their 
Baggage, their Arms, and all their other Provifion. 

Count Serbelion offered at firft to Barris^ who com- 
manded the Place, a great Sum of Money, which was 
to be attended with a condant Peniion ; which refufed, 
they were neceffitated to betake themfckes to Force ; 
by which, in fhort, the Spaniards were entirely defeat- 
ed. Sorbellon wthdrew towards Perpignan, with the* 
puke of Cardbnn*s Son,, who was V iceroy of Catato* 
ma. He loft all his Tents, his Plate, and the Money 
defign'd for Payment of the Army : And I will fay yet 
more, that he has loft the Reputation of a. good Captain 
and valiant Soldier, until he can recover an Opportunity 
tofght andvanquijh.

^leat ; for 'twas the g^eral Opinion, the Place could 
Tr':x be taken but by Famine ; yet it hath been con- 
lirain'd to yield, by -the continaal Fire and Valour of 
tvi Befiegers.

haft lent me ; I will endeavour to penetrate into Affiurs 
the moft iecret, to the End that nothing ia this World 
may be hid from thee. 

At prefent, there are but few AfUons in Chriften* 
dom which deJerve to be reported ; and thou art fufii- 
ciemly inftrudted in the AfBurs of France, and touch- 
ing the Perfon of her Sang. I expedl to inform thee 
of Evencs, whi3h at the feme Time may divert thee, 
and inftrua thee. Thij Prince is call'd Henry the Jufi^l 
He ^nnot be caird the Htufpj ; for having as yet no 
Son to fucceed him, there will be always Occafion of 
Trouble in his Kingdom ; nor is there any Hopes that 
the Queen may prove with Child, by reafon of her 
long fiarrennefs. If the King will refolve to be ^^' 
voiced from her, and take another, it cannot be cf- 
«le£ked without ^^m^; and Rome^ the Mvfil^ and all 
their Priejist will, according to their ufual Manner, 
raife (b many Difficulties, and be fo long before they 
determine, thit it will be a hard Matter to extort 
from them that Cbnfent, which the La>vs of the Chri-' 
fiume render neceiTary for the Diftblving a Firft Marri- 
age. Certainly this Slavery, which doth thus fubjeft 
the Chriftlem Princes, is hard ; but it is a Point of their 
Law, which being of no Importance to thee, I will 
troable thee no more with it. This Defedt of a Suc« 
ceiTor in the King of France^ is of great Advantage 
Xf^^^antmrds \ and, one would think. Heaven baji 
cseaced this Nation to be Enemies to the French* V 
ieems moreover, there is a fecrct Vio\tTw:e w\vtf:YieTc 
jmsua9 gn Antipathy between the Two.l^aiw«» 
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which enforce&l Belief, nat ti^n^can never he ajolii 
Peact bttimxt them. 

Thott haft already onderflood from thofe I write to,, 
and who dare lude nothing f rem thee, what hath hap- 
pan'd here daring the imall Time of my fojourning Ir. 
t hefe Quarters. I will not repeat little Things : The* 
^Greatneis of thy Genim» and the Eminency of thy 
Employment, have put thee far above every Thing that 
is not £xtraonliBary, that we ought to inform thee of 
nothing but tranfbeading Events 

I wiU not entertaki thee with the Taking of the Old 
Town of Sally, nor the Diibrders in the mw. Thou 
wilt have learned more fwiftly from the Coafts oi Jfrieoy 
Advices of the Hoftile A£ts which the Ei^lifif have 
committed with their Ships of War, againft that City^ 
which the King of Morocco protects. 

The Attempt was great, and is diicoursMof here as 
a hardy Enterprise. The Vaftne^ of thy Undcrftand-> 
ing Will eafily judge of the Coniequence. 

They fay here. That the King of France has writ xm 
Kome^ that he will willingly refolve to make a long Cef- 
fation of Arms with his Enemies. If that happens, thia 
Re|}oie will ferve but to increaie the Forces ef both 
Sides, which may hereafter render the War more crueL 
In the meantime, *tis thought, they deiign a General 
Peace ; but Time will difcover to the Politicians what - 
we cannot at prefent divine. 

This Court is Great and Magnificent ;. it days not 
long in a Place, and is very ieldom at Paris ;. being in 
cne Camp amongft the Armies or, for Pleafure, in the 
Country. 

The Genius of the Countries is difiercfnt^ but they 
have an equal Inclination for two Things very oppofitcy 
A/tfr and Lovei and apply themfe.ves to bcih with

The Religion which they call Protefiant, and which 
haj» been the Occafion of fo much Difturbance to the 
Jungdom, is now low, by the Surrender of Rocbelr- 
which WAS, MS thoQ Juioe fty the piiitf;v]^\ 'B^'Nax^^ -;

It feeflM tlie King win imitate our mighty and for* 
midable Emperors, and will regulate his Conduct by 
thine, in not fofiring i^athii his State Two ReUgions 
which are oppofite. 

The Kingdom is, notwichftanding, as yet, full of 
Trouble. Oudinal RiekHeu (who holds the Helm of 
Affiiks in France^ as thoa diredeft that of the £mpire 
of the World^ feems, as may be (aid, in the midd of 
a Tempeft, and hathRea(on enough to apprehend Dan- 
ger ; for there are an infinite Number of People, wh« 
follow the Standards of Luther and Calvin^ who have no 
other Thoughts but of his Ruin. 

In the mean time, the Power of Franee feems mighty 
great, and it is to be apprehended, it may in Time aug- 
ment infinitely. 

Thou knoweft, invincible Vizir, what the ancient 
(kmls did in old Time. They were called Gallo-gr^ciam\ 
for having over-run Jiafy andiack'd Roph^ they iectled 
in the middle of Afia^zxA could not be overcome but by 
the Romans ; becauie the Meavau had ordain'd,?)!^^/ tbt 
¥sxammfioukl fiibjugati all Natimu, But now that thofc 
Gauls are no more, and there are no more of chofe 
brave Romans, we muft pray the htpnitt Goodneft of the 
Meft High, That the Power of thek Modern Gauls may 
be limited. If the French, however, would do what 
a Sfaniardf who Bed from the Paffion of Philip I. coun- 
k&tdUemyVW. their King, which was, Tofethim- 
felf right with Rome, to have a great Power at Sea, and 
a Cbuncil compofed' of wife, fecret and faithful Men ; 
by that Means, he might one Day, perhaps, equal the 
ancient Romans, I think, he that gave this Advice wat> 
named Ant§nio Perex 

I obferve every Thing with Care, but ihall obferve 
them nearer for the Future. It appears to me, that the 
Genius of this Nation is to aggrandize itfelf, and ex-C 
tend its Limits. 

The French have a common Saying, TVvat "Kati^^ V^r 

vtng wMng above them that pay Vimk tYvc^Kk> Go 

Mth given the Empire of the Earth to lYic ^uoTw««i 

»f/ Mdd, ThMt Mam left no Kin^dom^ io Yoa-C? 
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dren, but that they made them for themfelves. Thef 
glory in certain Prophecies, which promife them the 
£mpire of the World. In reUicing this, I tell what 
they fay, net what ought to happen. They entertain 
here the fame Hatred for us, as others do, when our 
Power is formidable ; but, wife Men, who have Know- 
ledge of our Hiftory, fpeak with * more Admiration of 
the Ottoman Empire, than that of the Romans i and if 
thefe lad were reftored by the Civil Wars which tore 
them in Pieces, the other will increafe and maintain it 
felf,. by the great Precautions uied to hinder them, and 
by the Union of their Forces. 

Thou knowcfl more of the Extent of the Gity oC 
Paris^ than I can tell thee. It appears to me Great, 
and full of People : but Cottftantinople is yet greater, 
and more Populous. 

Thou wilt pardon me, after all, if I make not a cer- 
tain Judgment of a Nation, which I do not yet well 
comprehend . However, I will afTure thee, the French 
are no Fools, and, I believe, never were. They do. 
not love Novelty through Levity, but for Reafon of 
State ; and when they are Unconidant, it is not to d« 
111, but to acquire Good. They are happy and unfor- 
tunate in Wars, like others ; but what is confiderable, 
they do not combat their Enemies becaufe they hate 
'em, but in Obedience to their Prince, which occafions 
the great Difcipline which is in their Armies. And 
what feems worthy of RefledUon, i?. That they love 
their King by Inclination ; and this Love produces in 
them that which our Atachments to the Precepts of 
the Law does in the Hearts of the beft Turks. I ufe 
this Comparilbn, which I learned from thee, who art 
the wifeit Man in the World, from whofe Mouth I have 
heard, as from an Oracle, ^at it is not much material^ 
nuhether SuhjeBs bn)i their Mafier by Inclination or Fear^ 
provided they ahuoays faithfully ferije him^ and are ahoays 
humble. 

If ever it happen I am difcovered, thou wilt do me 

a great Honour to let me knpw, if I ought to avow my 

fcJfun Agent from the fublimc fori \ or >«lftt\.\«i \ 
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I end with my Head in tlie Dull, without ever cea- 
fing to fapplicate the mofi Higb^ that he will ihower his 
continued Happineis upon thee and the Empire.

JH I S is the Second Letter which I have writ to 
thee. My Difpatches hitherto have not been 
with Things of great Importcnce, by reafon I 
have not yet had Time to learn them. I wifh greatl/ to 
write what may pleafe thee. Receive therefore what I 
«fier kindly, and be perfuaded, that I fear thy Ceafures^ 
as much as if I did deferve them. 

1 live here according to the lnilru6lions which were 
given me, and live eafy enough. The Country is Good 
and Fat, the Men good Companions^ are Frank^ and 
lecm difcreet. 

I have not as yet any Acquaintance with the Women, 
and yet it is necelTary I find Means to introduce my felf 
into their Companies. It is a Sex that will not pardon, 
when they think themfelves Neglected. They are pro« 
per to difcover Things one would know, and to fay 
them when one would have them publifh'd ; and like- 
wiie, they as much penetrate into the Secrets of Hearts^ 
as the moft refined and fpiritnaleft Courtiers : Further, 
there are many of them (hat can conceal nothing, but 
what they do not know, 

I frequent not the Monh, but when neceflitated. It 
I fee them, it is to feem Devout, upon Defk^ti o£ >Qt\ci^ 
VDXxodvced by them into the Hoafe of aMAi^t^tof 
JSoi$^ wMn I teach his Son the Gnek Lan^ua^*^* 
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We muA not expe£^ to find here the great Tranfluil- 
lity which is at ConJiantin$ple, The Town is fb fdl of 
Coaches, of Horfes and Waggons, that the Noife fur- 
paiTes Imagfnations. Thou wilt certainly find.it firarige^ 
that Men who are in Health, and have 10 fore Legs» 
Ihould caaie them&lves to be drawn in an^ Engine with 
Four Wheels : But I more wonder to fee the fame Men 
can refolve to fuffer the laconvepiency of the Noife, 
and of the Expence which they throw away out of Va- 
nity. The more moderate French, which do not approve 
of this Luxury, iay»That in theTime tf Uemy III. theit 
were but Three Coaches in Paris^ whereof Two were 
the Kjng*s ; But the Number is now fo great, that they 
are not to be counted. 

I can tell thee no more of the Geniiu of the Freiuby 
thou knowell it per fe6^]y. There is in all their Aakm 
a S^rit very delicate, and an Aflivity like that of Fire. 

Is feems as if none but they knew the fhort Duration 
•f Man*s Life ; they do every thing with fo much hafte,. 
as if they had but one Day to live : If they go on Foot^ 
they run j if they ride, theyfiy ; and if they Jpeak, they 
sat up half their Words, They love new Inventions 
paffionately. I can fay nothing certain of their Fidelity, 
tho* methinks we might fufpedt fuch, niuho do not read 
as they nvrite, nor ivrite as they /peak. They love M^ 
«{yj, which they look upon as lYicfirfi Matter, 2sAfecond 
Caufe of all Things : They well nigh adore it, and that 
is the original Sin of all Nations. 

Paris ought to be deftroyed, to enrich many Cities 
in Europe : Whence thou may 'ft comprehend her Great- 
nefs, her Traffick, how rich ihe is, and how all forts 
of Arts do flourifh in her. 

The French Nobility is always ready to get on Horfc- 
back at their King's Command : And they love War fo: 
well, that it is to be fuppofed, we fhould have enough 
to do with them, if we were as near them as the Spa^ 
jisba/iaSr, and they did not want Infantry. 
I AalJ hemftcr obkrst every Citcuraftaxvtt wihfer 
^uch Care, ^ well in this Kingdom as e\fev*VcTe% ^^ - 
WvAaZ/ c/capc me. la tkcmtwk imity ^^^. 
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endeiTOor to get Acquaintance ; bat ihall want more 
Money than is alIow*d me to anfwer what is expe£M ^ 
from me. Two Chitmhu a Day, are more than enough 
to fupport a Man tnat will live like a Cynuk, but not 
fbfficient to introduce me into their Kouiet, to dive 
iito their Secret!, and enable me to diicover the Af- 
fairs of moft Importance, according to my Commiili- 
en, fe that thon mnft aflift me toobuin more. 

I hope to fucceed in my Employment, if thou doil 
not refufe me thy Afiftaoce, finding no Difficulty in 
the Execution of my Oden, buc the Ncceffity of Ly- 
iig, when I pa& for a ChtifiiMn, I hmcy 1 iiee Mabo- 
mit in a Rage, and believe mj Soul loft; tho* I am 
from my Heart more faithful in my M/ligkn^ than all 
the Mabometmns put together. Seeing 1 am refolved to 
do a Thing to which I have (b much Averfion, thou 
may*ft be i&ied, I will bear aH the Evil imaginable 
that can happen to me with Firmneis, tho' in all ap- 
pearance, I ooght to hope nothing but Good. 

Deliver, I £ieech thee, this enclof*d Letter into the 
Hands of the moft Venerable J6^A and extort from 
him» if poifible, a Solution of my Doubts. There is 
nothing that tonches me nearer than what regards my 
Religion, and with my Religion the Service of my 
Emperor.

LETTER IX. 

To tb$ Mufii^ Prince of the Reiipon of 

thi Turks* 

IWill die a true Muffuiman^ tho* I ihould fee all the 
CrofTes of the Cartbiginians fet up for my Punifh- 
Dient, and had before mine Eyes, all the InftrumtXiU 
•f the moft crueJ Tortures that the Enemies o( out 
Jbojr lUHpon could invent. But, feeing iVvete u itf 
^a^gumMtfucfcat of dyings bnc of living to fcnc m 
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Emperor, I beg of thee, Sovereign Prelate, that thoa 
ivilt be pleafed to conierve my Innocence, in giving me 
an ample Abiblution, or in impoiing a Penance that 
may cancel all my Crimes. 

» Paris hath always been the Refidence of the Kings 
of France^ whence it is, that the Exercife of no other 
Religion but the Chrijiian, is fuffer'd there ; and thofe 
who acknowledge the Bifliop of R9me for their Head, 
have tne principal Management of the Afiairs of Reli- 
gion ; and 'tis with thefe, that the Rites of the Latin 
Church are more ftridtly obferved. 

I live here, in Appearance, as if T were a Cbrijiian 
and a CatboHcL I enter into their Churches, aihlt at 
their Ceremonies, kneel before the Crofs ; and 1 appear 
with great Devotion and Humility before the Images, 
which are had here in Veneration. 

I know well enough (if the Life which I lead be not 
permitted me, as advantageous to the Af&irs of State, 
and the Perfon of the Grand SigniorJ that I commit 
Sacrilege, a£ling as 1 do, contrary to the Precepts of 
Mah^met^ exprefe'd in his Alcoran, 

I am guilty of violating the Law which is prefcrib'd 
me, and delerve Death, if thou dofl: not, by approving 
this Life I am obliged to lead, afTure me of both my 
Salvation and Life. 'Tis true, thou hail already given 
me Abfolution from all the faife Oaths I (hail be neceili* 
tated to take, when they are for the Service of my 
Mafier ; but I am not aiTur^d this Abfolution extends 
far enough to fecure my Confclence, when 1 abufe 
holy Things. 

'Tis thy Province to decide this Point, which is o£ 
fiich Importance to . my Repofe, which makes me ex«» 
peft thy Refolves with Iihpatience ; if tn u think'il a 
faithful Muffulman^ who confcrves his Religion in his 
Heart, and lives as 1 do among the Enemies of the: 
Law, worthy this Grace. 

The Intereftof my Confcience obliges me to demand*

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The French will in a little time celebrate their Car* 
nifoal or Shronje-tide . As foon as it is done, the Cathay 
Ucks think of Fafting, having having firft afiided at a 
Ceremony, where AOies are put upon theirForeheads, to 
make them remember they ivere firmed out of the Duft^% 
undjhall return to Duft again. It is at this Time they 
gp to hear Sermons, their Prielb explaining that 
which they call the Go/pei^ and frequent the Church 
more than ordinary. They apply themielves oftner to 
Works of Piety ; and having purged their Confcienoet 
by PenanceSy and fecret Cbnfefiiovis, which one Man 
makes to another, they eat of a certain Bread, which 
they call The Sacrament of the Eucharifl, where, after 
certain Words pronounced 'by their Prieft, they will 
have the Body of their Mejpah to be really prelent un- 
der thofe apparent Species. 

This Ceremony is an Obligation that good Chrifiians 
cannot difpenfe with, it being ordainM by their I^w, 
and by their great Prelate the Bifhop of Rome, They 
commonly call it Confeffiony and Communicating, and 
keeping Eafter-. Ought I to hazard my felf in commit- 
ting io horrid a Sacrilege, and tempt, as I may fay, 
God by fo great a Saperdition, and lb irritate our great 
Prophet ? It may be faid, perhaps, that many Jews 
have done the fame thing, and do it yet every Day, to 
prefcrvc thtmfelves more fecurely ; But" how many of 
them have been cha(liz*d by vifible Miracle!- from Hea- 
ven, and undergone terrible Punifhment^ by the Ordi- 
nances of the Judges ? 

All thefe Refleftions trouble my Spirit, O Holy Pri- 
jpate of the mofl divine Law. I do not think it law- 
ful to mock the Myfteries cf any Religion wuhatfoever* 
The God of the Chrifiians is the fame that we adore ; 
but their Religion is quite oppofite to ours : There is a 
great Difference betwixt their ^efus Crucified, with 
all the Ignominies poilible, as thefe Infidels do believe, 
and a Mahomet Immortal and Triumphant, a great 
Legiflaior^ and the Angular Stoae of m Et^ '^isv^vt^ 
0f tb^ World. 
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Give me then pofitive Orders, to the End I may b« 
^ eafed of my Scruples, and may believe that what thiOH 
permitted, may be an Efied of thy Juilice, and not QlS 
a Toleration, which may be pernicious to me. 
• It is true, I may wave all thcfc Things in feigning 
to have done them ; but it will be more advantageout 
for my Affairs, not to exempt my felf> if that may be 
without a Crime. 

Teach then a moft obedient Slave what thou (hah 
believe moft conducible to the Glory of God, and moft 
profitable for the Service of our Sovereign Lord. I 
do not fend thee my Doubts to puzzle thee, but to 
draw from thy great and fublime Genius fuch Lights as 
may diflipate the Darknefs I live in. 

This done, Sovereign Prelate, remember thy hum' 
ble Servant, and pray our Holy Prophet^ that he wilt 
keep me ^om perifhing.

/' Write to thee, who art Venerable by thy Age, and ' 
fo many long Voyages which thcu haft^ m^^c, TW 
^^o hall been fo many times .in Pvlgciraaigt to At^Midi^^ 
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^artafjy Per/is and the Indiis^ always barefoot, and 
begging, out of pure Devotion to the Saint of Saints, 
oar great prophet Mahonut. 

I addrefs this Letter lo thee : Thee, who beared the 
Scars of t; great Woiindc ; Thee, wholiaft ptay'd ^9 
times in the facrcdPofch, and ador'd the HoIy'Myfte- 
Ties in the moil retir'd Sanftuary oi Mecha, and haft 
•lived more than 70 Years of Religion amongfl the Der- 
*ui/esj where thy Merit caufed thee to be elefted Supe- 
rior of the Convent in Natolia. 

Thou knoweft well that I ferve him, who is Arbi- 
trator of the Delliny of the Univerfe, 1 mean the 5a/- 
tan. Sovereign of the World. Learn what I heard here 
from the Mouth of ChriJIians^ and pardon me, if I 
have not fufHciently anfwered them ; but do not ac- 
cufe me to have de("erv*d Death, for having feemingljr 
curied our Holy Law and that gave it ui ; and him, 
if I have feemed to rcjeft his Svcceffors^ Ali^ Ofman 
and Omar, it was expedient that i fhould commit fome 
Evil, not to lofe the Opportunity of doing much 
Good. 

Thou knoweft well T am deftin'd to ferve ; and that 
being abfolv*d from all the Perjuries I fhall commit, 
I may tranfgrefs the Law by being *permitted to lye. 
That fuffices ; Re^d my Letter, and learn how far 
their Malice does extend, who are Enemies to our 
Religion.

Thefe Religious who are ordinarily called Jejuttef^ 
have the Education of the Youth almoft in a\V i^e Ci- 
ties of Europe, as well as in the Indies 5 and m^Ltvy «T^ 
ciJMai Wj'cs are brought up. in the SetninAnes x\ve^ 
iibfTgfylfJlJicd. When they preach, the Peo^\^ cio>n 
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. to their Sermons. They are the ConfefTors of ahoadt 
all the Princes and Monarchs of Chnftendim^ wbo <lcf' 
cover to them their WeaknelTes, their Sins, and the 
Vices whereunto tiiey are isiclin^d ; and receive from 
them .\«ipon their Kikces, like Slaves, iiich Penance «• 
they think fit to impefe on them. 

A Man may (ay of thera. That being Difpenfers of 
Penances, they are alfo the MaHeis of Rooompences. 
They are habited in a Jong Veil of black Wool, which 
defcends to cheir Heels. They go act barefoot, but 
their Veilmcnts arc fimple. They obferve great Mo- 
defty in all their Ad^ions ; they march with Gravky, 
never go alone, and fuffer not their Beards to grow. 
They apply themfelves to edify the Good, and to cor- 
redl the Bad. 

The Founder of this Order was a Soldier, called 
Ignatius. The Spaniards will have him to have been of 
their Nation ; and the French affirm, that he is of that 
Part of Nofvarre, which is fal)je(5t to the Crown of 
France If thoa would' 1^ have me to fpoak the Truth, 
I think this Founder was a good Man, feeing all hit 
Di(ciples are^Men of good Example, of great Moc^efly 
in their AAions, and y^ry difcrect in all their Under 
takings. • ' 

This Ignatius began to fludy his Grammar in his jyfli 
Year, which would make one believe, he took lefs Pains 
to become a Saint than a Scholar. His Enemies call hit 
Difciples, l^he Politicians of the Church ; and I, on the 
contrary, call them, The Camels of Efau ; becaufe in 
bearing the Burthen of the Atlairs of their Religion, 
they are loaded more than others, and forced to couch 
under their Burthen?. There is one thing feems 
fbange in them, to wit, I'hat they (hould came them- 
felves, The Religious of the Society «/ J E S U S ; as if 
they^had a Defign to diltinguifh themfelvcs from other 
Chriftiansy and that this 1 itle which is particular to

Veilel without Oars, without Sails, and without a 
Rudder, they would obey, and muil pa& And l<.me 
having reproached them that there was Folly in fuch 
blind Obedience ; They anlWer, That Wifdom^ought 
to be obferved in the Commandments, and that it 
ought not to be fearched in Obedience. Make Rerie- 
dtions upon this Sentence, which is conformable to 
our Laxi'j. 

To inform thee of the Power and Greatnefs of tliis 
Oriletf it fufiices to tell thee. That during Sixteen 
Years that this Soldier governed it, he faw an hun-

The Duke cf Rohan, a great 
Captain, and great Statefman, was hurt, and taken 
fighting ; and the City relieved with Men, Amn»*'*t' 
tion, and Vidluals, which rendered the Taking^ cf-1^ 
more glorious.

The French are already 
flrong on that fide, having a great Garrifbn in Pigne- 
roi, a Place very confiderable, which they call one of 
the Gates of Italy, whereof they have been Maflers 
£nce [the Year 1631 ; and their Power will much in* 
creafe by the Acceffion of the Fort of Breme^vjh\Qh. may 
be termed a Rampart, covering Cazal and Vercelle, and 
which alfo defends both Mtntferrat and Pieeimont, The 
Marquis of Leganez, Governor of Milan, having ren* 
dred himfelf Mafter of the Field, had laid Siege to 
Bremi ; and Marfhal Crequiy having in the Name of the 
King his Mailer, undertaken the Defence of the young 
Duke of Swvcy, oppofed the Defigns of the Spaniards,

There is certain News of the Death of Marfhal O/- 
qui, who was (hot with a Cannon- Bullet thro' the Body, 
as he was going to view the Spaniards Works before 
Breme. This Lofs was by fb much the more feniible to 
the French, in that they faw their Enemies make fuch 
great Rejoicings at it. 

All Men conclude, this Crequi^ was both a good Sol* 
dier, and a good Captain; a wife Man, and of excellent 
Condudl. He had acquir'd great Reputation for the 
King his Mafler in Italy. He flew Don Philip, Ba- 
llard of Sa'voy, who challenged him in the Sight of 
Two Armies. He leveral Times defeated his ^vc- 
reign's Enemies in M?»//^^;'^^/, and in Piedmont, and 
beat back the Duke of Feria to the Gates of Milan, 
There remains no more of this Great Man, who did 
£f many boivc Things, bat the bait Remembrance of 
them. 
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5cgTcc ?r> Thing of his Body, fave his Entrails, was 
left for his Soldiers to celebrate hiBClfffijkia with. His 
Soulis before the Throne "of Gai; his PMends honour 
his Memory with their Elogies ; hia Kindred ni:;urn 
for him; hia Sovereign paifes him, and his Soldiers 
crown his Tomb with Herbs and Flowers. 

The Italians isiy highly upon this Occafion, That* 
Italy has been fatal to the French, and that it will be fo* 
always.

He gives this 
Account of the Death of Marftial Crequi, 

The 17th of this Mooitj this G^zr^/?/ having approach- 
ed the Lines of the Spaniards, to view their Works, 
and to fight them , in cafe he judged it expedient, a 
Cannon Bullet feparated his Body in Two, and the 
Bullet being taken up, they were fur^ rized to fee a 
Crofs graved upon it, about which were alfo engraved 
Letters, which made thefe two Words, 70 CRE^l 
This Bullet, the Crofs and the Letters, caufed no left 
Ailonifhment, than the Death of this Captain did S(»^ 
row ; and t\txy Man fpoke his Sentiments of it. 

Many treat the Spaniards ns Magicians and Sorcerers. 
Thofe who are perfuaded of the Power of Necromancy^ 
affirm, That the Devil c&n carry a BtiUet to the Place 
whither 'tis defign'd : Others are of a cantrarySentimcnt, 
and believe, there is no Power without the Command- 
ment of the Great God. There are others, who believe 
neither Charms, nor Characters, nor Magic ; who, dc- 
fpifing all thefe Superftitions attribute all to Defiiny ; 
and 1 believe the lame. Jl^met Celebi explains this 
perfedly well in his JournaI,which begins in the i02(th 
Year of our Hegira ; when he affirms. That all Things 
which pafs here below are effe£Ved by the Orders' of 
Heaven, * We cannot doubt (fays ht) but the Events^ 
' which we fee, are the EfFefts of the Will of God; yet

* Second Caufes: 

Had not Sultan Ofman irritated the Janixariis and 

Spahi%, by thjowing them into the River alive, when 

^ hie ran difguifcd through the Streets of ConftantinMpU^ 

^nd found them drinking Wine in Tavextv^ : A.nd bad 

^cjjot pabliOicd his Dciign of icioiioiu^Yii^MiUtM^ 
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and tranfporting the Imperial Seat elfewhere, he had not 
perhaps been murthered with fo much Ignominy. 

Go j{ent him a terrible Dream before his Death. He 
thought he few our Greaf Prop/jet fnatching the JUo^ 
raft, which he was then reading, out of his Hand, and 
taking from him by Force his Coat of Arms,and flriking 
him down with fudi a great Box on the Ear, that he 
could not get up again. Thou knoweil he confuUed 
the Aftrologers, and Interpreters of Dreams thereupon. 
I will not report what he, who was his Pneceftor, faid, 
for it was plain Flattery ; but we faw, what was fore- 
told by the Ailrologers came pundually to pais. Theie 
had foretold. That the Emperor fliould never iee the 
Feail of Ramexan ; becaufe ths Scar which prefided at 
his Birthy was much obfcurcd in its Conjunction with the 
Planet that was then predominant ; which made them 
affirm, he would die in a very little Time*- The Ig- 
nominy wherewith his Death was accompanied, was an 
Efieftof Dijltny: for never any of the Ofmans fufFer'd 
fi> much Shame. He had feveral Times feen the fatal 
Cord about his Neck without dying. A Soldier, in Cha« 
lity, lent him his Handerchief to cover his Head» 
which was without a Turbant.

Thou mayeft fee 
all this in the Journal of Ahmet, Had not Murfhal 
Crequi been in the Wars, he had net perhaps ended his 
Days by a violent Death r'and had he not been fo raflu 
as to approach too near ro the Enemies ^oi^ub^ >^<^ t%r 
tal 'Builec bad not touched hiro^ 
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Wc fee hereby an EfFedl of GocTs Will accompanied 
•with our Confent; becaufc we fearch by our own Choice 
that which we might avoid. 

In the mean time accufe me not of Ignorance or 
Superftition^ if I have been long in entertaining thee, 
upon a Matter in A£lion betwixt Man and the De^k 
Thou knoweft that by Magic Art, we number the 
Tfwehe Spirits ^ or Angels^ \\ hich prefide over each of 
the Signs of the Zodiacky which governs the Nations, 
People, and Cities committed to their Care. In like 
manner, in the fecret C alalia of the Jevjs^ by the 
Twelve Anagrams of the Great Name of God^ and 
according to the Colour of the Stone where thefe Ana- 
grams were engraved, they judged of the Future ; per* 
forming thereby Things very aftonifhing. They have 
fiibjcftcd our Bodies to th«fe Twelve Signs, and divi- 
ded them into Twelve principal Members. Bat how 
many furprizing Things are done with the Number 
^rven, to which they have applied the Seven Planets v 
by means whereof they difcover the Secret of the good 
Or evil Fortune of Men ? Add to this, the Invacadoit 
frf" -Spirits, and the Power of Figures, of Words, of 
Herbs, of Writings, of holy Chara6lers, and fo many 
fether Inchantments, wherewith they confult the Black 
.Angels ; and thou wilt find that Men do many Wonders 
by this Art, which they cannot do without fupernatural 
Afliftancc. 

The little Bits of Paper, cut Triangular wife, which

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Muftafba to be called back, tearing the Treaty he had 
given him ; and in hi:> Prefence bad him tell his Ge« 
neral.

Halt thou ever he^rd of any thing fo llrange ? Read 
this 4f^ffut CMPs Book, and thou wilt jee, that all

But in Effect, when 
Mufiapba^ all in Tears, reproached the /'/2/>, That if 
he had gained but two Davs tmie, he had nv.de a Peace 
equal to a Victory ; Afii anfwcred him. How couldft* 
thou with thy Teus retain an Ar.ny p .iibis^d with all

If thou finilh the reading of i'o L^ng a Letter, ac- 
Ciifethy Patience, and reproach not inc with Ted i- 
oufoefs, for having wi it many things to thee worthy 
of being known. After the Di-ath of the Fur.ch Ge- 
neral, Brcme was prelcTitly delivered to the ^pnj.'icitds 
by the Cowardiinefs of the Governor, wh^ incurr'd 
in time a rigorous Deliiny for it ; having his Head cue 
cfTat Cazal, where they had miprilbn'd him.

TP ^I/E Di'cfic-s Doivage; of San)oy {rA% Yvex^^ 
Jf cMrej:vJ/ pre/led by the conimuaV Iivcnxt^vov 
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which the Spaniards make into Piedmont : they havii^ 
befieged Vercelky a Place which covers the Countxy 
on the Side of Milan. 

She herfelf appears on Horlc-back with great Cou- 
rage, being refolved to recover what is loil, as well at 
to defend the reil, which is in fome Danger ; having 
joineS her be ft Troops, with great Diligence^, to thofe 
of France, 

A Cardinal which they call the Cardinal la Valette^ 
commands, in the Place of Marfhal Crequiy thofe 
Troops of France y which confift of i20oe Foot, and 
4000 Horfe. 

Thou doll not know, perhaps, what thefe Cardinals 
-are : They be the principal, Prieils of the Roman 
Church. Their Proteflion is not to command Armies, 
though that fometimes happens, either through want 
of fage Captains, which thefe Injidtl Rings may fome- 
times Hand in need of ; or for other fecret Reaibns 
which are not always eafy to penetrate, and muft be 
of great Importance, France not wanting fit Seculars : 
A Roman Mu/fi^ called Innocent IV. gave the Purple 
Habit to thefe Priefts, and obliged them to wear Red 
Hats, Caps and Bonnets, that this Colour might al- 
ways put them in mind, , they ought to fhed their 
Blood for the Service of their Church and Religion. 

I have been told, that formerly there were but 25, 
and now their Number is faid to be 7 2 ; which is that 
of the Difciples of the Chrijiian Mejpah ; but they 
are feldom complcat. I. was defirous of being precifely 
informed what the Dignity of a C^r<//«a/ is ; and an 
old Phyfician, that feems to be an honcil Man, in- 
(Iruds me in all things that legard the Religion and 
Politieks of the Chriftians : He is fuch an Enemy to * 
the CircumcifwHy that he gives often the uncleaneft of 
all IvJcLits to his Patient?, fuch as we think unwholc- >'" 
ibmc, and cannot be eaten Without Sin. 

Thou that art a Statefman, and obliged to aflift at 
€MmJ, and in the Divan, ought to know more things 
iJiaaotherSj and thofe more pcrte€X\y, 
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I will inform my felf with Care of the Life, Adli- 
ons and Genius of this Cardinal la Valette^ to know, 
whether the King his Mader has any other Reafbn than 
that of his Valour and Experience in War, to make ufe 
of a Prieft in his Armies to (hed Blood and ruin People ; 
for I never heard t he Mujfulmam did ever make ufe of 
a Cheick to command the Armies of the Empire: Be- 
iidcs, they are without Experience, fearful and fuper- 
ilitious. 

The Spaniards are more powerful in Infantry and 
Cavalry, having 18000 Foot, and 5000 Horfe, where- 
by they pretend to render themfelves Mailers of Pied- 
monty and drive the French wholly out of Haly, The 
Marquis of Leganez^ Governor of Milan, afErms, 
That' his King will not fuffer the Children of the late 
Duke of Sa'voy to be under the Protection of Strangers. 
He fays. That Pigmrol^ and other Places in the Power 
of the French y were ufurped upon jhc Houfe of Savoy ^ 
.and muft be reftored. They afiirm, That the Houf« 
of Juftria will hinder the Widow, her Children and 
Sttbiedb from being oppreffed. 

Behold here an Example of the iingular Piety of th€ 
Spaniards^ in Favour of a Widow, and her Children ; 
and, on the other Side, admire the Kindnefs of th« 
French y who fight againft thefe fame Spaniards ^ for ih e 
Converfation of that which: concerns neither of them. 
It would be difficult to difcOver thefe fecrct MyReries. 
Every Prince puts a Value upon his Reafons, as he does 
4ipon his Moneys. 

The Duchefs o( Savoy cajne accompanied with a great 
Number of Ladies, and the greatcit of her Court. She 
was on Horfe-back, at the Head of all the Company, 
both Horfe and Foot, and harangued the Army am Id II 
the Battalions. 

She conjured, not only the Captains, but even the 
.Corporals, and private Soldfcr*, riot to. abanJo 1 her 
JDefence . She {hewed all the Seaiiiu^\v;s oi G^\^^ 
^at a Perfon ol Couragn^tbuJd have, \u {et\tv^ Vict- 
Jiflf. ^pofedto JofehcF Eiiace i or to Vee V\eY C\v\\'\^ftti, 
» a manner, Cuftivcs; ar^^upon th^ Occ9^iv:>'E\> ^ 
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failed not to mingle Torrents of Tears with the moft 
charming Expreffions, which is ordinarily the ftrongeft 
Eloquence of Women. 

The Army being fenlible of the Duchefs*s Misfor- . 
tune, which (he had reprefented with all poflible Ear. 
rieltnefs : the Cardinal Fa/et/e CAu(ed it to dii<;^p-t«^.,, 
relieve VerulU' He forced the Spaniards Lines, and 
put f.%0 Thoufand Men into the Place. The fiefieged 
fortified wich fuch S:iccoar:> made a great Sally, and 
much Infidel Blood was Ihed on bdth Sides. But all 
that the Cardinal could do witn his Care, and the 
Duchefs with her Tears, coii.'d not hinder Vercelle from 
falling into the Hands of the Spaniards. 'Tis faid, that 
the Commander of ihis Place, and his Garrifon, de- 
fended themielves to the lall Extremity; and Aaving 
no more Powder or Lead, they fought at Pulh of Pike, 
■ with Stones ; and finally, when all was gone, with tficur^-^-, 
Fills. • */ 

But this is not believed here, It being alledged, that 
the Governor^ or the GJsneral^ did not do their Duty. 
The Cardinal ^ fay they, fail'd in his Duty alfo; for 
knowing they^vanted Ammunition, ytrt he did not fend 
it, though he found means to put into the Place fuch 
a great Number of Men. But the Governor \)> blamed 
yet more, that did not difcover this his Neceffity to the 
GencraL 

I tell thee all thefe Particulars, to inform thee of 
the iv1:;nner h jw the French make War ; many or ihofc 
OverfiC^lus would cc»ic us our Lives.

Explain to me better the News I heard of Mujfulad- 
din Agay of an Action of Juftice of old Berber, 

He writ to me, that a Creditor to whom he ow*d 
for a Shirt, being dead, he had put the Price into tlie 
Deceafed*s Hand, and went his ways.

The y/ffa>«/i could-oever fufficiently ^t- 
fcribe the Excefs which Men committed by their Paf- 
fions, and the Moderns do it as little. They are jaft 
fometimes even to Sup^rdition, and fometimes unjuil 
even to Excels. Svitan Mnjiafba\ Charity for the Poor 
^as vtr>' great. He was not I'atiriied according to the 
Precepts of Pjthagcras^ to give Life to Beads; his Sim- 
plicity went yet farther, nor prefidented by any Prince 
or Saint ; he threw Pieces of Gold to the Fifhes, in 
Ponds and Rivers,^^b^ng for hisReafon, that the 
moil fccrei Alms'^^rc^e moft agreeable to God, and 
th'dJ thefe Animals would never tell of it. 

'1 hou wilt anfwer me when thoa haft Time and 
Convt-nience. God give thee the Succour which is 
ncceflary for thet ; and let our Great Prophet be always 
favourable to thee.

MY Taft Letters (hew what happen 'd in Jtal^, on 
the Side of Piedmont, which thou may'ft have 
feen at the Divan, 

I have informed the Council what the Infidels have 

done there, where Three difierent Nations, which 

have but one Religion, €ght together: The French 

mske War upon the Spaniards^ to aflift the Sa^mards ; 

and th^fe iMcr would ^xve ite QXha Qxft. ti lul^^ 
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and red ace Savoy under their Power, which does what 
it can to avoid the Yoke of both chefe Nations. 

It is to be feared that new ircub-cs may arife from 
this War ; which will undoubtedly happen, if it ber 
not fud.icniy terminated by a Peace 1 will only write 
to thc€ what I know, and perhaps what is not come 
to thy Knowledge. " I will not repeat wHn: I have al- 
ready written ; becaufe my f-^etter'j p.ifs lecurely, by the 
good Order which thou haft t?ken. 

The different Fntercfls of the Princes of Ifa/y^ occa- 
iion imall Tnre-!igence betuixt them. As then Eitaies 
arc icparated the one from the other, fo they are divi- 
ded by their Maxims, their Interetts, and Preten- 
fions. They have, however, but one Religion, which 
they make to fervc for a Pretext to their Dcfigns, 
which arc all difiefent ; and there is not one of iheni 
which wholly minds his R4igji90j: which can hive but 
one only End. ^ 

There are few that can fuffer the Conquefts of the 
French in Ifatj, becauie that Nation fcems reftleds and 
Men would not fee the Spaniards more powerful thart 
they are, beciuie they play too- much the Miifters. 
But, h:>wever, as the leall of the fe Princes hive therr 
particular Inclinations and fecret Interefts with thefe 
two Nations ; thou art ignorant of thofe of tl>e Re- 
publick of Genoa with the Spaniards, with whom they 
have ftrong Alliances ; But peradventure thou halt 
not been informed of a Confpiracy. which appears to 
have been carried on in that City, to introduce the 
Spaniards into it, which the Republick will in no wife 
fuffer. 

The faid Confpiracy is thus related : The Marqui* 
of Monterey having finiOi'd the Time of his Govern- 
aent of Naples^ and being embarqu*d with foir.e Gal- 
lies, for his Return into ^pain, came imo^rnito into G^• 
noa, having had a Conference in a Village ^^ttgir tue 
Town with fomeof the Confpirators, to r*-nder himlelf 
XIafier k>( the Port^ and afterwards built 3l Cj^x^d^V 
upon the h'tghclh Side of the Far.

't^ad of coniilliog of C(»ideaned Criminally was to be 
conpofed of the braveft Officers of MiUm ; and £>me 
N )Mes of the Accomplices, who were to ihare jn the 
Treaty, were to receive the Troops, and come aimed 
for the efFef^ing of the Enterprize. 

After a Defign fo well laid, the Spamards were ready 
t) execute fb hardy an Undertaking ; when the Ripub' 
U:ky being fuddenly advertifed of the Plot, caufed it 
\o mifcarry, withovt Noife, by redoubling the Guards,, 
\v hich did not a little furp rize the Confpirators, 

Cardinal RichJieuh Creatures give out, that one 
Dorian called their Prince, did diffttae!c« or hinder the 
Plot, which was prpfital>te^ fi^ 7/a^, b«t contrary to 
our IntereHs ; for th^^elmdcubtedly had fprung • 
War, which would never have had End; whether be- 
iLvixt the Subjeds of this Commnwea/th, who wonld 
have ruin'd each other, or France and Spain ; and thoii: 
wilt alfo find, that in preferring the Liberty of their 
Country, .and keeping the Spaniards at a Diibmce, they 
will maintain them&lves fiiU in a Condition advant^- 
gcous for the Commonwe^th, and nece^ry |o tht 
Crown of Spain. 

They iay, that the Conflancy of Doria hath «cq«l- 
xed the Honour of having twice iaved the liberty of 
his Country. 

This Dma is defcended from Andrew Dma, that 
Great Captain who did fo many brave Adiions againft 
our Nation, connaanded the Maritime Armies of 
Chmrbs V» Emperor of Germany -i and fince thoie of 
Phi^p II. his Son, King of Spain^ and who ttften comm 
bated the Invincible Jriaden, 

I do not believe that Jdenai^ who was at Gema^ hath 

writ this Adventure to thee ; either becauie it may not 

be true, or becaufe the Thing being very iecret it wai 

in a manner ftifled as foon as difcover'd. 

Ifibou wik iaofW the earuc\)liix Bxafoxs&i^, xmAa 
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upon this Occafioli. I will tell thee : Thftt, the mo^ 
adviied French believe, that the Sfaitiards did attempt 
fi> fair a.^low ; but that the two Parties in the City* 
the one to preferve their Liberty .and the others to maia- 
tain their Attthority, did both avoid the Condufion. 

The Diicourfe is at prefent vari; us, concerning this 
Hefmbiick ; and the French do as much endeavour to 
make iecret Treatiei with it, as the Spaniards to hin- 
der its Change of Mailers. It being aUays of great 
Advantage to fuch who have Pretences in Italy^ to be 
in good Correfpondence with this Place, which may be 
termed the Princtpal Port. 

The French make a great Noiie with their Pretences 
upon Genoa ; and tbey^ at pre^t, revive many an- 
aent HiHories. They affirm, that the Getoefe^ when 
they had Differences amongit thciAtelves, have often* 
times changed their La\^s and their Mafters; and 
that they had been fubje^led to firange Powers : That 
Two Charles\ One Lewis, and Francis I. all Kings of 
fremee^ have taken them into their Protedtion, -having 
^9 fobdned them by fbrce of Arms. They add» 
that this Francis I. continued a great while to fend 
them Governors : And that it was by the Valour and 
Refelution of Doria, that this Republick recover'd its 
firft Libeny. 

Thefe are the Difcourfes that People make at Paris^ 
the Entertaimnent of idle Perfons, as alfo of our Poli- 
Udans. It will be a hard Matter to tell what the 
King thinks, and wliat are the Sentiments of his 
Oooncil. 

Confider in tlte mean time, with what Impudence 
Ptople difeourie here ; they preiume to decide Af&irs 
of State ; they decide and accommodate Differencei ; 
Aey fupport and ruin Commonwea'ths and Kingdoms. 
nit this is no new Thing, the People in all rimes 
hsTing taken the Liberty to ceniure the Adions oC 
Sovereigns. 

It h not /or eahrging my Ldtler, tW 1 wtac xVwtfe 
yrtkukrs of the Hiliory of Genoa •, batbe\Tv^2kXv wv- 
mfiVaaon, wiich iuve formerly weax'vcd \iic Coa 
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agf of the Romans by their Enterprizes and Oppo* 
^tion, ard have performed, upon our Seas^ great and 
Boble A6lions : The O/mans have her therefore in Con- 
fideration ; and the rather, becaufe we pofiefs many 
C^oimtries, and confiderable Places that were under 
their Dominion in Jfia mnor^ upon the Black Sea, and 
in the Archipelago, 

I ihall ever recommend all thy Words and AdionB to 
Almighty God, and pray to him to hinder thee fcom faU 
Hng into £rror, and to profper all thy Undertakings*

tcok a prodigious Nufrtfcnr of Canons, whic£ lay npon. 
the Shore, 1 00 whereof wiere Brais, all with the Anm 

of Aufiria, 

If aU thh I write be true,, as I verily believe it is^ 
ve ma/ fay, thi) this PrizCy wttt ti^ts^ ii^ ^^"^ . 
1 ^^ 
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than a Hundred and Fifty Pieces of Ordaance« waa tfi 
mean Purchale. 

I fay nothing of the great Quantity of Artilleiy, 
mounted upon the Ships ai^ Galleons^ for fear of trou« 
bling thee with the News of a great Vi^ry, wherein 
the Fr/«Ci6 gainVi io many VefieU and fuch great Riches 
as will fuffice to equip a great Fleet. 

The Prince befieges the Place and prefles it r but the 
Spaniards defend themlelves bravely^ and much Blood 
will be Ihed there. 

The Prieft of BottrdiauM, which thefe Infidels call 
the Archbifhop, was come thither with 6e Sail, where* 
of 42 are Men of War, and the reft Atteoders ; with 
fome Firefhips» hll'd with bituminous *Matter ; which 
cnflames cahiy, to bum the Enemies Ships wlKre they - 
can come at them i fo that there is nothing wanting in 
the Armies by Sea or Land.

The AmbaHadors of Princes who refide in this Town 
and Court, observe with great Diligence fo many ex- 
traordinary Things^ but fay nothing ; they do like me» 
they write and advertife their Maften. 

1 am afraid tiiou wilt take no pleafure in theRelatiom- 
I make thee of the Succeiles of ib great a Power ; but 
X ought to let thee know the Truths Afikirs are car- 
ried on here with much Art, The Miniiters ferve 
with great Fidelity^ and are very lecret. Cardinal 
Ricblieu hath an entire Afcendant over the £jng*s Spi* 
rit ; and, to lay Truth, is a Perfen of great Meiit. 
They fay,, he afpires to true Glory, and will place the 
Crown which Chariemagni wore, as Eoiperor of the 
Weft^ upon his Mailer's Head. If the good Fortonc 
of Franci marches always at this rate, the Misfbrtunef 
of its Enemies mull be exceiEve. 

The manifold Wars which this Monarch undertakes, 
and Rkhlieu ccunfels him, do in the mean time make 
tie People (who bear theBujthen, by the Taxea which 
they are forced to pay^ murmur ; bcfides their Grief f(V 
the Lo(^ of their Parents s^nd Friends ihivinthefe 
Wars. 

The Cardinal fears Peace, and apprehends his Ene-

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I cannot yet make any certain Judgment of him, 
nor have a periedk Knowledge of his Manners^ no more 
than of the Extent of his Ggnius ; becaufe the Man 
hides many Things during his Life with a Drefi, 
which will be diicovered when he dies.

The Count of Alais^ Governor of Provence^ caufed 
four Gallies Two againft Two, to* combat, firft with 
Cannon, and afterwards with Small-Shot ; and laftly, 
to board with Swords and Pikes, which was a hu^ 
Prefage for two Nations, who ran in Search of efi^ 
^her through all the Ocean, and exhibited a fad Spe* 
^cle by Battel, where a Number of valiant Men were 
{ben to perifh 

Five and Twenty Spanifr Gallies appeared on the 
Coafls of Provettcff where it was faid th«y were come 
to furprize fome Maritime Place. Bat the Cnmt of 
Harcowt, General of the Armies of the Levantffor the 
King, having given them Chace, fome of them retired 
to the Coafls of Genoa ; where they were attacked by n 
like Number of thofe of France ^ which had ftill fol- 
lowed them fjnce they were ieen before Marfeilles. 

It was the firit of this Mow that they fought. Ne- 
ver appeared more Valour \ never was a Combat moie 
terrible : and 'tis icarce conceivable what Blood was 
ihed. Thou who art a greit Captain, and excellent 
Seaman, may*A guefs. 

7'hefe Thirty Gallies having begun their Combit 
with their Cannon and Mufqocta, the Sea was in n 
MttJetime coloQx^d with Blood, and ^ovettd with dead 
Bodies. Each GnUe/ bavin)^ ftn^ved. cmx \u&^^gaias«%^ 
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the Fight was the more bloody and obflinate. ']*J9 
faid, this Battel was feen from the Walls and Tops of 
Houies in Genoa ^ which were crouded with Spef^atorb i 
and looked on with the (ame Coneern» as if they had 
fought for the Empire of Italy. 

The Vidbory coft much Blood ; which the French pre- 
tended to, feeing they took fix Gallies from their I£nt>- . 
mies, amongft which was ^ Royal Pan on o( Spain, 
the Captain^ and the Patron of Sicily, with Eight Hun- 
dred Prifcmers; having themldves loft but Three Gal- 
lies, which were taken by the Spaniards. The follow- 
ing Night tbere aroie fo violent a Tempeft, that the 
Sea had well nigh fwallowed the Viftorio^s and the 
Vanquifhed. The Frvtcb loft the Royal Patron o( Spain, 
which breakii^ loofe, retirM into a little Port of the 
River of Genoa, where the Inhabitants^ .jirenscano {cit.- 
lag it, reftored it to the Spaniardsy which, they iky 
here, the French will not fail to revenge. 

I am perfuaded that all I write to thee is true, be. 
caufe I have it from difintcrefted Hands, and fuch at 
know the Truth •f what pafles. 

They add only, that the Gallies of Spain having 
more Slaves and Soldiers, the ViSory of the French wa^

SWp Humility, and thou ntedcft not d^\)5ax>wix.\ 
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fjpeak with Zeal. I believe it is time for thee to oppofe 
and put a Stop, not onJy to the Piracies of thefe Peo- 
ple, but the Incurfions and continual Enterprizet of 
tlie Coriairs of Malia^ and (b many VeiTels which in- 
fed our Seas, under the Banner of the Duke of Tufcany^ 
and other Infidel Princes. Thou oughteft to fuccour' 
thofe People whith are Friends and 1 nbutaries to the 
forty whoie Afiiftance thou haft often advantageoufly 
uied; neither doft thou want means for this, having 
at thy Difpofal the terrible Forces, entruiled to thee 
by Jmuratb, and« with thefe, the magnamimous Cou- 
rage given to thee by Natun. 

The Chriftians have vowed to pierce, this Year, into 
the Bo^homs, and put all to Fire and Sword. Aborc 
fixty French Knights are determin'd for Malta, to join 
themfelves with their Comrades, to cruize our Seas 
with them. And thou kneweft the Refolution or 
Courage of this Militia, and the Progrefs they every 
Day make. 

Believe what Mahmut tells thee. Thou haft two 
Seas to keep, and if it be true, thou haft made AH- 
Piceininof to come from J/rici with fo many Gallies, 
defigned for the keeping of the Ceafts of Barhary^ *cis 
not to be doubted, but the Divine Prtwidence has or- 
dered, ^it concerning lb greatly Amuraty% Honour) 
that the Guilty be purfu^, fo that not one of them 
may efcapeJiis Vengeance. 

AH People fay here, that Piccinino has loft his Army 
for want of good Condu£l. However, here are great 
Kejoycings at our Loftes ; and, if poiFible, more in Ita- 
ly, where tbey feel the Advantage of io confiderable a 
Prize at the iame time, together with the Honour of the 
Vi£tory ; and where we are hated more than in any 
Place elfe befides. I beieech G^^ to chaftife theiie Peo- 
ple by thy Hand ; and that the Edge of thy Cymitar, 
in giving Death to our Enemies, may put an End to 
Slander and Sluiderers-

Vtnicey rr that of Malta. He grounds his PrediQion on 
that thou art, fays he, fnrious when thou oommand- 
ei^ ; and that being too forward, thoa canft not obey 
tr.e Orders given thee; He adds, that Tokacce^ Love 
«f Boys, Wine, and Women, drive thee twice a Dtiy 
into a Condition uncapable of exercifing thy Reafen. 
i ie moreover fays, thou wanted Courage in a Land- 
light, neither art well skill'd in Sea Combatt. I 
v.ould not write thefe Fooleries to thee, were I not per- 
suaded that they really are h^ and that thou want- 
tit neither Courage nor Experience. I am moreover 
f erfuaded of the Malignity of thy AccuierSj. Coaching 
tne Debaucheries I mentioned; and it appears to me 
riore pertinent to write thee this, than to the Grand 
I :zir ; though I muil confefs, 1 am enjovned to inform 
i.oe Minifters of the Pert of whatever 1 hear^ without 
•*ny Referve. 

'I ib faid, that as to what concerns the Repuhiick of 
ir'cnicey and Captllo^ who commands its Navy, that this 
Q^neral will be punifhed for doing too well ; that this 
puiiTant State will be humbled to the kifiing of the 
Stirup of our great £mperor*s Horfe ; but it will ju* 
tlifiethe Lawfulnefs of the Prize, which this General 
mad e, as being no breach of the Treaty with the Snh'

Thou haft received none 
of my Letters in the laft Pacqaets which I fenc thee ; 
and I have found it more to the Pnrpofe to make thee 
know at once, tho* fomewhat later, what I could not 
write but at three times ; wherd>y thoa^lt be better 
informed than others, to whom I wrote the firft Nor 
tkes I had. There^s nothing like to Patience, as ia 
all other Things, fomore elpedallyas to what coiii- 
eerns News; the lame. Poft. always bringing the beS 
intelligence. 

Hov^ever, I hope thou wHt pardon me» if- 1. wrote 
cnly to one Perfon, who is the Captain Baffap chofe 
dfagreeable Things which I heard, that i might not 
make a new Recital, which would notpleafe; befides 
thit he is obliged, as well as the other Mimfters of the 
'Port, ta impart co thee the Advices he. receive^ from 
me. 

Thoa wilt find by die Copy of the Letter which I 
have written, that 'tis hot without Reafon I.am angxy 
with him. My Deiign is not to teach thee, what thou 
kneweft probably, before me, but what Jthou Aay 'ii be 
ignorant of, and yet oughteft to know. 

The Qbrtftians expms continually* their r Hatred a- 
gainft us, always fpeaking ill of our A&irs. Altho* 
there be no War declared between thefe InfideLf and 
tiie ever invincible Sultan s yet they ceafe not to h% 
our Enemies ; and thoa may*ft know by their Difcourfef 
ehcy Are ever laying Defigns a;gam& >»• Thoa know- 

eH, tic sSud wy of ite W^jlA » x^ftfcwwfe^^.^ 
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Affidis, and then take their Reiblutions. The French 
are generally excepted fix)m this Rule, for they, have 
executed their Defigns before they began to fpeak of 
them ; fb lively is their Imagination, and fo ready are 
they to take their Refolutions. They do in Afiairs of 
State, what we are wont to do in thoife of Religion : 
they decide them by the Sword. They affirm, that 
Frinces who have VaIoQr»> have no jvifier Tribunal than 
War; and that their Soldien are their Lawyers. What 
Meafurethen, moft. wife Kaimacbam, can be taken 
with a Nation which is in continval Activity F. The 
Erencbc2Ltuaot remain at Reft ; and when they difturb 
not their Neighbours, they make War amongll them- 
ielves.. The Miniilers of Foreign Princes, who db^ 
near the matter, . whaC:L do,, although they have a Char 
nStCT which I have net, are inceflantly in A^on : 
Tiiey watch without ceafing, at I do^.on what pailes ; . 
and thou may^ft afiiire thy ielf that the Divan mail be 
fully and certainly adverti(ed of all Things. 

The P^ keeps here, . as his Ambaifador, a Prelate, 
called a NuuctQ. The Emperor of Germany^ the King 
of Sfain, thoie of EngUndf Snjuedelandj Denmark, ana 
Poland', the EleSlon^ and ieveral other Princes of tht 
Empire, entertain alio Ambaflfadors, to obferve the 
Motions of this Prince, who often breaks all their 
Meafuics. The States of Italy do alfo the fame. 
There are, in this part of Europe, Princes and Repub* 
Jicis: Theie little Sovereigns are more jealous than 
others, of the^r Intereih ; and do more concern them* 
&lv£s in all Affairs which pafs. The RepublicAj like- 
wile ufe greater Precautions ior their Condu^ than 
tbc Monarch do. 

The RepuUick of /^irar/r^ .has acquired a greater Repu* 
tation i Frmncf keeps a good Ccrefpondence with her; 
the Ambaflador of that State living here with atlthe 
Marks of Grandeur, and. the famePrerogatives granted 
10 thofe of crowned Heads. Neither Perfid nor Mof- 
Ofvia, kscp zny PubJiek Minitter here, ytt» ^\W^^^ 
.they ma/ hgvc fome that give prwate \XiX£&eigxi^t\J9 
fkarMsiten, At to whki coAoeiSft tio^ Yiisak^ c 
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the InJieSf they feem not to me to' have anj Intereft 
here ; fo that they have, I beliere, no Agent in theie 
Parts, either pubiick or pri'vate. If the Name of Spy 
be mean or di(honourable> I know no Body that is 
called one : for I being unknown, my Repntadoii 
therefore rans no hazard. I ferve, without bei^ ob- 
ferved. But to fpeak plainly^ what are the Ambafiadors 
and Agents of Princes, h\xtjecret Spies, as I am, who 
under a pretence of keeping a Correfpondence between 
their Maflers, inform them of what they can difeowr 
in the Courts, where they are fent. 

Thou ihalt be fufHciently informed by the Bsffi of 
the Sea, of Piccinino\ Adventure ; he will (hew thee 
what I have written. However, there are fixty Gal- 
lies loll ; and our greateft Cbniblation is, that we (hall 
not want Means to be revenged : If the Cbriftians have 
cut off one of our Fingers, we ought to phick out both 
their Eyes. 

*Tis faid here, that this Admiral is made Priftner 
by the Venetians i If this be true, his Confinement 
muft be very uneafy to him. But, all People are not 
agreed, whether he be a Prifoner or no ; for fbme 
maintain, he is at Cimftantinopli, where he juftifie* 
Limfelf with his tifual Arrogance ; laying all the Fault 
on the Renegado, who commanded the Admiral of 
Algiers. 

I have recommended to the Bafa of the Sea, the 
Enterprize of Loretto. If thou hail Leifure to examine 
the Proje£l, thou wilt find, thoajgh I am no Captain 
nor Mariner, what I have hinted is worth regarding. 
The Knowledge Which I have of the World, of the 
Manner of Living of the Chrifiian Princes, and Firiefte 
of Rome \ together with the other Notices I have ac- 
quired, by riding of Hiflories, ihould make me con- 
mlered, as a Man that is able to o&r at great Things ; 
though I have not as yet gain*d much Credit in die 
World. 
The Ambaflador of Veniuy refiding in this Courts 
•&ys, that their RefhtbSck wittiJltisf7 txve GraniSigiiwri 
^raUng, That JU hi Plratei (hbX'^X^ciifricamiW 
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broken the Peace ; and, that the Adtion of their Ge- 
neral Cafeih, is joft an4 heroical ; and, that Jmseraib 
iiimfelf will chaftife Piccinim, He moreover pretends 
that the Gallies which were taken, will not be reltored> 
feeing it will be made apparent, that they have been 
ioft by difierent Accidents : I thinks he fays, they have 
been all funk before the Ifle of Coffiu, by the Senate*^ 
Order, to prevent the £xpe£tation of a Surrender, the 
Adndral of Atgien only excepted,' which thofe Infi- 
dels have brought in Triumph into their Arfenal^ to 
preferve the Remembrance of an Event, which they 
pretend to be very gbrioos to them. But thefe Mif- 
fortunes are not extream, nor paft Remedy, if God con 
tinues the Life oC oar Great Emperor, and thy Health.

TH E, Y have at length given over talking of our 
LoiTes, but I give not over devifing the Means 
to be revenged of the Cbrifiians, Remember, that 
the Grand Vizir keeps in Prifsn a Man fit for great 
Things at this Time, who can do the Naxarenes con- 
iiderable Mifehiefs, and procure notable Advantage to 
the Mujfulmm, If the old 'Rtnegado of Dalmatia be 
yet alive, he is capable of dcftroying all Places In the 
Mediterranean Sea, Advife with him about the De- 
ftmdtion of Loretto. There is no Cor/airy that has 
done more bold Exploits. He has fpent Sixty Years 
in courting on the Archipelago and Adriatick Sea ; where 
he has made horrid Deva]^tions, with infinite Prizes. 
He has likewife ipoft confidtrably daxnxii&s^x^t Onf* 
J^h, on the S/aci Sea, He began the TtsAt 2X tA\.« 
Yara old in m' litik Vcflel, hai beta v^ovMi^t^ ^ 
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twenty, or twenty two Occafions^ taken Priioiiar' 
four times by our Pirates, and thrice eicaped out of 
their hands. And not being able to fly the fourth tiiiie» . 
norredeeni himfelf by Money, he redeemed, kimietf. 
hy his Religion, ^vhich he quitted t« embrace oun ; 
and fince he has been circnmcifed, he has brought t* 
Ccnfiantinople above thirteen thoufand Slaves in about 
thirty Years Sp;:ce. He has pafs'd full five Years in 
the Cleft of a Rock, along the Banks of the Adriatkk 
j^/r; which by his Induitry he made a dire Place of . 
Retreat Here 'twas that he hid himfelf with ■ his 
Men ajdd VefTel, like a wild Beafl in his Den ; . and 
*tis hard to imagine how many, ^ares he laid during 
that time, for tbofe of his own Religion. He has- 
been often purfued, but could never be taken ; and his 
Name became fo terrible amongft the Cbrifiians^ that 
there was no Place but dreaded him. But, in fine, 
having, as *tis faid, attempted to betray his Mafier, in 
delt¥ering into the Chrtfiians Hands the five Gallies 
he commanded ;. he was fent, by Order froRv^ the Gr^ff^ 
Viw^ into the Caftle of Benjm Tonvers^ although his 
Crime was not certainly proved *Twas about two and 
i^iy Moons fince he< has been there kept Prifoner .* 
and he is not only very old, but decrepid. The long 
Penance which a. Man has undergone that has done 
fiich great Things, and who accufed of having done 

~ one HI One, of which he is not convidted, does plead 
for feme Indulgence. 

I fhall never go about to follidtforthc Liberty of 
a Traitor ; yet I muH fay, that Men who have dared 
to execute great Crimes, are often capable of He- 
roick Adions. This Man was, and is ilill, at the end. 
of his Life ^ perhaps, if thou wilt endeavour to pro- 
cure him fome Advantage, and make him hope Sail 
greater, he may repair his Fr.ult, by performing^ fbme-. 
thing for the Good of the Empire} or atlealLgive 
fome good Advice, Thou knoweft the ancient Perfiatu 
had a Law> whereby their Kings were obliged, Not 
tP put a Malif/iQor to Death for cne Crime ; eutd frhfotg 

/!^;/bunof to ctafiifa ibeir- Domefiicki or SIofuh jw «■% 
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Fauli* Thoa knoweft moreover, that Princes (hould 
obferve in the Chaftifement of their Subjefh, whether 
the Services they had render'd have not been greater 
thar^ their preient Failings, and pardon them if their 
^W Deeds furpafied their bad. Thefe Laws, alcho' 
no linger obfervM in Perfia^ yet ceafe not to be wife 
Precepts; t0 which if thou hail no Regard, yet thou 
wilt have fome to the 2>al and Affe6Uon of Mabmut. 
And if thou wilt fufier me to make here a ihorc Di- 
gerilion, in comparing the State wherein we are with 
that of the Ancient% thou wilt* find how much our 
Monarchy farpaffes all others. Doft thou believe, ge- 
nerous Kaimachamy that the Ottoman Empire is equal, 
inferior, or fuperior to that of the Romans in Pomptft 
Tin:c ? Let us content our felves with fuppofine it 
equal, tofpeak without Paflion, and cut the Courieof 
Difputes, which might be nude hereupon; and re« 
fle^, J pray thee, on the Conduct which Pomfey held 
in the War he made againft thole infinite Numbers of 
Pirates which infefted the Seas, of Italj^ Africa and 
Jifia. He was made General of an Army of five hun- 
dred Sail, with abfolute Power to do what he thought 
fitting, without giving any Account. Thou knoweft 
his Cbndu6t was fo prudent and full of Valour, that 
embarking with ten thoufand and twenty Fcot, and 
fix thoufand Horfe, he in forty Days cleared Lyhiay 
Siciljy Spawy Sardinia ; and, in a word, all the Seas 
which depended on the Roman Power, from an infinite 
Number of Pirates, who had, as it were^ befieged the 
Capital q( the Empire by their Incurfions, Rapines and 
Violences. 

Now, although the Number of our Enemies be not 
fo great, nor. their Strength fo confiderable ; yet 'tis to 
be feared, left the Infidels be one Day bold enough, 
(having joined their Forces, which are new difperied) 
to fall upon us, and (hake the vaft Monarc/n of the Qt- 
tomsmst which they now often difturb by uequent £n< 
terprizes in feveral Parts. 

Vie have an jo/imte Number of Places lopttfew^* 
We Jave &veral KingjdomSf popotooa Ifid : V^^conv- 
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mand warlike Nations, and the Number of thcL Em- 
pire's Subjedts are innumerable, which ought to. encoa- 
rage us to undertake tio lefs than Poi/^ did hereto- 
fore, who was called the Agamtmnon of Italy^ becaofe 
he commanded a numerous Fleet, as this Hero of the 
Greeks formerly did. But it being already Midnight, 
I am forced to finifh this Letter, left it iheukl be too 
late for the Poft. 

I fhall inform thee by the firft Opportunity of what 
has happen*d in Italy and Germany^ and of feveral other 
Things which I thought 1 ought to give thee Notice 
of by this Expre/s ; but accufe me not of Negled, in 
not having written all to thee in this Letter, and re- 
ceive my Excufe, which is juft and iincere, and grant 
me thy Favour. 

The Great G^^increafe thy Profperity, and continue 
thy Health and Credit in the Dominions of the in- 
vincible SuUan^ under whofe glorious Reign we live.

The eldeft Son of Amadous j Dukeof ^tf^ury, is now 

dead ; he was call*d Le^jois Amadaus ; he was but ie* 

ven Years old when dec'ared Sovereign, and wasib 

but few Moons, He died four Days' after the Core* 

i!r7ai7/o/' Ai'sBaptifm. The Kln^ of France and the 

^"^aof Spmm were QodJavlvci »xd Qj^jdjasjjQDBtXa 
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this Prince. Tkou wilt ask me perhaps how this could 
bc> feeing they could not be there prefent 7 But thou 
muft know, that thefe Nazarenes affift often at the(e 
Ceremonies by Procuration. The Duchefs of Sonxy 
feems to me worthy of Compaflion, having lofl in one 
Year both her Husband and her Son, and a good part 
of her £ftate» and fees what remains to her expofed to 
the Hazards of War ; but (he has ever (hewed her felf 
a Woman of Courage and Refolution. Her fecond Son 
has been declared his Brother's Heir, and che State 
have chofen her Regent during his Minority. 

The Reaiiin of che fudden Vifit, which the EUaor 
of Saxony gave the King of Hungary^ is not yet known r 
We have had Advice of his Departure A'om Drtfden^ 
the Capital Town of his Country, with a great ^I'rain 
of Courtiers, and the three Princes his Sons ; and that 
he went to Leutmaritx, where this King expected him ; 
and 'tis further faid, that in the fmall Time tliey were 
together, they have had feveral Conferences, the Sub- 
jefl ^of which is not yet difcpvered. The King has 
prefented the Duke with a ricH Coach, with (ix ilately 
Hories, fumptuoufly harneiTed ; and given Diamonds 
and Gold Chains to his Courtiers. But thou being 
nearer the Place of this Conference, and the Port ha. 
ving every where fubtle Agents, thou may'fl fooner 
get this Secret than I : For *tis not to be doubted, but 
there's ibmcthing hatching againfl the Ottoman Em- 
pire, while Amurath is at that Diilance, and the chief 
Forces of his Empire employ'd elfewhcre. 

As to what concerns the Progrefs of the Duke of 
Weimar^ who carries on the War in Alfatiay there 
areinfnitely different News come from thence, fince I 
wrote to thee ; but this is what is molt certain. A fter 
the taking of Friburgh^ this General made himfclf 
Mafter of the Campaign about Brifac ; and his Army 
feizing upon all the Polls thereabouts, the Imperialijfs 
put them (elves in a Poflure of hindring them ; but, 
for three Months Time, they could do TVOlYAti^VivaX 
fpoil the Com, and forage in the Country, wVi^t^^ 
tiey wa&ed their own Subftancc. They Van^ «^^ 
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fmitlefly endeavoord to break down the Bridge whicb 
Weimar had built at Nurembirgbi where they act 
with fuch Refiflance, that they were forced to retire 
with their Army, which was in gr«3t Danger Bot 
the Duke alfo met with no Succefs in his Enterpriie 
on Offenburgh, through the Fauk of fifteen hmidred 
Musketeers, French and Germans^ who came not foen- 
enough te plant their Ladder? againft the Walk, and 
furprize this Place : And he has fmce made di£^ient 
Tiiak, which have proved all in vain. An Oflkcr 
had already enterM as far as the Ramparts with a fmall 
Party which he commanded by means of a falie PaTs- 
port ; but being dii'cever'd by a Centinel, be was forced- 
Co retreat in Confufion, with the Lois of fi)me of hu 
Men. Weimmr iince defeated two Regiments of Dra- 
goons, and two other Regiments of Horfe, and idVd 
op the Caftle of Maubitrgh^ the Garrifon of which 
Place furrenderM at Difcretion, to a Swedijh Officer* 
But I am informed, that the two Armies came near to 
one another on the Banks of the Rhine ; of which I 
fliall lay no more than what is necefTary. 

The Emperor'^ Troops being di!covcr*dby Weimar^i' 
Van-guard, commanded by Turerme, gained an high 
Ground ; on which fortifying themrelve^s theyfhelter'd' 
behind a Church and fome Houfes, before whxcb 
there w?.s a Battery raifed of feveral Pieces of Can* 
non, to keep the Swedes at a diilance, and hinder them 
from encamping too near. Some French imprudemlv^ 
advancing to difcover the Enemies PoUure, within left- 
than Mufquet-ihot,. were almoft all kilPd on the Place. 
By this time the Duke of ffeimar, feeing he coukl noT 
draw the Imferiahfis to light, and it being intpoffiblt ta 
force them on the Mountain, where they were intrench* 
ed, retir'i under the Cadk of Mauhurgh with his Rear- 
guard, commanded by the Count de Gurhian^ a French 
Gentleman. The next Day he joined the reft of his 
Army ; and being inform*d by a ido^r that fervM himr- 
and in whom he put great Confidence, that the Imfi^ 
naMs begun early in the Moxnitv^ to retire ; he im- 
neoMely tbereSxe put lum&U vdxq ^ Oxu^^x«m x^ 
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follow them, making hit Army to march inBattel-arra 
His Horfe confined of twenty « four Squadrons, and h 
Foot of eight Battalions ; beAdes the auxiliary Troop 
of which he made a referv*d B«dy. 

The Frtnci^ affirm, the Imperimlifts were the ftrong 
eft» as having four thouiand Men more than ttu 
Swides ; of which it is hard to know the Certainty- : 
but ' the Particulan of the Battel are worth one^s wri. 
ting. 'Twas very bloody, the Fight being obflinately 
held by both Psinies, and ihe Viftoiy long inclining, 
fometimes to one Side, and fometimes to another : So 
that the Combatants were ready to reure» weary of 
ilriking and being flruck ; when Fortune on a fudden 
declared her felf for the Duke of Weimar^ who behav'd 
himfelf in the Fight like a wife Captain and valiant 
Soldier. 'Tis certain the Im^riaUjU have loft two 
thouiand Men on this Occafioui with feveral of their 
principal Officers : And a](b, above fiitcen hundred 
were made Prifoners ; amongll which there were a- 
bove two hundred Perfons confiderable on the Account 
of their Birth and Employs. I make no mention of 
the Nuinberof their Cannon ; neither do I reckon the 
hundred Colours or Cornets, nor three thoufand Wae- 
gOns laden with all Sorts of Ammunition, whicl^ &l^ 
to the Concjuerors ; B.!t I greatly vakie the Bv)X of 
Writkigs of two great Commanders, wherein were 
found the rnftruclions and fecret Orders of th^ Kin^ 
of Hungary, and fome Treaties made with the SuO' 
Rmt Port, to which all the Potentates of the World 
fiK>ald pay Homage. 

It cannot yet be difcovered what thefe Treaties 
rontain ; yet 1 fhall do all tWs poffible in order to it. 
The Booty has been great i however IVtimar ie tfl Hi y t 
) (et much by it, as aiming nt fomcthing^ more con-. 
ierable. He remained two Days in the Field of 
ittel, the better to aiTure his Enemy of his Conqoe^. 
e moreover pretends in his Letters to this CouLCt, 
It he had not in thii Expedition above {we \vmtw- 
4 Fx^or, Hid a few Cavalry ; which out oi a ^iv«t- 
bcfiyshe will reinforce witb his Pa^ea. 1\wa^> 
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Some Troops of ycung Soldiers of the Imperial Army, 
having tal:en feveral Laule from the ^wa^et, and made 
feme Prifoners, fiad Notice of the March of Colonel 
Si Hardy who came from France, and brought a good 
Sam oi Money for the Payment of the Troops. I'hey 
went to meet him , and look it together with feyerU ■ 
young Gentlemen Prifoners ; all Men of Kete, aad who 
had alio a gr-eat deal of Money about them. At the 
fame time, the Duke of Lorrain, a Prince of great Va- 
lour, who ferves in the Imperiatijts Party, had under* 
taken to relieve Brifacy which he knew was reduced to 
the utmoft Extremity : and having choien for this De- 
fign forty Companies of Foot for a Convoy of Provi- 
fions, and being on hi March, he met with the Duke 
of H^eimar. And this is the ihort of the Story ; The 
Prince was dill ind.f.ofed, byreafon of his late Sick- 
nefs ; yet thib could not hinder him from embracing 
this Occafion, which he believed to be of great Im- 
portance to his Party ; he -got therefore on Horfeback, 
and marched up to the Duke. 

The Ccmbat latted five Hours, and Lorrain did all 
that could be expe6ted from a brave and experienced 
Commander. But he was conflrained to yield to the 
.Duke's Fortune, and retire into a Wood, with what 
he could lave of his Troops ; and the S*ivetiej Courage 
was not a little increafed by fo great an Advantage, 
which will certainly be attended with the Surrender 
of Brifac, The Duke of Weimar remain'd Matter of 
the Field, having entirely defeated the Imperialijit 
Foot, and put the Duke of Lorrain*^ Horfe into a • 
horrid Diforder ; There lay above twelve hundred 
dead on the Place ; and ail the Baggage, together with 
the Ammunition, fell into the Hands of the Conque- 
ror. A Man would think, illuftrious Kaimacbam, that 
the God Mars has united him fe'.f with this Captain : for 
notwithllanding the Weakncfs of his Body, he per- 
forms every Day moft heroick Anions with his va- 
jjkiant Suidierb, who are ready to undertake any thing, 
-, ^cn he in at their Head. \V\iel\iCT tW \\2L^>^as from 
Ju$ not vsduing of Life* or bis TWvi&. ?^fet^<swaa\v. 
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yet fo it is, that he cannot live without nouriihmg 
himfelf with Viftori« j and he begins already toequ;il 
the famous Guftanjus^ under whom he has learn'd his 
Trade. Yet he has loft, notwithftanding his Dili- 
gence, two Forts he built on the Rhine ; which it 
he retakes, 'twill not be without the Coft of much 
Blood on both SiJes. The Germans have already 
loit 6oo©o Men there, amongft which there were 400 
drowned. 

The Extremities of Brifac, of which we have already 
private Advices, are at prefent known to all the World. 
The S'vjedes intercepted, the laft Moon of OBober, % 
Letter from the Governor to the King of Hungary^ 
wherein he laid open his Condition, and told him plain- 
ly, that Places which wanted Men, Vidluals, and Am- 
munition, could not de derended bat by a Miracle ; 
adding, that the befl Officers and Soldiers wei'e alrea- 
dy de d ; and thoie that were aliv^, were either fick. 
or lay wounded, and fo greatly tired that tiiey could 
do no Service ; and bcfides, tneir Victuals would laft 
but twelve Days. He feem*d afrerwards to reproach 
hioi for letting the Time flip, in which he had promi- 
fed-hm -\ffiliaiice; a::d put him in raind, he did not 
believe he could ho'd out to the Fourth of the Moon 
of Sepfembcr, being rcducM to great Extremeties ; that 
he dur/; not mention Particulars, leit his Letter Ihould 
fall into other Hands. Obferve the Imprudence uf the 
Exprcllion ; he dares not write all, and ye: iie writes 
more than need::, to djfcover tliat the Place will be ia- 
falliWy taken. 

If thou bccft impatient to know the Surrender of 
Bri/ac. thcu (halt be fatisfied by this Difpatch. The 
Poll is now come, whic.i brings News of the taking 
of that important Place. And he is come hither in . 
three Days, rhe Place was taken according to ihe 
Rules of War, lurrendnng the Ninth of the lalt Moon 
cf this Year, according to the Cl^rijiian Styles TW 
Governor piocurcd very honourable i ertns ; ^v\dxx>A'^ 
he foTiained the Si^gc wiih ail the Vigor 2ly\^' ^oxx.- 
n^jpo&blc, to the hil Extremity, He is^alle^ ^^^ 
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Baron {fe Rxjnech : His Name dcfervcs a Place in the 
Leiters thou enregi{ler*ll ; and that the D'wau fhould be 
informed of a y\zn who knows fo well to defend what 
is cntruRed to ' him, that they may give to Viriue her 
Due. There went out of Brijac only 400 Foot, and 
70 Ilorfe, who were all naked, wounded, and almoft 
dead with Hunger ; They were reduc'd 10 thefe Extre- 
mities, that they had already eaten the Fltlh cf Horfes^ 
Cats and Dogs ; and fome were (aid to have devoured 
human Flelh. A$ to.chng the Booty, there are dif- 
ferent Difcourfes ; but 'cis certain, the Conqueror found 
above tco«Pieces of Cannon in the Place. 

But there is a (Irange Story related of a young I>ady, 
of admirable Beauty, who falling down at the Duke of 
lVemar\ Feet, thus fpake to him ; 

SIR, I hanje but fome ft IV Moments to live. Hunger 
having reiiuCd me to the Gates of Death ; hut I Jhall die 
defperate, if you do not rerjevge me of a hafe FellviVy iiko 
has exadcd of me a liiamond of great Value, ^vhich I 
have been forcd to give him for a roafed Moufe : I am 
not angry vuith him for taking of me a Pearl- Necklace 
during the Siege for four Ounces of Flour i but Iconfeft 
my M'eaknefs, I canf.ot fee my Jilf bereaved of vl hat I 
moji valuedy and die wthout SatisfaSlion. * Fis faid this 
Prince could not forbear fhedaling Tears at fo piteous 
a Spt'diacie, this Lsdy dying almoll at the fame fn- 
flant Hie had done fpeaking ; but 'tis not known whe- 
ther he called this hard- hearted Fellow to an Account 
for what he had detained. 

Tht; ^'icge of Brifac lalled four Moon?, almoil Four- 
fcore Thouiai.d Men perifhing in the 1 own, by Sick- 
nef.. Wounds and Famine. Bonfires are made at Parti 
for fo great an Advantage j and the Duke of Weimar*t 
Praifes arc every where ctkbratec, and great Com- 
mendations are given him in the Letters from the 
Court. Owx Empire may have one Day fomething

Have heard here a confus'd Difcourfe of the Diigrace 
_ of Stridya Bey; but thy Letters have fatisfied mc. 
1 hou feell, Friend, how things go. He had the Prince*i- 
Favour., and yet could not fave himfelf He had more- 
ovcr great Riches, and yet was oblig'd to undergo fucli 
great Ignominy. He will' be more deform'd than h« 
was, having now left his Nofe and Ears in the Hands 
of the common Executioner. 

Amurath^ in condemniag him to this Punifliment, has 
dene an Aft of Juftice wonJhy of him : For rl.e ho- 
neftefl Men in the Empire have ever wifh'd ill to this 
proud and inlolent Greek, This Man, who was hut ft 
pitiful Fiftierman, and Seller of Oyfters, got thi.- into- 
lerable Pride by the prodigious Riches he acquired is 
this mean Occupatiori.

Indignation : The Emperor muft have been mt re co- 
vetous than Stridya, haJ he favoui'd his Dti^gn ; but 
'twas the Decree of Heaven that Stridja (hould be pu- 
niftt'd, and that our Maimer Ihould give a terrible Ex- 
ample of. his JulHcc, to terrify thole who ufe their 
Riches to commit all Sort? of Crimes, and to purchaie 
all manner of infamou Pieafures. 

The NewF of the Fall of this Slave had in fome (brt 
miti. ated the great Melancholy I felt, when I received 
^hy letter .• But the Death of Zagaharafci, our common 
Friend, does not a little afflidl me ; as well as the Mar- 
riage of his Son Caragwli^ made the fame Day, does 
alionifh me : For I cannot comprehend how there 
could weli be celebrated, on the fome Day, and at the 
fame IKu.v;, tv.o fuch different Ceremonies, as are a 
■f ai,cral aud a Wedding. 

I find this Adventure very ftrange; and tho* our 
Friend indeed was very old, yet I bewail him, as if 
he had died before his Time. He was an honefl Man, 
of great Piety, and moderately rich : And this is what 
Biake Mortals happy in this World, and the other too, 
3ut thou doll not infoim me, whether the exccffive 
Joy he had to fee his Son married to a Greek, rich with 
Xhe Goods of Fortune, endowed with great Virtue, and 
a Mute, has not caufed his Death. 1 rather think thou 
wilt fay, our Friend Zagarbafci is dead by Ibme Ex- 
cels, than yield to what we contciled a boat former- 
ly.

For what greater Plealiire can 
a Husband have, than to have a Wife that is not Talka- 
tive ? The Chrijiians underftand not the Wildom of the 
Turks^ when they laugh at our Sultans who find the 
greateft part of their Pleafure in the Converfation of 
Mutes. Is there any thing more delightful than to 
hear a Man that does not ipeak ;, and to fee one that 
has no Tongue realbn on all Things? Thou knowcil 
how many Things thefe Mutes of the Seraglio do give 
one to underftand ; and what HJoquence there is in 
their Signs and Gefturea. Thou remembrell, that 
when Amurath would give Thanks to the Sovereign 
MODERATOR of all the World, in that he had efca- 
ped Death, when the Lightning fell en his Bed, and 
burnt to his very Shirt ; he feem'd to ofler him a great 
Sacrifice, in putting a Muteout'of the Seraglh Vvliich 
he d^rly lov'd by reafon of her Tricks and Gdlures. 
The Mufes were one Day ready to fall together a 
fighting, becaufe they would not receive ?mongil 
them a tenth Companion, fent them by a M^ndamut 
from a King of Italy \ But when this tenth M'fe{\^- 
nified to them, Jhatjhe nuas dumb, all the Voice, were 
|br her. Dear Mdech, 'tis not without Reafon I write 
thee this. Thou art dill young, and defigneil for Ma- 
trimony : Believe Mahmut ; there are few Women that 
are Wife, and they fay little that is G«od ; Think 
then what thofe fay, who know nothing, and whofe 
Number is infinite. When they have talked a whole 
Day, believe me, they have laid nothing. If thou 
married, follow my Counfel, I'ake not a Mute, for 
then thou luilt marry a Beaji ; neither chufe one that 
talkethy for thou mjtlt he linked nvith a Monjier, As to 
our Friend, he died by a particular Grace from Hea • 
ven; Yec I cannot but think ftill of his Death.

PJRIS, where I live, is a very healthful City, and &■ 
are all the Places thereabouts, free from peililenti- 
•il Airs; and yet there oft happens fudden Deaths, ai 
\H ell as at Conftantinople ; and they die here likewife of 
joy. I will relate to thee what I have partly fecn, and 
not what I have heard^ to happen in Loud^ the moH 
ancient and chiefeft City of the Kingdom of En^landi 
A rich old Man falling fick, and lying on his Death-^ 
bed, fent to his only Son, living at Paris, where he- 
%ent his Time itk Fleafure, to come over, that he 
Blight with his Eilate, give him his Blefiing. Thio^ 
what News this was to a young Man, to whom the Life , 
•f a Father was troublefome, as being an Obdacle to 
his Liberty; and who waited his Death, to take hit 
Swing of all the Pleafures, which his corrupt Nature 
makes him refpcdl as his So*vereign Good. This young 
Man intending to get upon Horfeback to run where 
he was called, found himfelf embarqu*d for a Voyage 
which he did not defign to make ; he. fell dead on the 
Fi'ace, ^nd I faw him in the fame Inflant, wherein he 
was living and healthful, to expire. Were I of the- 
Se£l of our Phik)fopher Mujlaadin Saadi, I would tell 
thee, it matters not^ whether ones dies fuddenly, or 
languiih a long time ; whether a Man dies in his Bed, 
«r at the G^Uows. Butlbem^naiic of Ze«o's Difici- 
pJcJU snd knowing no Prnfan/icfe, oi^\sSsaS»^w> V

amongft fo inany Sefts that were in Greece, who dif- 
puted whether Life or Death is to be preferred j fo, 
cxpeft not fiom me any Arguings on the Morals of 
thofc Greeks^ nor yet of the Perfians But if Death 
be fuch a terrible Thing, endeavour to live in fuch a 
manner, that it may never affright thee when it fhall 
approach thee, or when thou ftialt fee it invade others ; 
exp?£ling it at all times, and in all places. Doii thou 
know by what Herb, or by what Seci-et MagUk Chmm 
I do not fear it ? • Tis by the leading of an innocent 
Life. 

Here is pubtifh'd, and that with great Reason, the 
laft Words of a Man of great Birth, who died when 
he way very old, by a Wound he received. He had 
ferved divers Kings in Places of the higheft Truft ; and 
being mortally wounded in a Battel, mark what he faid 
to thofe that exhorted him to die like a good Chriilian, 
and with the iame Courage he had (hewed in his Life ; 
His Reply was, ^at a Man ^who had lived ivell Four, 
/core Tears, cannot be to feek bo^v to die fwelifor a ^ar, 
tir of an Hour, This great Man, who was a famous 
Soldier, was alfo a true Fhilofopher ; and 1 might fay 
" he was a Satnf, had he been «f our Religion. I believe 
he was a mod edifying Spectacle, and the more confide* 
rable, in as much as the Example he g^ve of dying well, 
IS more valuable, than that which he gave in fo many 
Battels of courageous Fighting. He is called Anne de 
Montmorancy, Conllable of France ; whofe Life I hid 
the Curiofity of reading, being to be found in the Hi- 
ftory of the Cinjil Wars of this Kingdoni. 

But, before I end this Letter, let me denote to thee 
the Difference there is between the Effe61s of Gri^^nd 
Joy. The Meffenger from EngLnd^ of whom I almldy 
ip^ke, finding at his Return, the old Man, whom he 
had left dying, dill alive, he gave him fuch a ftrange 
Stroke, by telling to him the Death of his Son, that 
Grief having vanquifh'd the Affault of Death, reftor'd

My dear Friend, Car a Halai, thefe are dreadful Ef- 
fedls of Nature, whoie Caufes will not be fund out by 
us. Certainly thefe Countries of Italy mull be far from 
Taradljey feeing thefe Mouths of Hell (if it be true, as 
many People lay, they are in thefe Mountain- ) do fre- 
quently ruin by-^thefe Irruptions Calabria and Sicily, 
Naturalijls affirm. That thefe Mountains nourilh lul- 
phureous Mattt^r in their Bowels, which is eaiily infla^ 
med, and ilfues out with more or lefs Vehemen y, and 
more or lefs Frequency, according as the Matter is more 
or lefs difpoied, and the fubterranean Winds kindle and 
cie<tl thele Fires, and open the Ma(s of Earth, under 
which they are fet up. But the Opinions of certain 
fhilofoyhers^ who. maintain, That mere Chance produ- 
ces tncie extraordinary, Events,. appears to me very ridi- 
culous ; aibtning, 1 hat one Stone (Iriking another, 
jH-oduces a Spark, whence happen thefe great Infiamma- 
tion ; Nay they proceed farther and would perfuade 
us. That a lighted Lamp, left by Chance by thole who 
fetched into the Bowels of thele Mountains ;. to difco. 
yer the Secrets of Nature, might make thefe Flames;, 
which lighting on a combullible Matter, and meeting 
with nothing that is contrary to *em to extinguifh *em, 
do caufe thele lurprizing Effects. They aWo ^ » TVvax. 
Idghtninjr linking fiercely on fome one ot l\vt 0:^^% 
€if tbcib Mountains, may do the lame TVatv^^ ^"^ Oci

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Thefe Opinions would not appear (b ridiculous, weie 
it poilible to make any Demonfiration of 'em : But tbefe 
Events being all extmordinary, and in a manner pro- 
digious, I ihall willingly (uSkr thee to believe^ that*t2i 
a Work of Nature, or Hell, or Chance alone, whick 
caufer the perpetual Motions of thefe Fires, whick are 
fo terrible, and fo greatly damnify one of the fineft 
Countries in the World, as Greece is, and this Ifland» 
which is the Delight and Nurfe of almoll all the Provin- 
ces fituated on the Banks of the Mediterra7:ean Sea. 

We find alio in Inland theie Mountains of Fire, yet 
with this Difference, that tneir Flames do no Hurt, 
which makes them no ways dreadful to the Inhabitants. 
I think too I huve heard my Father fay. That being in 
Cbmpany with certain Arabums in our Lycia^ he (aw 
thefe kind of Fires come, out of the Earth, but thej 
broke out gently and caufed no Damage.

Egypt, But the Curiolity of tiiis wretched Philofb- 
pher having coft him his Life, the Romans expedt ftiU 
with his Return, the Dilcovery of the iecret Caoies of 
fo many prodigious Effects. Take Care of thy own 
Health, and lee not any of thy Patients mifcarry thn/ 
thy Ncgledl or Rafhnefs.

1 am a great Diilance from thee. Write to me ibme- 
times ; and believe that I am not able to conform my 
felf to the way of living of Strangers, amongfl whom 
I reiide.

on his Guard; thofe who have moil experience of the 
World affirm, this Cardinal knows too mach to be hr- 
prized. Hear the Recital of one of the lead of bis A- 
ftions, whereby thou raay'll figure the gfeatsft, and give 
them the due Price they deferve. For three Years to- 
gether, was obferved in this Cardinafs Anti Chamber, 
a Man who was not far advanced in Years, and- as afli' 
duous to make his Court, as he was modeft in his Dif- 
courfe ; vcryreferv'd and parient; and, which is very 
rare at Court, was never heard to complain The Car- 
dinal, who pretends to read the Souls of Men, and who

ver not thy felf to any Body : Send me^ an Account every 
Week *what thou canfi difcomer ; and in this manner theu 
*uilt be ufeful to me^ and avoid Idlcne/s. My Secretary 
ivill give thee a Qfpher, and n^ Treafurer has order to- 
give ^what's ntcejfary for thy Voyage^ as well as to 
keep thee when thou art Rome.

He fo greatly minds whatever paffes in the >^yal 
Family and Kingdom, that he can difcover, as he pre- 
tends, all the Thoughts, yea, and the very Dreams o f 
tiie Grandees, Governors of Provinces, and thofe that 
command in Places. 

He fays, he has learn'd feveral ufeful Things in the 
Relation given us of the Government of the Chine/ej,. 
having from them the Way of difcovcring the moft 
difHcult Matters, without its appearing he does any 
Thing for this Purpofe. And this is the Method of 
Governing he obferves in this Kingdom, wherein are 
fo many refUefi Spirits. 

He maintains near all People who lu-e in any confi- 
derable Offices, Perfons that depend only on him, and 
who are known to nobody elfe ; who in all Places 
wear mean Goaths, and incefiantly watch over the 
Anions of the Officers, and give him Notice of what- 
ever paiTes. He makes ufe of thefekind of People a 
bout his Maller*s AmbaiTadors in foreign Courts. He 
always carries a Book about with him^ which he calls 
Richlieuh Soul ; which Book contains the Defigns, the 
Interefls, the fecret Pradlices and Inclinations of all 
the princes who hold a Correfpondence, and have any 
Ties with France ^ and on whom France has any Pre ten- 
fions. The moft skillful Aftrologers in Europe^ have 
alfofent him the Horofcopes of all the Kings and great 
Men, with their Judgment touching the Term of 
their Dves, and what they may probably undertake 
in all Times. This Cirdinal faid, on another Time, 
that he kept a great many Courtiers, yet he could well 
enough fpare them ; that he knew what paiTed' m w 
mote Places, as foon sis what was done new Vvitcw *. '^'t 
oacei^m^ he knew in lefe than two 'iio\)Lt^> ^^^'^ 
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the King of Efjgland had Hgned the Warrant for the 
Execution of —• If this .Particular be true, this 
Miniilcr mull be more than a Man. Thofc who arc 
his moft devoted Creatures affirm, He has in a private 
Place in his Clofet, a certain M^ithematical Figure, in 
the Circumferer.ee of which are written all the Letters 
of the Alphabet, arni'd with a Dart, which marks the 
Letters, which are alio mark'd by their Correfpondenti, 
and it appears, that this Dart ripens by the Sympathy 
of a Stone, which thofe who give and receive hif 
Advice, keep always at hand, which hath been fcpi- 
rated from another, which the Cardinal has always lyf 
him ; and *cis affirm*d, that with fuch an Inilrumect, 
he gives and receive, immediately Advices. 

'1 his great Man, who knows all thefe Reports, only 
laughs at them ; yet he fays wich a ferious Air, that 
God has given him two Angels, one White and another 
Black, to inform him of both good and bad Matters r 
and that with their Afiillance he Ihall overthrow the Ca- 
bals of his Enemies. He fent, fome Days pnA, a Man 
to the Gallies, that was accufcd for cutting in Pieces the 
King's Picture ; but having been better informed, and 
knowing *twas his, he to'd thofe about him, that thif 
Man (hould be pardoned, becaufe he had done no Hall 
to the Original. Here are 1 htatres and Feails prepar 
ing to entertain the People in Honour of the King am 
Cardinal ; and *^tis whifper'd that the Queen is agaii 
w ith Child. 

Heaven preferve thee ever from the Sultan's Angei 
and all other Misfortunes which niay fowie the Com 
forts of thy Life.

caufed to be ftrangled iB his Infancy. i'\ns unhapy 
Place makes me fearful of thy Lire, ^s weii us liiat of 
the Prince's, the Care of whofe Educ^ition i- commi:icd 
to thee. I cannot forbear weeping every I'i re I <:aii 
to Mind what p:; fled between the Vidtiin iin.l the ;:Xc- 
cutioner. Thou tny felf toldell me, that this ur.h:}py 
Child embraced and kiflcd feveral 1 imcs hi::i t;..'i: 
was to give the fat.l Stroke, even in the ivioMient ^^ h n 
he was putcing about his Neck ilie ftlken String which 
was to Itrangle him. All JJia is informed of tlie rett 
of the Hilbry ; and 'cio known, thatthis Liiild, a'tiio* 
ftranglcdj yet triumphed at his Death over his iviuj tiie- 
rcr ; For, . being loltned by tiie Careifes of diis Imapt, 
. whom he was about delluying, he dropp'd lio^vn in 
a Swoon; and Bajazet\ Son had by this Occai * .: e- 
fcaped Death, had not the other Executioner, mor«; 
cruel than the former, done the Work. 

Altho' thou doit net certainly know who is Muflapha*% 
Father, yet thou may'lt well prefume he is the Empe- 
ror's Son. I'hy Age and Prudence ib long expcrienc'd 
ani the Office uf Lhief of .11 the Eunuchs of the Em- 
pire^ whi-h thuu halt ib long enjoy *d, leaver no Place of 
doubting, but that thy Pupil' is of Rojal Blood. Arm 
thy felf then with Couragej and icudy to perform well 
thy Duty in this folitary Place ; Nothing is [q trouble- 
fome as the Inilructing of Children, when tt\ey >n\V\ W 
taught aj> M.tllefs hy their S/aves, and will not luWvvx Xft 
Kjilei, Ukeprivaie Fcrioas, ^ 
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Thou mayell be fure, I (hall render thee all the Ser- 
vice I am able, feeing I confider thee as a Friend that 
is extream dear to me : But why dod thou feek among 
the Chriflians an illuilrious Subjedl, which niay (tnc 
for a Model to' form a Child born in the Religion of the 
Mujfulmam ? 

Did I not know thy Wifdom, I Ihonld think thou ait 
very fimple, in fcarching after Examples amongft the 
Enemies of our Holy Law, to propofe them td be* 
followed bv the Ottoman Children. Thou haft chofcn 
for this Purpofe Henry of Fr-ance, termed The Great; 
and art thou ignorant, that this fo famous a ICing was 
the moll implacable Enemy of the Empire ? Be it. 
known to thee, that this Prince undertook the boldeft 
and dangeroufeft Defign as was ever imagined, to de- 
Ihoy the Monarchy of the Mujfulmans ; and might pro- 
bably have fucceeded, h id not Heaven, by an unfore* 
feen Stroke, fnatch'd him from the Eaith, to appear 
before the Tribunal of the ^me God, who judges Kings 
as well as ether Men. But lell thou fhouldft imagine, 
f make this Pretence to cxcufe my felf from fatisfying 
thee in what thou defireft, receive at Icaft one Part of 
what thou expefteft. Thou would'fl have me fend 
thefcthe Hiftory of this Prince ; content thy felf with 
a {hort ExtraA of it, otherwifc I muft be forced to fend 
thee a large Volume. However, make not ufe of his 
Example ii all Things ; the Way of Living, the Laws 
and Culloms of the Freneh, do not fu it with the lurk^ ' 
Way of Regimen. If thou wilt make thy Pupil ac- 
complifhM, form him on the Model of fome one of * 
tie Hero's which the £a/! has given us. MuJIafBa 
will read with grearer Profit, the Hiftory of AUxandet 
and Pyrrhus, than th?t of Charlemagne and Henry ; and 
ihould one wonder at tije Defaults of the King of Mcue^ 
■doma\ Son, and at the fmall Fortune of ihe other '? 
Fray (hew me v. hat IVlen there ever were, who had at 
the faire time the Fralities of human Nature, and tbe^ 
Pcrfc^lions of the Divinity . 
Ahd if thou wilt fearch into ?erjia x^tA M^^\^ ^o^' 
V-'Jk Jiod SL Cyrus, and an AitaMrxeiy Ptol€m>^^ PJammf 
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ticusy Campjon and lomombiis^ a" I grc.it Princes, whole 
Aftions honour Antiquity. And how many Hero's 
wile thou find in our Greece^ if thou wilt cake no no- 
tice of thofc whom Rome has fent into the World ? 
But not to go out of the Ottoman Famiiy, thou know* 
eft very well, that we ^£uiks have for proverbial' 
Speeches, ^he Modify of Solyman ; Ihe good MiM tj 
Alis; The Juflice cf Nonquirevan ; ^Jl.'e Mnjefty of Ol- 
man 4 The Gra*vity of Humcr ; and, "Ihe Ju/Uce of A- 
bubekir; net to mention, The Courage ami Maj^nani- 
mUy of Amurach, who is, at this Day, nijie valorous 
than any of his common Soldiers; whether he be in 
his Seraglio of Conftantinopley or in his Tents before 
Biiylon. 

Ten Days ago I received thy Letter, and I luve 
£nipbyed a great deal of that Time, in colleding 
whatihou haildefir'd of me ; and to fpeak truly, thy 
Commands have fupplicd me with Matter wherewiihal 
to divert me. 1 hoa wilt be, without doubt, fur- 
prized, that two Men who long fcrved this Xing Jn 
mean Employs, have di (covered feveral Particulars 
of hi! Life, with whi.h the French theml'ehes, per- 
haps, are not acquainted. My J^entiment his ever been, 
That*us more necefTaiy t) know xhe Manners and 
Cuftoms of Men, than to know the Number of Places 
they have btffieged or taken ; and to be informed of 
. tkcir goi d Qt^alities and bnd ones, than to learn the. 
Manner of tneir Eucanipments, and the Number of 
the Battels which they iiave won or loll. All Hillo* *■ 
jies contain the Actiuns of Men, and the Prinqipal is 
to know chefe Men, to inllrudt others ; for Hiftories 
<do generally rather divert than inllrudt Men. Thefc 
will teach \ilft better what thou art to learn, than the 
HiAorians themfeives Chrifiian Authors are at pre fent 
like the Elements always in War, and ever contrary 
to one another, and nc'ver agreeing 

Thefc two above-n.cntior.'d Friends, who are tvq\m 
«cry old Men, have icrv'^d King Henry above X.\iu\N 
ycJ.r^ a/:i/^ifr/;(f.y a ilridl: Cor rei'pondt nee \v\xVv otvS

Tnat wiiich is related of Henryh coming into the 
World without wee^^in^;, i^ certainly a Fab'e ; but 'tis 
certain, the Queen ot Na'varre, his x\Juti.er, fung a i 
F'v«rA,Sorg in the Time of his Birth ; whereby this 
FrincclB fceni'd to (hew other Women, ihat'tibpjlfiblc 
to be brou^,ht to Bvxi without cr)ing out. The tirft 
Ivli'lc vv..ich this Rjyal Babe drank, wa- an Amb/pfa^ 
whicli tiie G db of our Frienu, the Poec Oglou, never 
tai.cd : His Fattier made him drink in a golden Cup, 
of the ftronj^eft V\ inc that could be gotten, wherein 
hj put and iqueczed a Clove of Garlick, which he 
tliuLight prt;^:er to itrcngthcn his Temperament, and 
render him more vigorous. He was attervrard"> bred i 
i.p like Cyrust fjpending his firil Dayf in Woods, and" 
oKiti.timcs in the Company of Shepiierds. He \VtEt 
c.]ua}i wi h !:ib Head bare, whether expos'd to the 
fcurcniiig tieats of t.:e ^^ummcr's Sun, or during Win- 
ter, to the. Rain, i.nd moil rigorou. Frufts, Snow and 
Hail. Jc l.-'.'is as ii if he had begun hi^ Life in Prifon ; 
beir;g conl'rx'd to tlie Fitld-., diiiant from all Converlc, 
clad in coar.e 1 :air-clu:h, to accuUom his Body to 
Fatigue-, and iuf! >ie his Spirit to the Accidents of 
Fortune. 

He was bi-t nine Years old when he loft his Father^ 
Anthory King cf Navarre. The Death of this Princc 
mayfeivefor a Leffon to Mujlcpha : For, having re- 
ceived his Death's VS'ound at tt:e Siege of a confi- 
derable i'iace, he mac!e the Wali cf tue Chamber 
whore he lay to be broken down, that he might be 
canicd in i'is own Bed, dying as it were in Triumph, 
into the Town: Miferabe Ambition of jjfceat Men, 
wioihip nul themielves of it, till Death itiip 'em of 
thcjr Lives ! Seven Years after the Deatii of An- . 
thonyy the young Henry was declared Head, and De- 
fender cf tKe liugor.ot I'; rry ; and, when eighteen 

. Year.- dd, iil wa:» in a cc-iuidc ruble Fit;ht ; and 'tis not 
M-e/; known, whether he himxW \\2ls eiv^ia^^^. ¥«- 

M^nc wa^ {q contrary to him in ike Be^\Vi\ivix%, xJ^axVacu 
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ing lofl a Battel) he was obliged to flee for fix Months 
together with the reft of jiis Army ; and to traverfe 
almoil throughout all the ProviDces of the Kingdom, 
without taking any red, for fear of being farprizs«[. 
Thou hail never read, 1 believe, of any Captain that 
made a Flight of that Durance, before him. The Qncen, 
his Mother, being a Woman of Mafculine Coinage, 
and Firmnefs of Mind, died, poyfon'd by a j^r af 
Gloves . At nineteen Years of Age, he married the 
Kin^s Sifter, who then reigned, named Charles IX. 
and never any Wedding was folemnized with fuck 
bloody Tragedies. * Tis haid to believe what an in- 
finite Numher of ffj»j0/r9// were then miftacred; the 
Deiign was iecretly laid, during the Celebration of the 
Wedding, and executed fix Days after, at full Noon. 
■•Tis faid, that in one D ly, all France was dy'd with the 
Blood of thefe poor People, there being at leaft an 
hundred Thouiand of them flain, amongft which 
were twenty Lords of geat Cokifideration, with the 
great Jdmhalo^ the Kingdom ; and, at the feweft, four 
thoufand Soldiers ma^cred in Paris. Henry did nt/c 
periih on that unhappy J^'^y, but he was very near 
Death*; and the King having call'd him, thus fpake to 
him, with an angry Tone and fierce Countenance, 
Henrys thou art alit'e buaufe I miouldfpare thee, but I 
luill not /pare tbee^ if thou perjijl in thy Herefie ; Cbu/e 
'^ne of thefe t-iuo Things either the Mafs or Death. Jf 
thou knoweft not what the Ma/s is, I will (hew thee 
•in another Letter. This Prince chofc to go to Majl, 
rather th.in to lofe his Life ^ and therefore publiclcly 
abjured the Religion he profeflcd. Thefe two old 
Alen affirm, tliat Nero or Caligula s Court, was never ' 
corrupted as that of France was then. No People 
were more in Fafhion than Bufibons 4 and never did 
the worft ^art of Debaucheries fo abound. Sorceries, 
{mpoyfonings, Ailafiinadons, and all other forts cf 
Crimes, were permitted »in fach a manner, that ail the 
Laws and good Order feemed to be overtkrown. 'T\m 
.not known, whether the King of Na<uarr c too\L^^\i\i 
ioraer Religion throqgh Policy^ or loxae Conv^UStiViD^

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faw amongft the Catholics ; however, he retam'd ioine 
time after to Cahnnifm^ whcreunto he was fo obAi- 
nately adduSled, that having lived feveral Year» in this 
J!p^, he was forced to oiFer great Violence to himfelf* 
to enjoy peaceably the Kingdom of Franct^ and accom- , 
modate himielf with the rope of Romt^ and to make 
ag^ publick PrfoeiTion of the Roman Religion. 

Never any Prince more loved Women than he did*' 
This Pailion prevailed over him Idl the Days of his 
Life ; and there were two different Natures obferva- 
ble in his Peribn, an invtTtcihU Courage in the Field; 
'^mmlfucb a Paffion fir Womtn^ as made him he ofitnfips 
ft nueep amotigji them. He has had greater Weakneflb 
than Hercules, and he gloried in them. He challenged 
the bravefl Man in all France, the Duke of Gmfe, to a 
fingle Fight ; but the King interpoied his Authority tt) 
hinder the Combat. 

This King performed an Adlion during his Youth, 
which our Der^ifes would have certainly 'ki down in 
their Regiflers as greatly remarkable. On a certain 
Day wherein he was to light a pitch'd Battel, being on 
Horfeback in the midil of his Army, he made publick 
Reparation to a young Woman whom he had defloW" 
red, and fpake in thefe Terms : I have forced this H'o- 
man you fee here, and ufed treats tjohen Entreaties ivould 
not Irirtg her to my Lufi. Let all that bear me, detef 
the bad Example I have given, jind as for your Part, 
nvhom I have thus nxjronged, chufe an Hushund, and rh 
ieivefrom me fuch a Portion^ as may feem infomt fort 
an /{mends for the Injury 1 have di,ne you. 

It feems as if this fo laudable an A6\ion wa<^ appro* 
ved of by Heaven : For having immediately hereupoA 
given Battel, he overthrew a mighty Army with a few 
Troops. 

The Ladies, who bore Henry no Ill-will for his Ten- 

dernefs to their Sex, greatly interefted themfelves ii 

tke Af&irs of War, wherein this Prince v«as always

§0 a Provcrbf which tafted a ^reat while.1^rhere be-

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War ; this War was caUed Ihi Ladies War. 1 his 
Prince had been in fo m^ilf Fights, that I believe one 
may truly fay in thjH^ticular, never any Prince came 
near him : For whoever in one Day was io two Bit- 
aels« and came off* vi£torious ? 

King CharUs IX. dying daring this time, the ^mem- 
Mother Tent for her other Son in great Diligence, who 
had been elected fome Mmtj before Kin^ of Pgland^ 
by the Death of Sigifmund Juguftus. *Tis (aid, that 
dbarJij^s Succeflbr hairing been advertifed of the Death 
of the King hislBrother, fled in the Night from Cr^- 
€ovia only with two Peribns who were his Confiuei Cs, 
and jretired to Fenice ; and 'tis (aid that the Courtezans 
of this fiamofts City, ^afliired the Cro-zvn to our H^nry ; 
.for having been inledted with the Diftemper which 
the Fre/Kh csill the Neqfolkan Dijea/e^ and other Na- 
tions the French Fox, he became incapable of having 
Children to perpetuate the Crown in the Branch of 
Vaioi^. 

A^er his Death, which was violent and perpetrated 
by a Cbriftian Der/vife^ Henry III. dying without an 
Heir, and his Throne being fought by different Pre- 
tenders, Henry y to whom alone his Birth had given 
Hight, became Mafter of it by his Patience ,* His Fa- 
tigues in War, and his Courage, made him vanquifii 
all Obftacles. He maintain*d his Right with an unpa- 
rallePd Valour, and carried himfelf with the greatefl 
Prudence ; yec, his greatefl SncceiTes are owing to 
the Greatneb of his Heart. He met ibmetimcs wiUi 
Di&dvantage, but oftener came out Conqueror from 
jJt 'Engagements ; and 'tis obfervable, he was the 
iprooder after the Battels won, becaafe Jie had before 
appeared extraordinary familiar with the Soldiers who 
'hjid helped him to win them. He was wont iobt x^* 

..ten in has Stables to fee hisI;^orfes4 and often flept 
amongft thefe Creatures, whom he termed his mofl 

\ faithful Courtiers. How difHcuIt foever the Way was

He reduced the Inhabi- 
tants of this Capital oi' the Kingdom, to live on the 
moft abje^ Meats one can imiginr, after they had con- 
fumed the RatSy Mice> Dogs and Cats which were for 
fome time the greateft Delicacies the bed People of the 
Town could meet with. But he was, for all this, (af- 
ter he had given feveral A (faults) forced to raife the 
Siege, and accommodate himfelf with the Pri/ice, who 
commands all the Prie/s among the CatboUcks ; and 
he again renounced Cahmifm wherewith he was in- 
fef^ed, and which ferved as a Pretence to his Enemier. 
He was crowned in thefaiile manner his'other Predecef- 
fors had been before him. He began to govern hisKiog- 
dom, ruined by fo many War, Pillages and Cbncd' 
lion* made by all forts of People, and fo repaired it by 
his good Government, th.it he was foon in a Condition 
to cmbelliib it He built feveral magnificent Bridges, 
raifed Hately Edifices, and forgot nothing which might 
re-eflabli(h thofe good Orders which the Xicentioumcis 
of the Times had overthrown. 

But what this King defigned againd us, as foon as he 
was fettled on the Throne, will appear at the fame 
time to thee both dreadful and admirable. As foon as 
ever he had made a general Peace u ith his Enemies, 
he laid the Foundations of t.e moil Heroick Defign 
that ever Man invented, wherein he (heued himfelf 
not inferior to the firft of tlic C^r/an, nor the Conque- 
ror of JJta, 

He undertook to overthrow all the Monarchies of 
the World, to give a new Face to all the Affairs of 
It, and to dcftroy, in a (libit time, the Empire of the 
Ottomans, But before he began fuch a great Enter- 
prize, he was ibr paying *11 the Debts of the Cmvn^ 
und his own in paittailar *, which amounted all loge-

He was for dividiog fthrtfietubm into fifteen eqoal 
Dominations, five of which .(hould obey Kings that 
were fo by SucceJJiny and fix to be fubfrd to Kings 
tbac were EleSi^ts and the four lemaiQing fhould be 
Itepuhlicks. 

fiy this Divifion he left the P^pe the Countries be» 
longing to the Cburcb^ and added thereunto the Eling- 
dom of Napiiit with the Homage of Sicily^ and the 
greateft part of lutly^ modeird into a Refut/ick ; with 
Obligation to give the Pope every Year a Golden Cru- 
etfiXf and four thoufand S^qutns. Only Vtnice was left 
in the Condition *twas in, with its Laws and Culloms. 
Bot there were allotted to this Republick^ Kingdoms and 
Iflesy which were to be taken from us in the Arcbipe- 
kt^Ot with an Homage to the ^fffust IVelate, of an Am- 
baiSy to Jdfs his Feet ; and at the End of tytry twenty 
five Years» a fmali Statue of Gold, reprefencing St. Pe- 
tiTi wham they term God's Vicar on Eartb, 

FUuukrs fhoold make a Ripublick with the reft of the 
Ltw^Comntries^ which would be a Lofs for the Spa- 
maris ; and to this Republkk fhould be added ibme of 
the Neighbouring States, 

ThtFrancbt Co^te^ Alfatiay Tirol znd franti, were 
added to the Dimcraiical State of the SiMjfesy with the 
Homage every fifteen Years of a Hunting Dog, with 
a golden Colhu- about his Neck fiiftened to a Chain of

This Emperor fhould- be obliged to renounce the

France y England^ Spain j Poland^ S^uedelandttnd Den' 
ff'/ftk, fliould not change their Form of Government^ 
when for the general Al^irs, thefe Kingdoms were to- 
be fubjed to the Univerfal Refuilicii of which the Pope 
H-as to be the Head. 

'i'hings thus eflablifhed» Henry was to be the Um^ 
pire of Cbrifitndom, to dedde ail Diilerences which 
might happen between the aforefaid Princes and States, 
with fifteen Perfons chofen frcm amongft the moft 
i'^imous for Leammg and Arms, which could be found 
''imong thefe fifteen Denominations .* and, befidesthde 
t ere was to be eftablifhed a Gnai Council, confiilingof 
fi;ty oiher Perfons, for all the Di&rence^ which mighik 
.;pten in all the Kingdoms and Republicks, between 
c ole who govern'd them ; and this great Affem* 
by ihould make their Refidence in the capital City, 
Home. 

Every State was to be obliged to farnifh a certain 
Kumber of Troops, and Sum of Money> to make War 
againft the Turks : and the Bufmfc^ of Poland and 
Sxvedeland fhould be, to make War together againft 
the Mufiwites and Tartars. There were afterwards 
ahree Generals, to be choien by common Confent for 
the conquering of Afia^ One for the Sea, and Two 
for the land; And three hundred thoufand Foot 
entertained, with one hundred and £fty thoufand 
Horfe, and four hundred Pieces of Cannon; and 
the Naval Army was to confifi of an hundred and 
fifty VefTels, and one hundred Gallies ; and a Fund 
was to be raifed for this, of an hundred Millions of 
Gold. 

This Treafurc was to be put into the Pope\ Hands ; 
lie of Malta wa$ to be the Siott-Wx^^ ^^ iWTVvtt^ 
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belonging to the Sea, the*Porc of AfeJ^ns the Arfenal 
of the Gallies, and the City of Meiz one of the princi- 
pal Magaadnes for the Land Forces. 

All the ChriftioH Princes were to be obliged to leiTen 
their ordinary Expences, and to contribute to this great 
Defign according to their Ability. 

I'here were to have been feveral Spies in Conftanti* 
noplt in the Habit of Greeks^ who were perfedlly skill 'd 
in the Eafteru Languages, to obferve the Motions of 
our Empire. .* And befides thefe, forty* refolute Men , 
who were at a certain Time and Signal to fet Fire to 
the Seradio and ArienaU and feveral other Quarters of 
the Town. 

There was found in this Hero\ Clofet, af:er his 
Death, a Memorial ^xxxxen with his own Hand, wheie^ 
in he hadahready markM twelve AmbaiTadors ibr feve* 
ral Places in Chrijiendom, for the negotiating of Co 
great an AiFiir; and the Pope, RepublUk ot -Veftice^ 
and Duke of ^a<v^ had been already acquaince4 with 
it. 

In the mean time, this King hid an Army already 
of forty thoufand' Foot, with eight thoufand Horle ; 
and he was, under Pretence of vifiting the Frcntiers 
of Fianders^ thence to begin the Execution of his Pro- 
jjcfl, afH:ming that as to his own Part he had no other 
Pretenfion but the Glory of delivering Cbriflianiij from 
the Tyranny of thefe Barbarians. 

*Tis faid, he apply*d himlelf for ten Years together, 
in fearching the means to make his Projedt take ; he 
gave great Penfions to the Cardinals at Rome^ and in 
Germany to feveral OfHcers ; and he had in France^ be- 
fides the Troops I have already mentioned, four 
thoufand Gentlemen, who were (o devoted to him,* 
that they were ready to mount oii Horfeback on the 
Icafl Order from him. 

He had already fifteen Millions in the Bajiile ; and 
he that had the Superintendency of his Treafure, prq- 
mifed to add thereunto, in lefs than three Years, 
forty more Millions, without toochin^ x\i<& tn^vcAr|,

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I have no Knowkdee of the Manner how he woold 
•livid e the Eflaies of the Suitan^ But Henry was af&£- 
finated jiift as he iK'as r&idy to leave Paris ^ to begin 
ib great a Wcrk ; being killed, in his Coach, in the 
/rnis of his moil faithful Courtiers : And the fatal 
S roke which carried him cut of the World, delivered 
f I e Empire of the true Believers : This Empire, whofe 
Throne is fo high that it reaches up 'to the ^rft Heee- 
VI Tty whence it fcares the Infititls, and fecures the good 
y.uJfuhrMn from the Infults of the Chrifiiam, 

One of thefe old Men I mentioned, has afliired me, 
>c heard the King fpeak thefe following Words fome 
i^ays before his Death: / fiall ntmer go out of th'u 
^onjtsn : / knc^} not ijcbat nuitb- holds me : Iflsall ne^ver ac- 
oomfltjh nvhat I defign^ never Jee the DefiruQion of Con« 
rtantinople ; for 1 am told by Jfrologers, I fball he kiiietf 
in a Coach. I muft then always go on Foot, and ne«oer 
J ir out of Paris. 

Sr.ch was the End of thw Prince, fo highly yenera*- 
tcd by the French. He was really a Man of great OiUr 
TTge f.nd great Penetration ; and fo much the greater, 
ill tfat he regarded the Deftrudion of the Ottoman 
Empire, as one of the difiiculteft Things in the Worlds 
&ti^ truly, no other Prince did that Honour to Maho-- 
frM nor his SuccefTors. But yet not finding his own 
Forces fafficient to invade and deilroy the Turkijh Em- 
pire, he invented a chymerical Project to find Pofiibi* 
Ik^ in a Thing which ever appear'd impoffible. 

Jn the very Moment I am writing, I have received 
tertain News of my Ruin. If I be not taken off thtt 
time ar Petris^ I fhall perhaps be mere, fortunate than 
ever, and more fuccefsfully and fully ferve our Great 
Emperor, whofe Clemency is equal to his Grandeur, 
and who is above all the Powers on Earth. Cardinaf 
IRichl^eu has fent for me to come to him r I therefore 
finifh this Letter in hafle, which perhaps'will be the 
lad I write, being greatly afraid I am dxfcovered. If 
my Fear be vain, 1 ihall learn thee in another Letter^ 
the moft remarkable Events of Henrf% Life.

great Tcmm muhen Injtjasm Child \ and that nr^ FatUr 
and Mo.'hcr nvere then in Slavery, My Fathtr is deadg 
and my Motbtr is wtarritd again t9 a Chriftian Greek : 
lundtrftand Arabick and Torki(h« and am perfeSfy 
skiltd in tie Scboel Greek. What do you mean by Schm 
Greek ? replied the Cardinal. It is different from the 
Vulgar Greek, anfwer^d 1» ^hich is fo *corrnpted^ that 
learned People *will not give them/elves the ironble te 
nndirfiand it. He afterwards bade me go into a little 
Clofet, where T fhdutd find one of hin^'Secarttaries, wha 
would need my Help; where I had no iboner entcr'd^ 
but the Secretary piefented irte with a Tnrkijh Mano- 
fcript, to turn into Latin or Italian^ if I coold not do . 
it into French, I immediately tranflated iviiito Latin^ 
and will now inform thee ^wiie Minifter, and Gover- 
nor of the great Empire of the true Faithful) of the 
Cbntenu of it. 

The Chrifiian Jkrvifes^ called in France CordeUePSy 
keep, as thou knoweft, in Jerufakmy the Sepokhre of 
their Mfffias^ by a Privilege which Zelim the Conque- 
ror of Palefiine granted them. Thefe Reli^ous have 
neither Peace nor Truce with the Greek Chrifiianst 
and they have fuch Differences. together, as are of ill 
Confequence to all ; they periecute one another with- 
out ceafing, and fpread abroad mod .jsitter Satires a- 
gaioll each other. Each Party makes ill Reports to 
his Superior of that which is oppofite, and mixes among 
ibme Trath, a great many Lyes and abfurd Stories, 
But it appears to me, that the Greeks^ who naturally 
love Cabals, and have the Reputation of great R<h 
mancers, are more dextrous than their adverle parqr to 
do Klifchief. 

The Chrifiian Dervifes, have reprefented a great 

many things to this Cardinal, to authorize their Pre- 

tenflons againft the Greeks^ by means of the French Am- 

baffador. They not only reproach the Greeks with 

feveral Injuftices and Violences, but accuk the Cadr% 

of Cruelty and > Tyranny, and the Soldiers which 

gjKard Jiru/aUm^ of imuppoitaWe E3ca£Uons.

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plaints be on juft Groimds : For they affirm , their Pa- 
tience is beyond the Cruelty Of the Officers thou em- 
ployed ; yet, that they can no longer fuffi^r the Inib- 
kncies which are now put on them, and are on the 
point of hazarding all by a Stroke of Defpair. It does 
not belong to me to be Advocate in the Behalf of 
thofe who are fubmitted to thy Authority, and efpe- 
cially of thole who ought to bear the Yoke of the Ma* 
bometansi but 'tis the Duty of Mahmut, thy Crea- 
tttre, to inform thee of the true Circumftanoes- of Af- 
fairs which come to his Knowledge. Yet, if the Op- 
preffion of the Der^vi/ej be h great as they make it, 
thou that art the true light which enlightens the Em- 
pire of the Faiih/Uy and fcattereil the Darknefs of it, 
thou wilt, not permit thofe that live under the poblick 
Faith to be opprefsM ; and that four wretched Greth 
ihall be the CSeiuIc of fuch Diforders as may happen in 
Pa/ejlme, the Complaints of which have reached the 
Ears of the greateft Princes in Europe^ and to whom 

. fuch Things may give falfe Ideas of the Government 
of thofe who are chofen by God to command all the 

• World. Invincible Baffa^ I have difcovered the true 
Circumilances of this Amur, ih the Turki/S^ Manufcript 
which Cardinal Richlieu^s Secretary has put into my 
Hands. I have fully difcover*d the falfie Reafbningt 
•f the Armnians and Greehf who by common Con* 
Tent have offered iev6ral Things to the mod Venera- 
ble Mufti, which 1 am (bre. thou wilt not approve of; 
for they make moil wretched Excufes, to colour over 
their Perfidioufhefs. They fay the Romanifis ought to 
be ill ttfed, on purpofe to get rid of them from Pqle- 
fiine, being like the Jeivsj bitter Enemies in their 
Hearts to the Welfare of the Empin : That the Time 
of the Privileges granted by Zelim and his Sacceifors 
is expired ; and that moreover, *tis a great Imprudence 
to fuffi:r Pilgrims to conie over from diilant Countries* 

. who under Pretence of viiiting the holy Sepulckrt^ and 
<^her Places, which Superftition has confecrated in P«- 
Ufiint, come to tipy the Afiions of the Turks « t»scB^^ 
th^Form oTtAeirCoveraunenty x&\ \h«^l?^a»») ^^ 
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meafure the Roads tnd Ports whkh they poflSefi on the 
Seas, viluch may prove of difmal Confeqaenoe to the 
Honour and Intereft of the Otfrnam Empire. 1 can- 
not iiiibrm thee how this Me/mir cane into RkbUei^i 
Handsy but it was either fold or intercepted at ConftM- 
tiuofli^ where it was addrefTed. However, 1 mutt not 
forget to tell thee one Remark whick this Miniiier 
Blade, whence thou may'ft gueft, whether he reslbn'd 
like a wife and prudent Man ; IVere I, (ays he, tl^ 
Sultanas cXnff MiMer^ 1 flmuli have added Priviltg 
to Pri'vi/ige, to the Monks Cordeliers, not onfy heanjt 
Juftice remtires it, hut by reafom of tie Adwmtage *whkh 
might redound thet ehy totbeTxxxKS, I ivould make the 
If^s to Jeruialem eaj^ to all PeofU : Iiioouid leffen the 
7rilute ; the Pilgrims Jhould he 'wellufid, the Chrifli- 
ans tn general^ as nuell as the Cordeliers ; mtd I*umU 
Jeverefy funijb the Officers and Soldiers ivho guard Pile* 
ilJne, and the facred Places, if thej didother^i/e. And 
then turning himfelf towards me ; Does it not appear 
to thee, fays he, that the hefi nvay to enlarge a King*- 
dsm^ is, to procure it an Advantage tvbifh en creajes th 
Numher of its Suhjeffs? *Tts not enou^ that the Prina 
fiews the Ornaments of his Principality \ he muft fiew 
alfo the prince, otherwife he ivill ie like the Philofopfaer 
*who was brought into Herod*/ Pre/ence i 2 do not fie, 
fays the King, any thing el/e hut the Beard and Ckak tf 
a Philofopher. If the Turks do as the Scythians, whcis 
they made themfehves Mafiers of Athens, they nmlldo bet- 
ter ; for they nvould not hum the Books nvhich nvere |«- 
thir'*d together in this famous Tofwn, alledging. That thi/e 
nvho applied themfehves to Study, nkcre not ivont to do any 
great hurt. If the Chrillians meditate on Deaths in *th 
fiting and honouring the Sepulchres; the MuflulmaiM 
fhould confider, that if they make War againf them, 
they have only to do niith contrite and penitent Perjonsy 
^jfbo *will therefore he the more eafily defeated^ 

And this is a faithful and exad Account of the Cotar 
verfation I had with this chief Miniller of State.

Francis I. King of Frana, having made an Alliance 
with Si/ymah II. he inferted in his T^atj an Article,, 
which coniirm'd the aforefiud Privileges, which were 
fince (blemnlf lenew'd, till Amuratlfk Time, who is 
now on the Throne of the Miffmlmant^ (an happy Em- 
peror, and Mailer of the Univerfe, for whofe lake abne 
the Sun enlightens the £arth) and confirms what his 
Predeceflbrs had done in Favour of the Cbriftian Ro- 
man Dirnxifes, whom he has maintainM without any 
Regard to the vain Prctenfions of the Greeks and Ar- 
nteniansy in their lawful Pofleflions of Cahary^ the 
Grotto of Bithlthemf "^Tid. the two little Mountains 
thereunto belonging ; and granted to them the keep- 
ing of the Stone on Which toeir Saviour Chrifl was em- 
balm'd, as well as that of the two fmall Domes covered 
with Lead, nnder which is the holy Sepulchre, 

Thy humble Slave Mahmut has an nnpleafant Task 
impofed on him by this French Minifter. He defiled 
me to give him iome Memoir in general of what jI 
know, and bad me not wonder at hu Curiofity : it be- 
ing his Maxim, to make Friendlhip with all Strangers 
of Merit, whereby he has leamM feveral important 
Matters, and diicevei^d Secrets of great Importance; 
and that it lay in my Power to oblige him greatly, in g|« 
thig him an exad Account of the forces of the Ottoman 
Smpire, and where they lay moft opeato beattic^sf^^ 
I anfwer'd him my oiodefUy, diat m'^ 'fiiQ&iie^\i&* 
AfS only JO &y thy BnvHny^ he cooUlviX c»efeQL»a 
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great Capacity from me in thefe Matters. He fimJiag^ 
bad me try what I could do in that Matter ; yet how- 
ever, he would not lay any thing upon me which might 
make me oneafy ; adding, that tho* he were a Carar* 
nal and a Prieft, yet he knew fbmething more than Pi- 
vinity, and that feveral Rairum Prelates haiL made Wat 
.with great Succefs from St. Piterh Chair. In fine. ^ 
could not but promife to gratify him ; and thou da^^ 
know in due Time, how I difcharg^ my felf; ^ 
I Stall rather part with my lAk, i&n z€t cottaBry^ 
my Allegiance. However, I muft avoid giving J:^^ 
Caufe to fufped me, and acquaint thee aloae witli^ ^ 
Conferences 1 have had with him.

They never fpeak the Truth* 
but when 'tis to deceive ; they are ever Liars, and 
there's no Impiety or Sacrilege at which they will 
fcruple ; and thefe (ame CbriftUns afiirm, th^ wUl 
commit one time or other, fome horrid Crinae in our 
great Imperial City ; being the ^urks concealed Ene- 
mies, tho' they put great Confidence in them : And 
that we are willing to be deceived by themi . I have 
written to Carcoa^ to fend me fpeedily fome Affidance \ 
and 1 have been forced to borrow Money of this fiuae 
Eiiaclnm^ that Traytor who has brought me into the 
Condition I am in. He could not deny me, though 
he pleads (\\kt a Rogue ai he is) extreme Poverty. 

This Trick which has been put upon me, will oblige 
me henceforward to keep a Valets but I wUl take one 
fo little, that no Man (hall reproach me with chufing 
tnucbo( an iV/ Thing. Abandon not the poor MahtmUt 
who prays God that he would give thee all forts of 
Profperities, and make thee live in perfeft Health I 
And wi{hes that all the Monarchs of the Infidel Na- 
tions may become Slaves to the Sultan^ who ihall be 
ever invincible f And that their Riches may incveafe 
the Treafure thou guardell.

Several of his Courtiers named him, 

like the firft Cafar^ All Womem Husband i becaufe *tv^s 

believed* he never iaw any that he ^ncied* but he 

obtained her. He had fourteen Children, ^\ by the 

Queen, and the others by four of his Miflrefies. She 

who was called the Beautiful Gabrielle^ of the Family 

of Efiee^ ieem*d to have more Power on his Heart 

than all others ^ he often carried her about with him 

in his Army, and to the Places he befieged in Perfon. 

Henry was wont to fay, 'Twas as difficult to know how 

to love well, to prepare a Feaft, and to dance at the 

&me time agreeably, as to draw up an Army for Battel, 

confiding of feveral Nations. 

And when he was more advanced in Years, he fald, 
he loved Dancing, for it made him appear young ; he 
k>ved Play, for it (hewed he could be angry ; and La- 
dies, becauie he faid, he believed a Man ought to love 
all the Days of his Life. 

He was fo impatient at Phiy when he loft, that he 
ietmcA to be as much concerned at the Lofs of an 
hQndred Crowns as at the taking of a City from him. 

H« often difguifed himielf like a Peaikntj to approach 
his Millrefs without being known ; and he has often 
carried on this Humour to that degree, as to drive 
AiTes laden with Fruit, and fometimes carry a Tr«fs 
.of Hay on his Shoulders. 

When he was peaceably fettled inhb Kingdom, he 
(aid to thofe who were his greateft Intimates, That ht 
that grew weary at DifHculties, did not delerve thofe 
Thing? which might be acquired without Trouble. I 
iaw my felf a Kifig, faid he, without having a King- 
dom, an Husband without a Wife, a Captain without 
Soldiers, and liberal without having any I'hing to give. 
I have had, in fine, a Kingdom, Children in lawful

^ 4i icxeral Million. 
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Tliis Prince has been wounded (everal times, lut re* 
ceived three Wounds ia the W^rs, and three others oa 
his Throne, in the Calms of I'e^ce. '1 he Adioos 
which have gained him mod Glory, have* beeo the 
v. inning of (bur Battels, whence he came out C.m- 
qierorp having very fevv Troops, ani his Eoemy ha- 
ving very numerous Armies i the general Pea::c heg^vc 
to Europe ; the Reconciliation of the Ftuetitau with the 
Latin Church, which had excommunicated them; and' 
the great Proje^ I fpakc to thee about in my forego* 
ing Letter. 

The Pope*% Nuncio having one Day ask'd him how 
Jong he bad made War ? His Anfwer was, AJI the Dofs 
of my Life j and my Armies ha*ve never had any tthir 
General but myjdf. He u-as feen once for forty Hours 
together on llorieback, and he led at that time an uh- 
happy Life, yet he bore up with inviocibie Courage, 
which made his Soldiers call him the King of Im^ 
At the fame time he held a Morfcl of coarfe Bread ia 
one hand, he would with the other form on the 
(jround xhe L)tf:gn of an Entrenchment ; and whea 
he wcuJd fheN^ his Friends the*finell Gallery of his 
Palace, he would at the fame time lead them down 
into his Stables to fee his Hordes. He was wont to 
iay, 7hat a King ^vho <u;cuid reign happily ^ mufi M§t /* 
a.11 Things luhich be may. He had fuch a Greatnefc of 
Mind, and was {q merciful, that he pardoned thoSe 
who confpired aginft his Life. He (hewed oft to 
thofe that \yere about him, a Soldier that was a Stran- 
ger, and had wounded him in a Battel, whomliiBre- 
compcnfed fordoing his Duty, and made him one tf 
ills Ciuards. 

'i'hough he was not learned, yet he read Books of hii 
J^eligion, and took a fingular Pleafure in Hiftory, and 
convfding with learned Men. Heiringonc Night the 
Annals of France, and being almoft half afleep in his 
Bed, he had his Reader continje his Reading, for he 
Would flecp no more that Night.

Hunter, having a Leafh of Dogs, and faid thefe Words 
to him in a difmal Tone ; ExfeQ me, andhtar me, re 
put and ammd thy Life ; doji thcu under fi and mt ? Thou 
may'ileafi^y btlievp, this Fijian did noi a iictie difturb 
him. Yet he was mere tioubled at vvhati Peaiant 
one Day told him, who Ipake to him wiih great Free-

in the Ports of Provence and Languedoc, to retire inta 
J flick, I cannot call to mind that Time, without be- 
wailing the Lofs of ^ Million of PeHbns, who perifh*d 
by divers Accidents and Miferies. 

After a Battle, wherein Henry ran a great Hazard, he 
faid. He had aft en fought for Victory, but at this time 
he fought for his Life, 

He had ufed more Boots than Shcoes ; and he vauntr 
ed he had been lefs Time in Bed, than the Duke of 
Mayenne had been at Table ; this latter comaiandiog 
then the Army of the League. 

This King defired to be thought a real Father to his 
Subjedls ; he theretore applied himfelf in fearching the 
Means of redrefling the infamous Abufcs of the Bar; 
but he advanced not much in the Bufmefs, whatever 
Care he ufed { it being impoifible for him to bridle the 
Co\'etoufnefs of the Lawyers, and to hinder the Length 
of Suits, or correft the Jrjuftice o^ Judges^ to le&ye-;-' 
nothing to be done by his Succcffors, He feemed to'* 
be m.u^ ^uble4 ps^^y tiin&s^ v;Wti\w^ ^^q^m^ qH ^^m^ , 
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kind of Things, in that there was in Paris more 
Courts and Lawyers, than ift a]l the vaft Empire of 
the Turks ; his Deiign being« after the Example o^ the 
hluffitlmansy to make all Suits, which were everlaHin^ 
by the Knavery of the Lawyers, to be decided in three 
• Days. And he therefore defigned alfo to blirn the 
Books of all thoie who had written infinite Comment 
taries on this Subject ; which ferved only to ruin the 
People, and cauied oftentimes* amongft Relation, 
Friends, and Neighbours, fuch Broils, as may be faid 
do do more Mifchief than a Civil War. He affirmed, 
that in imitating herein the Jurks^ he fhould ufe his 
Subjects as his real Children, and hinder them from 
devouring one another; that he would caufe (harp 
Nails and Razors tabe faften'd to the Seats where the 
Judges (at, that thofe who fufFered themfelvc&to be 
corrupted, might iit thereon ; And indeed in this Par- 
ticular, I cannot but wonder at the Chrijlians Blind* 

We iee oftentimes, decided in one only Campt-'gn,^ 
iki'Sffierences of two great States; but a Suit in Lavir 
for twenty Sequins, (hall often laft a Man's whole Life, 
aad perhaps be entailed on his Heirs. 

But hear a remarkable Example of the Sincerity of 
this Sovereign. There were who would have per- 
suaded him C9 have apprehended the Duke of «SViawy»who 
came to Paris to terminate fome Differences he had 
with him He anf\ver*d thofe that advifed him» with 
this. That Francis the Firft, §nt of bis PnJeceJorSf bad 
tat^ht him^ a Prince 'was more obliged to do ivbatbe baJ

A Captain of great Reputation having faid, ^liattht

One Day a Taylor prcfenting him wkh a Book of 
Folitich^ he faid to the Chancellor , who was there pre* 
fent : Monfieur Chancellor, cut me out a Suit of Cloathsv 
here's a Taylor *who tmderftands your Traae^ and telh 
me hc*w 1 fi?all gon)ern my Kingdom. 

One Day, when the Fope\ Nuncio was at a great 
Feaft, where there were between twenty and thirty 
Ladies of great Beauty, he told this Prelate, H> ^^^

Nothing feems more agreeable than the Anfwer he 
made to the Provoft of the Merchants of Paris, who 
was urgent with him to confent to an Itnpoft, which 
was to be laid on the Fountains of the Town, to fur- 
jiiih the Expences of forty Deputies of Sivitzers, who 
came into France to renew their ancient Alliance 
with this Kingdom ; and his Anfwer was, That this 
Xlagiflrate fhould ^nd fome other Expedient, than to, 
change Water into Wine ; which was a Miragle tJhi 
Jjever any body wrought but Jefm Chrifl ; who is, ,# ;: .

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^wiixers love Wine above all things in the World, and 
that not without Reafon. 

This Prince went to the Wars at the Age of fifteen, 
and at feventeen kill'd an Enemy, and in the Year foU 
lowing he faved the Life of one of his Captains, and 
had his Horie kiird under him. He was in five Bat- 
tels, and in more than an hundred Combats, and at 
the Siege of above two hundred Places. He fiiftainM 
feven different Wars, in which his Enemies acknow- 
ledged, that he had fifty five Armies upon him at Icve- 
ral Times, and in different Places, and always obuin'd 
fome coniiderable Advantage. 

Thofe that have given him the Term of Greai^ have 
given him his true Name. He was highly efteemed by 
all Nations ; and thou knowefl very well, that our .Sul- 
tans, tho' the mightieft Monarchs in the Univerfc^ liave 
admired this great Princess Fortune and Valour* 

Above fifty Hiftorians have written his Life i above 
bft hundred FoeU have publiih'd his Praiies. 

1 will leave thee at prefent the Liberty of coT^rarlrg 
this King with thofe whom thou wilt chufe ficn a- 
mongft the Heroes. 

If Mahomet XL has not done more than him, he may 
be compared to him in warlike A6tion9, with this Dif- 
ference, That King Henry conquerMthe Gauls who 
were of his Patrimony, and Mahomet conquer'd twelve 
Kingdoms and an Empire, becaufe jjhe was perfuaded 
that all the Earth belonged to him. Hemy fubdued the 
City of Parisy and Mahomet made himfclf Mailer of 
Conjlantinople. 

The King of Franee left an infinite Number of 
Marks behind him of his Grandeur, on Marble, and in 
the Writings of famous Authors; and Mahomet left 
only on his Tomb, thofe which ihewed what he had 
dcfigned to 'execute, but never could do it; which 
was, to take Rhodes j and fubdue proud Italy, 

We muft alfo acknowledge, there was never found 
in any Mahometan Prince, the admiTab\e Ofimcxff:^ ^K 
H^Mry, (hewing himfelf herein greater OwMi Va nvn 
qoiOdBg Ms Enemies ; Contrary to I^Wbonwt* ^^

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cwcd only great Kindneis to an Ox, whom he caaied 
to be carefully fed, becaufe he woald never forfake 
the Tomb of his Mailer, whom that Prince had kiird, 
abiding always by it, and cxprefling liis Sorrow by 
horrible Bellowings. On all other Occafions 1 e wu 
very cruel ; far from the Humour of this French King, 
whri heaped Benefits on thole who drew Blocd of him. 
lilAfmut, by a barbarous Cruelty, caufed the Bellies of 
c vcnty of his innocent Pages to be npt open, to dif- 
€o\'er him thad had eaten a Melon in ius Garden* 

Hfiry was a groat Lover of Ladies, and an extreme 
y\dmiicr of that Sex ; and Mahomet^ jealous of the 
ijo great Beauty of his Midrefs, cut cffher Head him* 
leif in a full Divan. And farther, if Mahomet gave in 
the Eaft a great Example of Juilice, in puttmg hit 
own Son to Death, for deflourirg the Daughter of the 
Saja Acbmet in a Bath ; Hinry gave a greater in his 
own P«rfon, in repairing at the Head of his Army, 
the Outrajge ofier*d to a young Girl, frooi whom he 
could not fear any vexatious Confequencts. 

Be fure, however, to be filent m thefe Judgments I 
make, and (hew thy felf difcreet, if thou intended to 
hold any Correfpondence with me. 

Imitate the.Bees ; gather from fb many Flowers pre- 
fented the, wh;)t appears to thee fwectefl and moft 
proper to form Mufiapba^s Mind, and fupple his Spirit 
like Wax. 

I could relate to thee more Things touching thb 
Benry^ but there's no Neceffity of writing all ; that 
thou may 'ft have Space to imagine what fuch a Prince 
might have done, who had reeflabliihed his Fortune 
by his Valour alone. 

Let me know of thy Departure ; and when thou (halt 
arrive at the Place of thy Retreat, forget not thy faith- 
ful Friend Mahmut, who wifhes thou inay*(l prove an 
happy Tutor to the Son of a Prince, and a faithful Mi* 
ivilier of a wife Emperor.

BEfore I give thee an Account, Great and Magna- 
nimous Viuar^ of whatever I have done to faiL>fy 
iLc Cariofityot CatdinaA RicUieu, l^ccs^ obliged to tell 
t e; hpw J /pend my ki{ute iio\jxa. 
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. Tis impoffible I fhould obfcrve cxaftly the Motion^ 
of this Court without following it, and holdir ji; a Cor*, 
lefpondence with People of all forts,, as Trad I'e men » 
Soldiers, Scholars, Seamen, Politicians, and even Mu* 
iicians. 

The Court confifts of all thefe Profeffions, and there 
arc fomc particular Perfons, who are Mailers of all thefc 
Sciences, of which Number is Cardinal RUblieu, :Hc 
is not content with this his Knowledge, but feeks 
ftill for further Light in the Cbmmcrce of all Perfons 
of Merit who arrive here ; neglefting nothing which 
may enrich this Kingdom with new Difcoverics in Arts 
and Sciences, out of- Love to his Country, and Defirc 
to render his Minidry more famous. 

Thou feell by this, invincible Bafa, that to keep 
Company with Courtiers, who have fo many different 
Qualities, a Man mud have fome for his (hare that he 
may fay fomething in his Turn, and not be always a 
bare Hearer of other People's Difcourfe. 

For this Purpofe the particular Study, to which I ap- 
ply'd my felf whilft I was a Slave in Sicily^ does much 
help me, though not fufficiently. *Twas Books I read 
in this Ifland, not Men. Now, knowing my Bufmefi 
required much Diffimulations, an awakened M^nd, 
and cfpecially Prudence, Eloquence and Learning, to 
ijpeak properly on Occafions ; great Reading to obtain 
the Knowledge of ancient and modern I'hings ; a re- 
fined Policy, to difcover or conceal one^s ielf, and to 
counterfeit fometimes a mighty hone ft Man : Nothing 
1 fay, appeared to me more conducing to this Purpofe. 
than the turning over Hiflories ; and therefore I 
have earneilly applied my felf to this Work. And be- 
caufe few Books are not fufficient, and a great many 
breed Confufion, I happily got Ad million into the 
Acquaintance of an ancient Learned Man, whole Study 
conoids of none but choice Books, and hat travelled 
over moft Parts of the World ; not like Jpfolhmuf^ to^ 
learn the Languages of Birds and Bead^ *, \MfiC V^ Vu^ni^ 
^tCuftoms, Laws, Virtues, and DefeCt* «K "^^xvs^- 
/ was £r/l for informing my felf ot a\L t}c« "^tcj^^^":;* 
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which the God of the yfmu has done in Favoar ef that 
Angratefui People. 1 afterwaidt enquired into the Life 
and DcArine of the Meffias^ whom the Chriftians wor* 
(hip. I alfo look'd into what had been done confidera- 
ble at AthiTUy and Spartay Thehes, Rome, and Csirthagi ^ 
and carefully remark*d what Divimties were ador*d in 
rhofe fo famoas Places, and found that the great Philo- 
Ibpheis and Captains, who madefuch a Noi(e abost 
their Religions, had at Bottom none at all. Having 
mn over what the Chiiftians call the Old and Iftv) 
^efiamtnU the Hiflories of Jofefhus^ Xenophon, Pelf- 
UtiSf Thuciditesy Lhftus and Tacitus, my greateft ^p- 
plication has been, and ihall be for the future, to read 
and meditate on the Works of the great Phttarch, efpe- 
cially his Lives of illuftrious Greeks and Romans, related 
by him with lb great Exadnefs. And thus far I have 
arrived in this (hort Space, and here I have ilopt I 
have learn 'd» by the Reading of Plutarch, to amaie the 
Cardinal Kicblhu ; to whom 1 ofiered my(elf two Days 
ago, and have put into his Hands the following Dif- 
couife, made after the Manner of Chriftians, and have

It doth not belong to mi to fay in what manner Uis 
neceffaty on this Oeceffiin^ tofeparate them offeveral 
Nations, and to diftftbuti thefe Empbys : Tboti art

THERE are various DifGOurftt here of the Gr^nd 
Sigmof^s warlike Preparatk ns. And ^tis common 
for People to confound here, the ancient Bahjbn 
with Sufa and Bagdd ; but this is no great Matter, 
• Tis certain all the Infidels Wifhes are in thy Favour ; 
for they defire to fee thee Conqueror, net only of Ba- 
b)lor^ but all the Eafi ; that Amuratb may be lon- 
ger in his Return to Greece^ and chufe a Place far di- 
Itant from the Scat of his Empire. *Tis di.courfed in 
this Court, as if the invincible Sultan carries along 
with him to this War, four hundred thoafand Fcot, 
an hundred and fifty thoufand HoHe, and two han- 
dled Baffa^s; and moreover, twelve Princes Tributary 
to the Port, * 1 is alfo faid, Bagdet is a Place not to li 
won by Force ; that a River, the fwiftell in the World, 
runs through tlie midil of it ; and, that the Place hai 
an hundred Gates of Brafs, and v% Walls, which arc 
\try high, be defended by three hundred Pieces of 
Cannon ; that the Perjian Forces are great enough to 
tire out the Ottoman Army, and that the Example of 
Cha Abbas J Father to the Soph)/ who now reigns over 
the PerJianSf will increafe their Valour and ObllinagTi 
to fufFer ths grcateil Extremeiie?, rather than to thinlft 
of a Surrender. The rafh Refolution of this King jb- 
has, in the laft Siege of this great City, is (b cried up, 
and jniagnified here, that fcarce is there any Room left 
for the Praifes of Amurath. This Prince's pafiing and

•Wo hundi-ed thoufand Inrhs^ to advertile, in Per(bn# 
he Befieged of the Condition of Aifeirs, and to gi*C 
hem a frefh Courage, affuring them, they ihouldbe

'*fcrcwitii to- hinder Wm Vrum ^^\\w^^v«^ w^fcaft:^ 
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to the Hands of his Enemies ; was an A£Uon which 
they think is above all Ehgiums, and appears to them 
greater than Story could ever parallel. 'Tis faid, that 
this King carried in his Bark two great Stones faften^d " 
to one and the fame Cord, to put them on his Neck to- 
fink himfelf into the River, which was of an un^thom* 
lible Depth, in cafe he was difcovered. To which" 
they add. That Jf/turaih^ who can never have his Fill 
of Blood, will recom pence thy Services in the fame 
manner he did thy Predeceflbr's. 

Tbefe hifideU hold moreover other Dilconrfes, which' 
are very impertinent, confounding fuch Things as are 
true with falfe ; as tfusy do the Jultice and Liberality of 
the generous and erer invincible Sultan^ with the 
Cruelty and Avarice wherewith they reproach him. 'Tis 
(aid likewife, that xht Sequins which he diilributed the 
Day whereupon he was proclaimed Emperor, were not 
by one half, of the Value which was iet upon them :

TH £ Courier not parting till the Morrow, I make 
ufe of this fhort Time to write again to thee. 
Brifac^ as I have already given Advice, was taken by 
the Forces of France and Snvedelandi and the Duke of 
Weymary who comnands the Army, brags, that being 
become MaAer of this Place, wluch h» always been 
beiif ged in vain, he (hall take feveral others, there be- 
ing none which henceforward can reiift him. 

The Marelchal de Banmer, one of the Generals of 
the Sviedijb Armies, wearied out the Imperialtfts in 
Pomerania with continual Alarms. He took Grata, a 
coniiderable Place, and has beaten GalaSf one of the 
Em{>eror of Germany^ Generals : But Fortune haying 
changed her Cbuntenance, has favoured the Emperor 
tgaind the Troops of the Palatine^ who is taken Pri- 
ibner, with Prince Rupett l.is Brother, having been 
like -to be drowned in the River of We^^er^ whereinto 
he was drawn in his Ooach by his Horfes, who cook 
Fright at the Ncdie of the Cannon : And theie Unfor- 
tunate Princes have loft on this Occafion, with their 
Liberty, whatever was moft preciom to them. The 
Snvedes have, in the mean Time, incrraied their 
Strength, by the Conjunftion of new Troops : They 
made frequent Incuriions on the In^eriaRfts ; and 'tis 
thought this War will laft a coniiderable Time, by the 
great Preparations which ftfe made on all Hands^ a.t^d 
elpcciaWy hy the ^^ri^, ^to whoni Vt (ttlASk VCK^^vts 
ibMtjt/bould not end fpeolilv. 
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There is News from Itafy. That a Difcovcry has 
been made in Pieifiout^ of new Oi^k of the Pnnces of 
thieHoufeof Savoy ^ who defigned to put by the Da- 
chefs from her Regency, and make themfelves Mailers 
«f the Government, during the Minority of the jroung 
Duke. There is a Cardinal of this Name, an ambitir 
cnM Man. a great Lover of War and given to Libera- 
lity. He would fain have a chief Shore in the Go- 
vernment, anid be the Mafter of hit Nephow*s Fortune. 
This Cardinal lay conceaVd in the State of Genoa^ be- 
ing deathed in an H^bic little becoming his Chara- 
cter, and whence he.ient his Orders for the Execution 
vf -whatever he had concerted with his Partizans ; but 
the Cbnfpiiacy got Wind, and proved a blcody Tra- 
gedy Co his Accomplices. *Tis laid, that this Pnrce 
having twice difguisM himfelf in the Habit of a Pea- 
land, nad entered with a Bag of Fruit f>n his Back into 
one of the moft confiderable Towns of F'umcnty to 
give by his Preience more Heat to his Party ; ard 
that,' with a greater Boldnefs, he had entered into 
Tirr/ff, in the Habit of a Capuchin^ with a long thick 
Beard, and abode there two Days ; not with Defign of 
ridding himfelf of the Prince, or hl> Mother, but ta 
become Mafter both of the one acd the other, to govern 
the State alone. Bm the Confpiracy having been difco- 
veredy and the Accomplices feized, Fouricore of them 
were put to Death by the common Hangman ; and he 
efcaped by a new Stratagem. A Secretary of State of 
Sawoy is to be reckoned amongft this Number. Another 
Cardinal, who commands the Army of France, fent to 
the Affiiiance ef the Duke and Duchefs, had alio put tq 
Death the Govemour of Caza/, accufed of Treafon, 
tlbo* he was not fully convidted of it.

The greatefl Sin I. committed during the Courfe of 
fo long a Sicknefs, was the pretending to confels my 
felf to a C aft am DerqnSy as the Cbriftiam do in the 
j>rincipal Fealb, and when tliey are ready to die.

'Tis falfe News, I hope, yet however 
afierted with great Cbnfidence. The Arbiter of Hea* 
Ten and Earth confound all our Enemies, and give the 
Grand Signiar, and thy felf, a Life which knows no 
End, and attended with a Hapj^incit which cannot be 
^incrcaied.

Dana is yoi.ng, of a generous Temper, and in 
whole whole Deportment there is no Grace wantiiig. 
Her Virtue is far above Lucretia^s ; for this Roman La- 
dy killed herfeify having firft endured the Violences 
oi' a T) rant ; whereaf Ihe would die before (he would 
cometofucha Trial If^^^ou have ieea her at Cm- 
Jiantinopie^ you muft, ha^^own her Perfedions : I, 
for nny part, who only^tjpew her at Paris, have remark*4 
four Beauties in her Peribn, whic^h. 1 believe arejiot 
to be Ibund in- any of chofe Ladies kept in. the Seraglio. 
Her E^es, her Mouth, her Teeth, and her Hands, ieem 
to have, been made only to furnifh the G^d of Lo^n 
with Darts. She is fure to ftrike where ftie will with 
her fine black Eyes full of Fire ; and flie has alio tho 
Secret of healing the Wound ftie makes, when fhe 
pleafes. As foun as ever fhe opens her Mouth, the

Daria ; Daria, lad^reyou ; but flie would not fuiier 
the lead Expreffion which might make her underfland 
any thing elfe. 

Thi? incomparable Beauty often faid to me ; Mah- 
mut, / hafue a great RefpeSi for^y&u, ImcMife you art 
S/creet and*virtwus, and Jhomld alfi IviH thee^nuert thou 
not a Man. Live onflill as tfxu haft done^ and thou nvi/t 
thereby oblige me to rej^fl thee yet mori ; but think not to 
obtain from Daria arrf more than an innocent AffeStion ; 
I'vixe all to my Husband, and I nvill never be unfaithful 
to him. If I ever attempted to fnatch any fmall Fa- 
vour, it wns always in vain, having ever refielled me in 
fuch a manner, as made me loTe all Hope, and at the 
fame time feel a new Increafe of PaiTion. Coniider, 
dear Oglou^ what pafsM then in my Heart, and what a 
War I was to fuftain^ 

In my great Inquietudes, and fharpeft and crudleft

Daria had a mind to learn buliau^ which (he thought 
a better Language than others. I caught her a greit 
deal of it in a little time : but Bufinefe ouickly depri- 
ved an unhappy Mafter of the moft perfea of Scholars.

Since I received thy Letter, tnd the Marks of thy 
Remembrance, I imagine my felf much better. 
I make two McaIs a Day, I >valk about in the Mom. 
ing, my Appetite increafes, I have no more of thoii! 
naufeous Belches, lean read longer, and I fleep a Nights 
more foundly : Yet 1 cannot fay I am in perfedl Health; 
fo long an lllncfs hn^ deprived me of that which I do- 
not find return '1 here's wanting to my intelleflual 
Faculties a certain kind of Vivacit)', and Readinefs in 
their Operations which is extremely abated ; bat I 
know not whether thi* bean Effeft of the Pain I fuf- 
fered, or whether it corner not from Nature weakened ; 
as fall as our Life advar.ces to throw it (eV, as i< were, 
into the Arms of Death which is what is moft certain 
for me. 1 would williiigly entertain thee on the Con' 
dition wherein I find my felf, could I overcome the 
Weaknefs of my Difpcfition, and the Coldnefs of the 
Seafon, which pierces me, mangre all my Care to pre* 
vent it in this Icy Climate. The Ink I write with 
freezes on my Pen, and a Body may fay, the Fire 
freezes too, wanting, as \x dct^, \u ufual Aftivity, 
the Cold being fo IbArp, x\wx *\\ c%wa'eshRB«a^S^ 
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^unl Heat. The City where I dwells appears on m 
iudden transformed into Chryftal ; The Northern Wind 
'Jias in one Night frozen the River ; and all the Foun- 
tains which were wont to quench the Thirft of a Mil- 
lion of People, are dried up. All Trade feems to 
have ceafed ; the Rich are retired to their Fires, and 
the Poor are creeping about the Streets; where, not- 
withAanding the Exercifes they ufe to oppofe the Cold, 
they feem already fbrved. The Bread is become like 
Marble or an hard Stone ; all Things are frozen, and 
ancient People affirm, never the like has happened in 
their Days, or in the Times of their Fathers. There 
has been found ibme few Miles from Paris, in the 
great Road, two Men clad in very coarfe Scuff with- 
out Shifts, their Legs naked. Heads fbaved, and Cords 
about their Middle, dead with Cold ; They were found 
embracing one another, thinking thereby to commu- 
nicate mutual Heat, to keep otF, or at lead retard 
their Deaths. Thefe People are Deriifes of the Latin 
Church, which are called Capuchins, wliofe Life is a 
continual Pennance. They rile in the Night to their 
Devotions, and fpend their Time in Contemplation. 
They live upon Alms which they receive of the Chri- 
ftioHSf which confiihof Bread, Roots, and Herbs ; and 
if the Charity of the(e Nazarems extends to the giving. 
any Thing more, they ule it wich Sobriety. They 
ileep on Stiaw, and are obliged to wear the Habit 
Ni^ht and D.'y, which is dreadful tu lock on, and in 
which they are buried when they die. When their 
OccafloDS reqiiire them to traveK they are not permitted 
CO go on Hcrftback, in a Coach or Chair, but only in 
Veflels whe.i ; hey go by Sea, or on Rivers, fo that they 
have only ciiatgii-r.^cdtiiem, which Co/^ was fo afraid 
of, and every Body elle, but Fools i which is, to travel 
by Water. 

In fine, their Life is accounted a continual Hell ; and' 
they will be finely chous'd, if they End not a Heaven 
when dripp'd of their Mortality. 

Thefe Religi^ui are under the Dire(\.\otv ^^ cyce Otnt- 
ra/; dfkpfc « iong Silence, V^ludii^ 2l ^it^xNSsx^fc 
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among them, and with this are fo exa€dy obedient to 
their Hiad, that they have no Will left. 

They have very obfcore PrifOTS under Ground, 
^hereunto they thruft thofe who fcandalize their Ordtr 
by their Crimes ; for notwithftanding the Holinefs of 
their Rule, and the Vigilancy of their Superiors* to 
mikft it obfer\'Vl, there's never wanting ibme who 
vrander from the right Wav, and often ntake afe of the 
Efteeoi whidi Men have of their Piety, to- commit fuch 
Enormities as would be foandly punifhed by the Men 
of the World. Thefe kind of Denvtfis, cannot handle 
Money without being guilty of a mortal Sin. Not- 
withllanding this Profeffion of Poverty, *I have feen 
thefe Demnjes dreft up with greater Magnificence than 
our Mufti^ in the Time when they celebrate their 
Majfuy afceoding up to the Great Altar, covered with 
the fined Linnen, and thereon Vefls embroidered with 
Gold, the moil delicately wrought as can be imagined, 
and oft enriched with Pearls and precious Stones. I» 
their Sacrifice they eat the Confecrated Breads which 
they call the Meffsas bis Body, which they are wont to 
place in a Plate of fine Gold ; and they alfo put into 
Cups of the fame Metal, a Liquor which they feyis 
changed into the Blcod cf their (Ud, as the Bread into 
the Body, as foon as they have pniDeunced certain 
Words which they fccretly mutter. 

The Sacrifice is offered every Day, and not only 
they People are prefent at it, butthegreatefl of the 
Kingdom, with their Monarch on his Knees, and in a 
fupplicate Poflure. There ftand about the Altar feveral 
ftately Candlefticks, wherein bum white Wax Candlei, 
which renders the Sacrifice iUll more (blemn. 

I relate to thee what I have fo often feen ; for I chufe 
to be frequently in theie Infidels Churches, and at their 
f^lemn Feflivals, the better to conceal what I am. 

Yet happy is he that lives fatisfied with himfelf, 
afTured he ferves God in the Manner he will be ferved. 
Thou haft this good Fortune, and that of being in 
thine Houfe at thine Eafe. When thoa goeft out thoa 
wcarc&n long Vcft down to xlkv^ ^^^Xywo^ntv^ ^sfe. 
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aad warm Fun, whilft I am obliged to cover my felf 
baidy with a black (hort Cloak, which fcarceJy reaches 
below my Knees, and istoo thin to refill the piercing 
Northern Blafls, and is, in Truth, a very ridiculous 
Habit ; yet which I am obliged to wear, for the Ser- 
vice of him whofe Slave I aofi, which cannot cover my 
bandy Legf, and ill-ibap*d Body. I expedl with great 
Impatience, the Seaibn which o*eripreads the Gardens 
with Flowers, the Fields with Grals, ^and crowns the 
Trees with ^l&SbiMf and brings back the pretty 6ird|, 
who publifti the joy&il News ofthc Springes Approactt^ 
that being the Time wherein I may expe^ my Health. 
As to what remains, thou wilt oblige a\c in making 
Trial of mv Fricndibip, that thou may 'A know, thece's 
jiQt in all the Empire of the true Belie^crs^ a mone 
faithful Friend, anid one that loves thee more cordially.

dtT from Port to Port> void of all Help, perfucuted by 
a (lOiUefs, aj)d other Gods who were of her Party ; and 
having gallantly ^ndured fo many Dilgraces, he be- 
came the Founder of the bra veil and famoufeil Nation 
cf the Univerfc. jEneas, in faving his Godsy and his 
Father, who were the Companions of his Fortime, 
drew down the Graces of Heaven, which put an End 
to his Miferies, in fettling him in a Country, where 
he laid the firit Foundations of an Empire, which fince 
has given Laws to all the World.

fumes all ThingF, and converts them into its own pro- 
per Subilance ; but which yet, according to the Rules 
preicribed by its Creator, burns not the Air, nor the 
other Elements ; but keeps them united, warms and 
conferves them.

win cry fcr Vengeance againfl the Infidels that have 
fhed it.

Her Name is Margar-ia^ 
and commonly reiides at Lisbon ; but this Princefs, v.ith 
the Title of Vice-^een^ had not the Credit cr Amho- 
riry ncccflaiy to futlain the Dignity, though J{hc h.id 
oi'kerwife all the Prudence and Courage requifite there- 
onto. 

MehitelFaJhnceifiy her thfefSec/etairy, Jilavmg ufuf- 
ped all the Authority, carried all things with a high 
•Hand ; t6 which he aMfd a liioft gripSng XDovetoiifneis, 
whkh was no leis dhadvantageous to h s Mfftref^*;^ Re 
^potation. And the Mirqm de ia Pu'eh/a^ a CeflHiuh 
Minifter, an Accomplice of VafconcelUy had r flabli(h*d 
himfcif in this Court, a!B a rigid Cenfuier of ail tlie 
Vice-^en^ Adions. 

The Cbripans call thefe two Men two Pedants, fet 
t^er the Princefs^ as if (he had been ftill in her Mino- 
rity, to corred and regulate her A^ons. 

The too great Authority of thiefe two Mmiftcri, 
became at leogth a kind of Tyranny, The Nohil-t} 
comphiined for the Lofs of their Privileges, and tiic

When Margarita reprefented the Danger wherein 
P.rtugal lay, (he was heard as a weak ami credulous 
VVoman. and was often accufed of being over-tinKh 
f^.: , w hich caufed a general Revolt in this Kingdom, 
u hich was few Days in contriving, and as few Hours 
m executing. 

U thou wilt hear thy humble Slave, I'll relate to 
li ( c all the Circumfiances of fo great an Event ; wiiich 
tvilivtm a Fable, fhould we refer our felves to only 
r.'.albn; but which however isra real Hiftory, as is 
I ow well known throughout all Europe. 

Never was there a greater Hatred between two Na- 
ii-'ps, thnn that which was between the ^/tfji/^^ and 
f c Vcrtugu€fei : And tho' they had one and the iame 
1' (.!!.. (>n, and almoft the fame Humour, yet 'tis not to 
be imagined, how far their mutual Averfions carried 
them. 

7'he Porhiguefes have a a common Proverb, which iays, 
that a Man is obliged to treat and love another Man 
a« his Brother, whether he be a Turk^ a yew^ a Pagmty 
or a h'cor^ without excepting the moit barbarous ol 
Mankind ; yea, though he luere a Spaniard. 

'J hey have lived wiih great Patience under tin 
Dcminarcn of Philip II. and his SuccefTors^ fincethc 
Death of their King D. Scbafiian^ (who was killed ic 
j^ftira, in a Battel againft the Moors) whilll they were 
fuftercd to enjoy the Privileges which were grantee 
them. Moreover, they flill expefted the Return o; 
their Sovereign ; who was iaid not to have died in th* 
Field, but ha> i g long wandered about in ilrangf 
Countries, wab^ in fine, about to return. But the Ex- 
ample of th t Catalonians ihade them at length re 
fchc upon what .il\e7 t»ov* ^xitcvited. The Nohilit]

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between the Sovereign and his Subiefls. They al- 
ledged fever 1 Pretences for their Rebellion; but the 
molt fpecious was, their Uhwillingnefs to be iacrificed 
in unjuil Wars; wherein the moil dangerous Pods 
were committed to them, as they feveral times re- 
proached the Duke, Favourite and MiniHer of King 
Philif IV. 

I'bey immediately carried on their Intelligences with 
great Secre(y ; and when they came to declare them- 
lelves, the greated Peribns conlented to the Confpiracy, 
and the bolded amongft them have executed it with 
great Valour 

Don yuan, Duke of Braganza, is the greateH No- 
bleman in this Kingdom, and perhaps in all Spazn^ and 
already of the Age wherein; Men are wont to have 
Wildom, together with Strength of Body. He wants 
not for Ingenuity and Sweetneis of Temper. He re- 
ceived the Crown, after long Preflings and Rcfufals; 
and indeed is the more wonhy of it, as being the law- 
fol Heir^ to it. 

The Favourite Duke was well enough informed of 
the deputation and Authority of the Duke of Bragarrm 
xa; and confidering him as a Prince who might lajy^ 
fiilly pretend to the Crown, he made ufe of fevtad 
Artifices to drive him out of Portugal, or fei2e hiA 
Prifoner. But having always tried this in vain, whe« 
ther by reafon of the extraordinary Watchfulnefs of 
Dm yuan, or that the Heavens, on which depend the 
Things here below, had otherwife order'd it, 'twas 
impoffible for this Miniller to get fo good a Prey into 
his Hands, 

This crafty Minifler has try'd all Ways and fome- 
times made u(e of the Fox^s Skin» and other whiles of 
the Lion*s Voice, to bring about his Ends. Some- 
times he tried to draw him to Court, offering him the 
molt honourable Employs there, perfuadmg him to 
accompany the CatMck King in his VoYa^eUvtACor 
tahnia.

Me fcnt him forty thoa&nd Pifloles, to buy Necef- 
farics, and at the (ame time fent him alio the general 
Comxrar.d of the Troops in Portugal ; with Order to 
cc-me to Lishm^ and z% High- Cfnft obit oi the Kingdoro, 
to obferve the Motions of the Unittd Prtwinca^ which 
threatened Sfidn and Portugal w/th a powerfol Fleet, 
But he had fent the following Order to Z>. Lopez d'OJpa: 
IhcH hafi the Command cf the Naval Arnrf \ get immeS- 
ately before Lisbon. Don Juan de firaganza has Orders 
to i'ijit the Vejfels : asfoon as bejhali enter the firfi Gal- 
ley, clap him in Irons^ and immediatelj depart iMtb tins 
Pt if finer to Guiiz, fxhere I have appointed People to tOB' 
rjey him to Madrid. 

Den Lopez could not execute his Commiilion i his 
Army was loll in the Engli/bStsLS^ and *twas written in 
Heave n» that Don yuan ihould live, and be a King. 
This Artifice having iail'd, the Duke had Recourfe to 
another* which wa<:, to lend an Order to the Duke of 
^raganza to vifit all the Forts on the Frontiers, where 
t'h^re were drid Jnjundlions to detain him. But he 
perceiving the Projeft of the Stanjfi Minifter, knew 
fo well toexcuie hinifelf from underuking this fiufincfiy 
that he made the Defign of his Enemy to vanifh this 
time alio, and g4i leave to retire to Villa Viciofa. 1 ho& 
who penetiated net the Artifices of the Court of Spazn^ 
were ailoriihed at the Accumulation of fo many Fa- 
vours and Honours on the Ferfon of the Duke ; affirm- 
ing the Court had Intention of raifing him to the 
Throne, or bringing him to the Sca^Id ; in which 
lall they were not mill ken. 

01i*varex^ who let ftxp no Occ«&otv kA X-ajjivw^ %ott«k 
^ Braganxa^ grew ikkt cofti^ cJb^vw-AfcVj \\ir \ik>S^- 
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caldes he met with. He fent him a JDCir Order to raife 
Troons^ and to lead them himfelf MnCata/onia^ for 
the Cfhaftifement of the Rebels ; this beiAg of abfolute 
Necefficy, faki he in his Letcen, for the upholding of 
the Sfmn/Jh Monarchy, to which the Revolt of this. 
Province cauied great Mifchicfs. 

The Duke obey*d in part } he raifed a confiderable 
Number of Troops at his own Charge i but he took 
care of his own Ferfon. He wrote to the Court to 
cxcufe him from that Voyage, sad added to his £x- 
eufes moft earneft Prayers i reprefenttng, that being 
iick of the World, he had retired to his own Eftate, 
to lead there a quiet life, free from the Vexations of 
Bufinefs ; which obliged him to intreat hit Catholick 
Majefty to grant him that Reft, which was the only 
Thing he defired. The Duke di Bragna%mh Lettci 
drew no Anfwer from the Sfanijb Minifter ; but his 
Defigns were difoover'd i and the fhbiiity forefeeing 
how likely they were to be brought under a more llrid 
Subjedioo, began to murmur, faying, 'twas their 
Duty to rid themfeNes of tbofe OppreiTors, who had 
ib Jong peeled them, and fet up a new Form of Go- 
vernment. The Poor^ who fuffir'd moft by the Taxes, 
were the boldeft, and encouraged the reft. Some 
were for fetting up an EleSwe Xing ; others propQ- 
led the raifing to this Honour the Family of BragaO' 
%a^ who alone feem^d worthv of it. Some there were 
who were for putting them elves imder the Doraina'^ 
tion of franco \ and other Perfons of Credit among 
the People were '£ir a Dew»traiical Government; and 
ethers again were for turixing thie Kingdom; into ar Hi- 

The Nabilify were in ^rettt Fierplexifty in the Choice 
they ftiooki make ; for *twai not known whether thcs 
Duke of Brag^MKa would receive the CrtnjM^ in cafe 
'twasofierM. hi^ ag^ia » for the moft qualified Perfons 
•f the Kingdom had premi^d it to him.

the perfaading of this Prince, tVvaj: coc\d. ^li^^aLTs^'^ 
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ic. He p etended to fight a Duel with a Nephew he 
had ; wnc m having (lightly wounded, he left UsbtmjiA 
a Man ihat had'^rought himielf into Danger ; and wan- 
dring ab. ut fiioih thence, uncertain, as it were, of the 
Place of Reueat he would chufe, he went ac length to 
Villa-Ftacfa ; where having found Braganxa in his 
Soliruie, he thus fpake t» him : . 

/ bring this Day m Crvum^ njubich the Nohility cf 
Portugal frtftnt thee ; and if tbau bafi the Courage to 
rtcti'Vi it, <u'# an ready to put it on thine Head, This 
Kingdom belongs to thee^ as the undoubted Heir of oar 
natural and lanxful Princes. Jf thou accefteft of the 
Crvivn^ the Kingdom jufify belongs to thee ; and if tbn 
dareji mt receive it, nve nviH chuji another Sovereign ef 
frreater Rejolution^ and ivho is filing to command us. 
The Scepter pokes in King Philip'/ Hand^ by reafin rf 
the Wetrs made againft him from all Parts. Confider, if 
thou ricei'vefl not at prefent nvhat Fortune prefents thee, 
thou luilt be obliged againft thy Will to obey another : 
Ki it her the Nobility, the Clergy^ nor the Peo^e, ndllatrf 
Ung fuffir the AfTOgance of the Caflilians. // bebi^i 
to thee, at prefent, to declare, whether thou ivilt reign, 
and he a happy Prince. All the faithful Portugucfe 
breathe after thee, and defire thee for their Sovereign. 
Refol've to accept of *what is Jo advantageous, and let us 
aknefor the executing ofour Parts. 

Don Juan anrwereoT coldly to fucha bold Propor- 
tion ; more affirighted at the Peril there was in fach an 
Enterprize, than flattered with the Hopes of poflefliDg 
a Kingdom. 

But in another Conference, wherein the Duke was 
told, the Confpirators were refoived to raife on the 
1 hrone another King, if he came not to a ipeedy Re. 
folution; the Ducheis his Wife, who has a Man*s 
Heart, and is more courageous than her Husband, co- 
ming into the Converiatiod, thus fpake to him with 
great Afiurance : 

Mj Lordy the Catholick King hasfenifor thee again 
to Court ; at Madrid thou ^Ki^t certainly mtet fuith thy 

Dealkf and ;0rccd<viiigtibe Cro<wn<u;btchu oj'efdtW^ 
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thou art fiill in Danger of it : But if thou mufl fsrip^ 
•which *v:ay foenjer thou turnefi tly felf\ is it not more bo- 
ftoarable to die a King in thine ovjn Country^ than to die 
•with Chains in a Frtjon by the Hands of thine Enemy ? 
So courageous a Difcourfe brought D^n Juan to a 
Refolution ; wherefore he fent Word to the Nobility, 
of his Readinefs to comply with them. 

The Gmfpiraton were ready at the Hr ur appointed 
for the Execution of their Deiign ; being well arm*d, 
and each of them accompanied with a good Number 
€>f young Men. who were to follow them, although 
they knew not the Defign. As foon as ever the Signal 
was given, they all fct forth from the Places where they 
were afFembled ; and thofe that were farthefl dillant, 
]oined the neareft, and all together foon pofFcffed them- 
felves of the Palace of the Fice-^een ; th?y immediate- 
ly made themfelves Mailers of the Guard, finding no 
Refillance from them, and this without fpiQing a Drop 
of Blood, or doing any Violence. T hey afterwards cried 
ont all together. Long live the nenju Kin^, Don Juan de 
Braganza, and let them die that govern i/L Theyfeized 
on the Fice-^een, and intreated her to retire into an 
Apartment, where (he fhould be treated with the Re- 
fpedl due to a Princefs, but not obeyed, as having Aa- 
chority to command them. 
• Fajconcelli, who knew himfclf faulty, and to whom 
his Confcience reproached his Crimes, in this Moment 
hid himielf in a great Preis, under an Heap of Papers; 
where, having been difcovered by an old Woman, he 
had immediately bis Throat cut, and his Body thrown 
out at a Window ; where he ferved for fome time a 
May-game to the People ; who left not one part of his 
Btay free from fome Mark of their Indignation. 

One of this Minifter^s DomeHicks threw himielf out at 
the fame Window his Mafter was thrown ; not in a De- 
iign ot fallowing his Fate, but of favinghimfelf; andhe 
died without its being known whether *twas by his Fall> 
or the Mufquet-ihot which he received. 
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The Confedentes with as little Trooble feixed on 
the Gallies and other Veflcls in the Ports, whence they 
drove the Sfamawds, They afterwards commanded the 
%'ia ^unm to ittiie. This Princeft thought (he ought 
on this Occafkm to iafift on the Greatne^ of her Birth ; 
ihe threatned the Coofpirators, and afterwards flat- 
tered them, aiTuring them of the Clemency of King 
Philip I She fets before them the Greatneis of hii Pow- 
er, and forgot not to (peak of the Authority of his 
Favourite, who moft needs be much ofiended co this 
Occafion ; exaggerating the O&nce committed againft 
her, both as a rnncefi* and Depoiieory of the Catk' 
lick King's Power. But as well her Promiies as her 
Threats were in vain ; and (he hericlf was at length 
glad to accept Conditions from them, who a while be- 
fore, by Connivance from the PrincCj might have ex- 
ecuted an abfelute Power. 

In eight Days time, all the CafiilKans were fubdued, 
or driven cut of the Kingdom. All the Forts were 
furrendered, without any trouble to the new King, ex« 
crpt the Caflle of St. Johui which havicg made fome 
night Refinance, was fold for forty tbotfand Crowns by 
the Governor. 

Ihe Duke of Braganxa appeared immdiately af- 
terwards ir. the City of Lisbon, where the People, foon 
fhe\^ed the Affection they had for him; the Priibn 
Doers were fet open, and all pcor Debtors freed, and a 
great part of the* Taxes taken off. Such an siftonifli- 
ing Succ(f5, was attended with whatever might fet 
forth the Joy of the People, who fclemnlzcd the f c- 
flival with the Sound of Trumpets, and the Noiie of 
the Cannon, and by Shouts and Acclamations, which 
reached up to Heaven, whom the Porfttgnefts thank- 
ed for the Liberty which they b<^}ieved they had re- 
covered. 1 his Event was accompanied with io many 
miraculoixi Things, tlvaithe Wiftll as well as the Vul- 
gnr, were perfuadcd, 'twa^ tc^vV^ \\i \S«aMta frota 
aJl Eternity by the Fm^et o^ GcA, 'VV^ CW^^ >ififc 
M^V/'/v the Ciiitcem atvd Pfojatits, >mw ^^Ss&t*xsv 

kcir XJberaUties on xhi. Oc.^^ou> ^^ ^v.^ vW ^^ 
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Sovereign ample Marks of their AfftfUon ; ani even 
tlic #Bf r hid their Mtfery, that they might not leflen 
the Pnblick Jmr. 

The Spanifi Veflels which retoraM from the Nno 
WmrUj which then entered into the Ports of Portugal^ 
remained at the Difpoial of the new King» the Pilots 
net knowing what had happened : So tl^t the Coffers 
of the Prince were filled thereby (a$ 'tis (aid) with 
ftme Milfiont. 

This King wai es^iied to the Throne in the laft 
Moon of the laft Year : and wife People do hope he 
will reign vmy luippilyy all the Pbnets being too well 
dUTpo&'d, not t» make him finiih his Reign with the 
iame Fortcue as he began it. 

The vigilant Pttugmfa have orderd out feveral 
VcflelafiUed with good SokUers, and neceflary Provi- 
Eons, to feize of Places and Ports which this Nation 
poflc£es in the New Worlds and in the Eaft-hdUs ; and 
*tis to be fuppofed, they will meet with good Snccefi, 
if Fortune pcQve as favourable to them in ^/wt/m and 
the Indiis^ as ihe was to them ia Europe. 

As ibon as the Duke of Bragtmxa was proclaimed 
King, he Tent MamMi^h into all Parts, and difpatch*d 
Couriers and Ambai&ders to give Advice of his Pro- 
motion in the Courts of Frmue^ England^ HoUani^ 
Swedtlanij and Dmmsurk. *Tis not to be imaging the 
Joy which this Adventure gave to the Cataknians. 
The King imparting to them what had happen'dy of- 
ferei them alfo his Affifiance ; and thefe People an- 
{^erjd him with the fame Offers. And this is the End 
of fixty three Years of the Dijpoeic Authority, which 
the Spaniards have exerciied on the Poriuguefes, 

I'he News of {o ftrange a Revolution having been 
Cttriied onto Madrid^ hear, and confider well the un- 
happy Condition of the QaihoUck King, to whom this 
Favourite declared this News.

This Prince is not much verfed in Books, is of an 
healthful ConiUtution, loves laborious fixerdfes, e^ 
daily Hunting, wherein he is never tired. He'saKb 
mufically given, and fo light of Heel, that there are 
few People can out-walk him. He is wont to go to 
Bed late, and rife early, as knowing tliat Sleep doei 
take off much from Man's Life ; and to compleat his 
Happinefs, he has Children of both Sexes. ^ His Wiie 
is a Spant/h Lady, of extraordinary ' Merit, to whofe 
marvellous Courage and good Qualities he owes hia 
Crown.

Speak to me once, my dear Frlcrd, with allFrecdom, 
void of Difguife ;is hcanouroufly inclin'd ? I much va- 
lue fuch Princes, for they are generally mild ; and this 
Pkfliou foftcns them, how cruel focver they may be i 
makes them liberal, and Strangers to Covetoulheis, that 
cruel Monl!er, which clouds and fullies thebrighteftVir- 
tues. How many Perfons are employed to chuie fire 
Women for the Seraglis, to contribute to Ibrabiwfi 
Plcafure f Happy will the handfomefl Women of Jfis 
be.

Churches 1270CO, Hofpitals 4000^ Confraternities 
23000, Congregations of Seculars 2300, -Houfes of 
Entertainment for Pilgrims 3000, 46000 Convents of 
Religious People, and of Virgins 13^00 ; with 15200 
^Chapels, wherein Mafs is nid, as well in publick 
Churches, as particular Houies and Prifons. 

And after an exad Search, this King fbund» that to 
ferve fo great a Number of Churcbes, Moiiafieries, 
Com. ents, Hofpitals, and Chapels, there were 1 2900 
Religious Monks, Priefls or Clerks i amongfl whom 
there might i)e found 12400 Priefis, which celebrate 
what the C>^^/^»j call the Mafs\ And to mainuin 
fi many People, 'twas convi^ated >^x. vy^^ ^^^M^jc^aft foe 
this amounted to aoooooo q£ Roman Ctowta* ^v^oRBt 
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reckoning the Alms which were diftributed every Day, 
which amount to the Sum of 400CO00 of Gold. 

The Curiofity of this Prince went farther ; he wouM 
know the Number of all his Royal Officers, Gover- 
nors of Provinces, Towns, Caftles, and Citadels ; and, 
in fine, of all Officers, as well of Sea as Land, Judge?, 
JuiUciaries of all kinds, and of all thoie who had Pa> 
tents from him or his Viceroys. . And he found they 
were .83000 who were cmploy*d under Letters fcard 
^ith his Hand, and 560000 who had then figned un- 
der his principal Miniiters. 

: He wou^d not know the Number of PeHbns thai 
lived in his States, left he fhould become too proud, and 
to prevent his Fall, faid he, into the Sin of Dan-id \ 
which he yet could not avoid in his own Perfbn, as 1 
have already faid ; God having fpared his Subjeds, who 
had otherwife fufficlently fuffisred. 

One may new lay, that this puifTant Monarch be- 
gins to be difmember'd by the Lofs of fo many Pix)- 
vinces. Kingdoms, and. Places; and that Philip \\, 
knew not the full Extent of his Power 5 Philip IIL 
knew not the Greatnefs of his Forces, nor the Riches 
which he poflTcfles, bfcanfe his Minifters governed him ; 
and fhilip IV. jnot feeing when he might fee, could 
not fee at laft when he would. 

. 1 think I have (aid enough to thee to be underflood. 
•Do now what thoa canft, to make thy felf underilood 
by Perlbns to whom thefe Advices may be agreeable or 
pix)fitable ; and if thou believeft, the Xnowledge of 
thefe Things may be acceptable to the invincible ^/sr/r, 
who is ene of the Lights of the World, endeavour to 
procure the Favour of this great Man, who governs all 
the Faithful, .and to whom the Divine Alcoran icrves 
for a Law.

TH E Pofts which came iboie lew Days paft heiTr 
have brought ill News. One of the King*s A^ 
mics has been deteaccd by an Anny compoM of Fo* 
reignen ^ at the Head of whom was a Prince of Ftojue, 
Mid fc-vcral maleconccnt Lords, who followed hinw 
'J 'his Lofs has much afilidled the Court, and Paris ieems 
to be ihunder-ftnick. The People difcoorfe and argue 
hereupon according to their diAerent Humours, moft 
making the Lofs greater than it was. But thofe who 
have loft their Kinsfolk threaten Reverse ; and only 
thofc cliat have heard of the Death of their Friends are 
filent, becaufe their Grief is above Exprellion. But all 
in general appear in fuch a Confiemation, as would 
make a Man im;:gine this Stroke is irreparable; fotroe 
it u, that Ix>fles are ir^ifierable to thofe that are not 
accuilom'd to Icfc. 

One would think, to hear the French talk, that th^ 
^punianii are aLcady at the Walls of P^tris^ and thai 
thefc re ellicus Princes are ready to give an Affaaltto 
ihb great 1 own. They have retired into aPhice which 
they iay is imprrgnabie, ^ud which belongs to a Frmh 
I.ord ; which Place is called Stdan^ and *tis not far 
thence where this Bloody Battel was fought, wherein tl:c 
i^ine*s Party were worfted ; but the Malecontents are 
much afflicted at the Lofs of their General, who was 
killed in the Heat of the Fight. Some iay he died 
by Treachery ; others by tl^ Eaemy : And theft 
are who afirm, that Cardinal RkhHeu got rid of him 
by means of an Aflaffin, whom he entertained in hit 
Troops : Others alfo fay he killed himfelf, by lifting 
up the Vixor of his Helmet with his Piilol, v^ hich dif- 
charged itfelf: However, \L\«ie\&ARaA \\SL%ic*^^x(tta 
of this Pxincc, ii Prince of ^i:eax.XiJi»»-.

^very body, he became popular, and fi) courtdous^ that 
he was now ibllowM as much as he was fiiunn*d btforeu 
He uied the Nobility as became their Quality ; had ac- 
quired the Fri'endihip of other Princes, add tho(e oF 
inferior Rank could not enough admire him. He wa^

Cardinal RUhlieu has a Niece namM Madam de Cam*

halet^ who having been married to a Gentleman , afpirVL') 
to an hieher Match, feeing all things to give place,, 
and humble themfelvcs before her Uncle. 

The Cardinal defigned. by the Marriage of this 
Niece, to procure himfelf fuch a puiitant Prop, that 
Bothing ihould be able to overthrow his Fortune, ctr 
oppofe his Authority i He pretended alfo his Life 
would be more in Safety ; and that fuch an Alliance, 
with thofe he already had, would put him out of w 
Capacity of being ever attacked by any Enemies, fe- 
cret or declared, whofe Number increaled at fad as his 
Authority. 

Several affirm, this Prieft had Ambitidn enough tO' 
give an Heir, v;ho might one Day afcend the Throne ;■; 
when it appcar'd by the Queen's Barrennefs,. the King; 
could have no Child to fucceed him. 

'But the State of Ai&irs being changed; he toiok o- 
^r Meafures ; and thinking of having^ the Covia va: 
his AWunce, he cauftd the PropofaVa oi x^\s ^^^^vsa?^ 
«^ bis Niece to be offered tihk- l?utvt^> Vj caa *2^ V& 
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snoil ir^timate Confidenti ; who oflferM him at the iame 
time confiderable Sams of Money, and Dignities to 
make him Heir of all his vafl Eiiates, and to procure 
him the greateft Office in the Kingdom, which is that 

of C^nfittbit, 

I'he Count of SmJjUm Anfwer to him that made the 
Prwofal was a Box on the Ear ; being in an extreme 
PauoB at any on^s daring to oiler him a Match h 
ueatly beneath him, when Madmrn de Comheltt was the 
Widow of a Gendeman of m mean Condition, and 
Niece to a Cardinal whom he hated, andlumfelf a 
Prince of the Bkxxl. 

The Cardinal's Meflenger, defiraus his Negotiation 
ihould fucceed, was not repelled by this Affront. He 
infilled on the Virtue of the Oiixiinal*s Niece, fay- 
ing file would be couited by the Greateft in France: 
And added farther, in Commendation of this Lady, 
that file wai a Virgin, although married ; becaufe her 
Husband, out of Refpcdl, dared not approach her; and 
th:'t Heaven had fo ordered it, Uiat this Ad venture ihould 
be found written in the Anagram of her Name. 

This Minijler could not difiemble his Vexation at the 
Refufal ; his Choler became exceilive, and he refolv*d to 
pra^tife his ufual Maxim, of ^violently ferjicuiing thofe 
Kjuhofe FrienJfljip hi had fought luith tnofi Eagemefs. He 
therefore wholly fet himfelf againU this Prince, fpake 
all the 111 he could of him, pablitkly threatened his 
Ei>emy ; but he valued him not, looking on the Car* 
diiial as beneath his Notice. 

Ill the mean time, the Cardinal plotted to put his 
Threats into Execution, and brought the Xing in, to 
cou'^'teiiance him by his Authority ; which obhged the 
Cour.i to abfcnt himielf, and make a Voyage into Italy ^ 
to avoid the. Storm he was threaten 'd with. Yet his 
\'oyage J: lied not Irng, and at his Return th» Cardi* 
oal did ail he couV. now to win him ; he procured 
hhn >jj table I'nr/f loys in the Armies, and made him at 
kngih be decVd*td GcY.e\;5\ cA xl^'ax >»iWA\ the King 
fcnt on th^ Frontieib oV Picardj. X^t x:tCvj.V-»5^\\>^ 
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That a Captain was given to the Annj, and not an. 
Anny to a Captain. 

The Grandees of the Ooort, who obferved afaroff' 
what pafs'd in this Jntrigoe, ifidiead of mollifying the 
Qxint's Humour, did idl they could to fliarpen it. 
The Poke of Orleans ^ the King's Brother, who was. 
always this Minifter*s Enemy, linked himielfwith Soij-, 
Jimir exhorting him not to yield to the Cardinal's Pui. 
ftpts ; and *tis (aid he drew a Praniie Bcom him under 
his Hand, that he would never aciSept of the Marriage 
propoied ; and they afterwards fwore Fidelity to one 
another, and that they would join together &r the De- 
ftrudion of the common Enemy ; and for this EBk^ 
they took Meafures with Prince TTfomojt of the Hcujif 
of Savoy^ w ho is at prefent General of the Sfani/h Ar- 
my in Fhuiders : They alio brought the Duke i/e Valette^ 
and ieveral Lords of che Kingdom, into their Party. 
Almoft all the Confpirators were ibr killing the Car- 
dinaly and the Time of the Stroke (hould be when he 
viiited the Quarters of the Army which beficged CoT' 
bif : but the Count alone would not conient to dip his 
Hands in the Blood of a Prieft. 

But the Duke de Falettt^ who faw the Danger where- 
in he was, when the Confpiracy c^me to be difcover'd, 
lefolvM to ihelter himfelf by the biackeil Treachery 
that could be.ima^in'd : He difcover*d to the Cardinal 
all the Accomplices; of which the Count diSoiJfous 
having Notice, he fpeedily withdrew to Bfdan, I (hall 
not make thee (invincible Leader^ a Defcription of 
this Place, which regards on one Side L«;f^x«^«r^/&, and 
on the other FrancCy it not lying in my Way to make 
Draughts of Fortifications like an Engineer, but to 
give thee a full Account of what the Infidels do, and 
difcover their Defigns, whereby thou may Ml gather 
what may make for the Advantage of our Great Mo^ 
narch, whofe Power cannot be lliakcn, but by che en- 
tire Overthrow of the Univerfe.

the Cenfjf^racv. He dift^ftfM all theSecref»of tlie 
Cabal ; and the better to carry on his Deorit, he can- 
fed himielf to be apprehended and thrown hato Priibn,. 
litving given his Difjpatches to the King*s Brother,, 
which he had before ihew'd the Cardinal. This Tray< 
cor was not contented with revealing thefe Gentknieia 
Secrets, who had fent hinr ; but alfo made it appear 
that the Prince^ the King*s Brother,, was guilty ta an 
Accomplice of the others Rebellion. Thtss tbefe great 
Men, grov/n defperate at the Difcovefy of fheif Fro- 
je6ls, which were indeed contrary to their Sovereignlf 
Jntcrcfts, and the Kingdom's, were forced to throw 
themfelves into the Arms of the Sfanwrds, and tojuia 
with them.

*Tis not yet known why she Cardinal undertook 
fuch a bold Stroke,' though *tis (aid the Council of 
Franci has had great Reafons to iecure the Peribn of 
this Favourite The chief Motive they fay was, that 
he was carrying on (ome Deiigns againft the Interefts 
of this Crown with the Cardinal of Savo;^^ whom 'tis 
thought he would have manied to the Widow of Jmo" 
daus his Brother. 

Richlieu attempted not to carry off Count fhilRp 
till having made feveral Trials to remove him from the 
Court of ^r/ff, under the PQ^tence^f feme Emba^y, 
to which he would never *confents ib that Uj Ob^ 
aacy coH him his Liberty^ 

The * Dutchefs greatly^ complains and reproach the 
Xin^ her Brother with the ViolatiaL of the Right of 
Nations and Sovereignty \Jbitttt4^|rr own Court are 
ienfible to thefe Complaint8,-f|^r^iBg not heard in 
that of France ; and her Ambaffiidor has been ieen there 
in a fuppliant PoUure humbly fuing for the Court'^s 
Liberty ; or that he might be fent on an Embafly to 
Rome i or at leaftwife^ that in leaving the Caflle of 
Vincennes^ ht might fat impitfoncd ibmewhere- in 
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Amlafloaor of ^Wv^ Thit the King hb Mailer did 
not apprehend Phiiif and bring him into France, bat 
out o! rmid to the Interefts df his Sifter of Sa'vvjf; 
and thai ihe might be afluied that for her Sake he 
ihould be well ofcd. 

Thou may*il fse by this Anfwer a great Hanghti^ 
Befit ttod fiivolotts Reaibnings, which fufikienti/ de« 
note, that this great Minifter doe*^ not lave to be con- 
ti^dided or oppofed in the Reiblutiont he takes ; and

^ivcn to any one Man alone, he would take it very ill 
kf it were to any Body but himielf.

and Fire is indofed in Cannons, the ESt&s of which 
are terrible If thou furveyed IfaJy, thou wilt find 
in ieverai Towns, Palaces which have more Gates 
than TM^s had heretofore ; and if thou counteli the 
Keys which (erve to open them, thou wilt £nd the 
Iron they are ilade of to colt more than the Doors 
themfelves.

heap*d up, ai.d the Gold that runs in Traffick never 
came cut cf the Mines ytlaz\i are in the Mountains, 
but that a great Fart has been made by Artiils. He 
mo rcvcr nfiared me^ th!:t the Overfeers of the A/i«il 
in J^V^jTf/ afhrmed, as a thing beyond all queflion, that 
tlicrc was more Gold brought to them than ever cane 
irum foreign Parts ; which made him conchide that 
the Art is true, and that no Man need doubt that there 
is uich a thiiig as the Philoj'opher's Stone.

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having oft experienced tiiat they are jealous at the 
Riches of a private Perfon. Sovereigns cannot endure 
that a mean Wretch, born amongft the Dregs oi th/e 
People^ fhould have in his Power wherewithal to 
make himlelf happy and feveral others, which oblige* 
them to deprive thefe Philofopbers of the Means of 
working) and makes them labour in fecrer, and conceal 
themfehes with more Care when they have finifhed 
their Work. Great Men cannot eaiily fulTer private 
People to become Matters, by virtue of this Art, and to 
do all thofe Wonders which by. this marvelloui^Ietal 
may be wrought in their Clofets, without going to 
Peruy and ranfacking there the Bewelsof the Earth ; 
they know very well that' this long*d-for Gold produ- 
ces every thing; gives Rejfttation, makes them follow 
one, who fled from a Man before i corrupts thofe who 
appear the mod; incorruptible; opens the flrongdl: 
Doers; ovenhrows whole Armies; caufes a Man to 
change his Mind in a Moment ; makes. him that was a 
poor Man prefently talk SaiUtues .; N*^, many Chri- 
jpians affiim this Metal to be fo efRc:cicU), that it draws 
the Souls out of ^dolefol. Abode, cA\tid Purgatory -, (o 
that it ieems as if it A^afed G^^^s Wrath, and brings 
Men to Heaven.

Thefe afore- mentioned Reafons obliged the cruel . 
Dioikjian to put to death as many Chymifis as could 
be found in Egypt^ and at the (ame time to cau(e their

ingenious, being become . too powerful by the Art of 
making Gold, ihould undertake a War againft the Ro- 
man Empire.

and efpeciilly of having abufed a Virgin. 

The lall thing which was di(cover*d in the Vtnttiat 
Territories, was a great Urn fiaund in an hollow Care. 
In this Urn, which was confiderably large, there ^ts 
anuhcr lefs, and in it two Pots, one full of Gold re- 
duced iato Jt'iquor, and the other of Silver of the £»Qe 
Faihoo, and a Lamp which feem*d to have burnt for 
many Ages. *Twas known by the Charaders on this 
Urn that they were confiBcnycd to the GnlPbtto ; and 
there were on them Latin VerTes, which Ibew'd that 
Miximus OHiku had been the Author of them. Thofe 
then who iky this Art is faKc,. that the Beginning of 
it is a Lye^ the Middle of the Work meer Fatigue, and 
the End Beggjry, have not iaid true tbemfelves ; and 
yet one cannot accufe them as having not in fome fort 
fpoke the Truth. 

I beiecch the Sovereign Creator of all Things, from 
whom alune we hold what we know, as being the great 
and wile Archite^l of Nature, that he would bellow on 
thee the Science of the learned Oder, that thou meyft 
be as rich as Solomon i but above all, that he would 
grant thee the Spirit of Jglaus, who was ever feen to 
live content.

This Prince was not above 25 Years oif Age 
whien he foraied this Enterprize : he was a ftrong bo- 
died Man, of a moderate Stature, but well fcC ; his 
Hair was yellow, his Eyes g'cat and full of Fire ; his 
Courage was not inferior to his Strength, and he had ' 
no violent Inclination to Pleafurcs, which generally 
take Mens Minds off from gallant Actions; he was. 
temperate in all Things, yet very forward in Under- 
takings, and always firm and unmoveable in greated* 
Dangers He was a great Htf^band of his Revenues, 
employing. them in his Sdbjedls Defence,- or to the In- 
cieafe of his own Power. He was agreeable to all thofe. 
that waited on him ; and in the freeft Cbnverfations.' 
he took care not to difoblge any one by (harp Raillery 
or diflafleful Sayings ; and fo merciful was he, that he 
avoided all Occafions of condemning his Subjefts to 
Death He paffionately loved- War ; but 'tis thought "^ 
the Expedition into Africk, wherein he perilhcd^- came, 
fwm Spanijrj CounfcJs. 

D. Sehaftian was kill'd in fighting with an invincible 
Courage.

This is not the (irft Example of the Boldnefs of an 
Impoftor ; Rome faw heretofore a Man that had the 
Audacioufneis to publifh he was the real Pomfey, who 
was kiird in Egypt^ by the Cruelty of the young Pto- 
hmy. The Queen Artemifa found one Artemiusj who 
had fo great a Reiemblance with Antiochus her Hus- 
band, whom (he had caufed to be murther'd, that he 
ms not known when he put himfelf into the Bed of 
the dead King, pretending to be this Prince (ick ;. he 
xecom mended Artemifa to his Subjefts, and did feveral 
things in Favour of this Princefs. Under the Reign 
of Tiberius, was there not Occaiion to be furprized ' at 
the bold Anfwer which a Slave made to this Emperor : 
who queftioning him, How he made himfelf Agrippa, 
anfwer 'd without Hefitation, In tbtfame manner thou

This Cuilom of Duels is become fo common in Itafy^ 
and efpccially in the Kingdom of Naples, that the great- 
eft Affairs, as well as the fmalleft are therein decided by^ 
the Sword; and the Gentry afHrm this to be the beft 
Way of terminating tWvi DvC^vxtes and Quarrels; which.

determined by the grave aud^oo\^^«!«w,^\^^^\ ^^^ 
^^ Jiiftice. . ^ 
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This Invention of ileciding thefeDiflFcrences by Arms, 
either with the Sword or Piftol alone, in a clofe or open 
Field, naked in their Shirts, fo that one has no Treache- 
ry to fear, is a Way of drawing Satisfaction for the In- 
juries received, found out by Men of great Courage, 
who more elleem their Honour than their Lives. The 
oftended Perfon fends a Challenge to him from whom- 
he has received the Injury; this Note of Defiance is ex<-* 
preis'd in choice and elegant Words, which invite and< 
prefe the Offender to fight, in fuch a Pfaice, on Horfc- 
back or on Foot, doacned, or in their Shirts, fingle, or 
attended by an equal Number of Friends, which thejF 
cal] Seconds, with Swoid and Dagger, or Sword alone, 
or Piftol. If the Challenge be received, ' he is civilly 
treated who briugs it, and, it may be, has rich Prefentt" 
given him. But before they fight, the Enemies em- 
brace, as if they were reconciled ; and then in an Inflant,, 
following the Inclination of their Ha tredand Revenge, 
they wound one another, they fpill eiach other's Bloody 
and oftentimes their Souls go out furious, through the- 
Wounds they have made. 

Thofe that have the Honour of dying in thefc Com- 
bats do oft refufe their Lives, which a generous Enemy 
would give thenit believing they cannot live without 
Shame fhould they receive them from an Enemy. 

But the Rfiman Church, as a Note of the Horror fhe 
conceives at thefe Combats, fhuts Heaven^s Doors againib 
the Soub of thofe who leave this Life without doing. 
Penance, denying Burial to thofe who die in the Field 
of Battel ; or, yield them only that which is granted in 
ibme Par(t of the Eaft-Lidm to certain Women, who* 
proftitute themfelves, wkofe Corps are thrown a Prey 
to the Birds of the Field, and other Animals, who live 
on Carrion. 

It is not only in Ital^ People kill one anorher in fingle 
Combats f 'tis the fame in Frana^ amongft the NoMit^, 
who manage thefe Combats in a different Sort. The 
befl Friends tear one another en the fmalleft Occafion^ 
and they prepare for a Duel in £^qaVi «.Ta%.'ocB&^> %^Hi^ 
Mppear to thee without doubt Tidvcvl^>». ^^ 



1 hefc Enemies fjp together the Night before the 
Combat, and often lie together in ihe fame Bed, The 
trieids which fene as Stconds, do the iame ; and 
when ihey arc come to the Place where they be to fight,. 
a Fiicnd u forced by the Maxims of Honour, to cut 
bis ov^n 'ihroat with the Man's he perhaps moil loves. 
Ncthing happeiis more frequently in Paris, than iheic 
kind o< Coirib..C8 ; and they produce feveral Adventures, 
of wi.ich 1 would give thee an Account, had I not a par^ 
ticular Story to tell thee on this Subje^. It is of a Chul- 
kngc o/ a Spanijb Trince, fent to a Xing, whofe Crown 
could not exempt him from a Letter of Defiance. 

'ihou hall, without doubt, heard of \% hat has hap- 
pen*d in Lishtm, where Don John dt Bragant:a has heea- 
ekdUd and proclaimed King of Fortugal,^ the true Heir 
of the Royal Race 'I'hou knowelt al:o, he drove the 
SfuTiiatt/s out of his Kingdom. The Duke of Medhia Sir 
if^'iti, a Cirandee of Sfttiu^vr.d this new King's Brother- 
in law cculd not hinder hinifelt from being ftii^^^^ed, of 
liaviiig undc.-i:aad aQlilcd this Prince to ai'cend the 
'J hronc ; whether it be true, or an Artifice of his Ene- 
mitb^ G?*/ only knows : But however, 'tis certain, that 
tS.c Count Duke ii'0/Jvartz, the King of i'/tf/Vs chief 
T>Jiiiifttr, ft lit an Older to him to appear at Court, to 
jiillify him feif from this Sufpicion ; he thought to clear 
himitir perfectly from the Jealoufief of the Catholkk 
King, by icnding a Challenge to Don yobnoi' Bragan7a 
to oblige him to iight wifh him ; which Letter of Defi- 
ance was conceived in theie lerms.

WE hear of nothing now-a-days but Wats and 
Confptracies, Seditions, Treafons, Infidelities, 
i and Revolutions of State, and it is in the Kingdoms of 
11 Fice, wherein theie Plagues of Heaven make Uiefe Dif- 
' orders, I mean, in tbe Cbri^inn Countries. Infidelit} 
reigns among thcPcopW oC Catoloma^ En^lcmdl v^ P or* 
^^^a/; the Revolutions wKicbViw^V-a.^^^iA^K^^w- 
^^/^^MvciH, Example v tit Bcto^ ^1 n^^ ^^^ 
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length of a Subjedl to a King, as is that of the Duke of 
^"Sidonia ro the King of Portugal as his Brocher-in- 
LavVy and his Enemy, does eoually fujpn'zeall the 
World. We have reaion to thinl£ that God is angry 
with the Chrifliansy when we confid^r Flanders, Ger* 
many, Italy, and the Frontiers of Spain^ peftered with 
Wars which they make <fne againft another. The Ani- 
mofity of mod of the great People of France againft 
:the Cardinal Favourite, induces them to lay Plots a« 
,^ainft his life ; whence we may fee, that great Places 
;are good for nothing but to expofe Men to great Dan* * 
.gers. The laft Confpiracy difcovered againil the Life 
of Don John IV. of Portugal^ raifcd to the Throne 
-*by the Nobility, and betrayed by the fame NMHy <» 
•not by the whole Body of them, but by a fmall Num- 
Jber of thofe who had taked an Oath ot Fidelity to him 
as well as the reft, does plainly fhew us. That there is 
nothing In this World whereon a Man may rely with 
.any Certainty, and that here are many People who un- 
-dertake jull Adlions, by the Motions of an unjiift and 
turbulent Spirit, which cannot fuiler Things to remain, 
long in a quiet State^ and afpire continually after 
Change, and to whom every Thing is good that is new. 
I ^all relate to thee, in few Words, this lall Event. 
TThou haft been Informed of the ethers by the Letten 
I have written to thee, (invincible General oi the Otto- 
man Armies, and Steward of the Emperor*s Laws, who 
is the Sovereign of Sovereigns) and by thofe which the

Several of the Great Ones in Portugal, and anr.ongll

in a fhort 'I'ime to laife his Porcune to a coi 
Pitch, being entruHed ivith Packets of Letteti

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Urnpfe,) who thought he could eafily bring him intci 
theCcnfpiracy (^being difcontcnted at theKingtbr taldng 
away from h-ni a great OfliceJ went to his Sovereign ,

In the mean Time, as many Troops as 
were near Lisbon were in Arms ; .and the People alfo 
took Arms to defend their Prince, if need required. 
The Inquifitor General was treated as gui-ty, lo.* 
knowing of the Confpiracy, ard net difcovering 
it. . The Great ^reafurer, LiFivrcnce PiJes, who kept 
the Keys of the firft Court of the Pakce. wasto enier 
in the Night with an hundred Men well armed, and 
begin the Tragedy. The Naval Anny which rode at 
fc Anchor in the Port of Behem, was to be burnt } and 
J there were them in each Veffel, who were to fet them 
on Fire. The Four Corners of the City were alfe to 
be fired, to the end, that the People, the Soldiers and 
Guards of the Palace, being bufied in putting it out,no- 
thing might hinder the Execution of their Defign ; and

fyfiin MaKuel ; and the IVoplc beheld their Death with- 
out any Compaifion, oniy fhewed fome Regret at the 
l^fs of the young Duke of Camine^ who pafling before

1 here were others who fuffere^ a more ignominious

As i^iYit jitcbb!jb9p of Brague, and other Ecclefiaflicks 
his Accomplices, they are kept, with great Care in Pri- 
fun?, in F^peflation of CommlSoners from Rome, with-' 
out which Prelate's Confent, they can do nothing far- 
ther to them. The King wore Mourmng four Hours 
for the Marquii" tie VilU Rtalc, and the Duke de Camine 
his Son according to the Cuftom of the Chrifiians, 
%vi:o are wont, to apparel thcmfelves in Black for the 
Denthof their Kindred, to denote the Sorrow they con- 
ceive at their Lofs ; and this Ceremony is term'd Mourn- 
ing, which fon-.etimes lafls a whole Year. I will write
